RECALLS  WORK  ACCOMPLISHED

Enormous  Masses  of  Artillery  and  Colossal  Armies

All  Predecessors — Appeals  to  Press 
to  Use' Its  Influence.

LONDON,  May  12.— General  Sir  Wm. 
Robertson,  Chief  of  the  Imperial  Staff 
•t  Army  Headquarter*,  declared  .  In  an 
address  tonight  that  in  the  last  Ave  or 
six  weeks  the  British  had  expended 
300,000  tons  of  ammunition  in  France 
alone.  Ho  was  sjuBaj  at  the  tnni. 
vei-aary  dinner  of  the  News  Press  Fund. 

Referring  to  the  British  soldiers  who 
flrst  went  to  France,  General  Robertson 
said  they  were  battered,  bruised,  and 
sometimes  beaten  to  thflr  knees,  but 
they  never  were  beaten  in  spirit,  and 
under  the 'guidance  of  Field  Marshal 
Lord  French  they  rendered  possible  the 
success  since  achieved  by  Field ,  Mar- 
shal Sir  Douglas  Halg.  He  emphasised 
that  every  war  had  its  own  peculiari- 
ties, and  that  no  war  so  differed  from 
its  predecessors  as  the  present  one. 
Masses  of  Artillery 

Airplanes  had  entirely  changed  the 
character  of  operations,  enormous 
masses  of  artillery  rendered  preparation 
for  battle  a  long  process  and  required 
an  elaborate  system  of  transport.  He 
said  (0,000  tons  of  stone  weekly  were 
required  to  mend  the  roads. 

The  greatest  peculiarity  of  the  war 
was  the  colossal  numbers  engaged.  It 
was  not  war  between  enemies,  but  war 
between,  nations,  and  there  was  no  man 


or  woman  in  the  Empire  who  was  not 
doing  something  either  to  win  or  lose 
the  war.  That  was  the  way  to  look  at 
it.  A  distinguished  man  recently  said 
to  him  that  he  estimated  that  in  this 
•far  26  per  cent  of  the  weight  was  re- 
presented by  military  strength  and  7S 
per  cent  oy  tmngs  which  were  not  or 
military  character,  such  as  agriculture, 
shipping,  food  and  diplomacy. 

"That  brings  me  to  my  last  point," 
said  Oeneral  Robertson,  "the  power  and 
responsibility  of  the  press  today.  We 
are  lighting  a  war  upon  the  issue  of 
which  depends  our  imperial  existence. 
In  order  to  win  this  war  we  must  put 
in  all  the  resources  of  the  nation. 
There  Is  no  more  powerful  agency  for 
insuring  this  than  the  press.  I  want 
ths  press  to  get  not  only  that  25  per 
cent,  but  the  75  per  cent  We  don't 
want  flaming  headlines,  exaggerations 
and  so  forth.  We  want  consistent  and 
courageous  direction  of  public  opinion 
into  the  right  .channels.  We  want  to 
face  the  facts  and  state  them,  and  we 
want  to  avoid  at  the  same  time  dis- 
couraging our  own  people  and  encour- 
aging the  enemy. 

"I  think  I  may  truthfully  say  that  In 
this  connection  the  editors  and  press  in 
general  have  co-operated  most  cordially 
and  most  efficiently."

Efforts  to  Bring  Order  Out  of 
Political  Chaos  Meet  With 
Poor  Success — Dangerous 
Elements  at  Work. 


PETROORAD.  May  11,  via  London. 
May  19. — There  la  a  movement  on  foot 
now  whereby  it  Is  hoped  representa- 
tivea  of  the  more  extreme  elements 
shall  eater  the  cabinet  after  a  strict 
definition  of  the  line  of  policy  of  the 
bow  coalition  Provisional  Government. 
f>n  May  20  an  all-Russian  conference  of 
workmen's  and  soldiers'  delegates, 
peasantry  and  soldiers'  '  deputies  will 
meet  here.  It  Is  hoped  the  executive 
committee  of  these  two  conferences,  as 
well  as  the  executive  of  the  Ouma,  will 
form  an  advisory  bddy  before  which  the 
proposed  coalition  government  will  ex- 
plain Its  policy  and  answer  for  its  ac- 
tions. These  arrangements  may  seem 
clumsy,  but  would  meet  the  present  re- 
quirements of  the  situation  if  the  mem- 
bers of  the  proposed  new  body  be  per- 
meated with  a  conciliatory  spirit.  What 
••ems  to  be  overlooked  by  many  politi- 
cal partis*  at  present  is  that  the  Pro- 
visional Government's  duty  is  to  run 
the  country  till  the  meeting  of  the 
constituent  assembly. 

As  all  parties  hav«  declared  for  a 
settlement,  all  questions  must  be  left 
to  the  decision  of  this  assembly.  Their 
representatives  could  Join  in  a  coalition 
without  abating  their  demands,  or  sac- 
rificing their  principles.  Only  by  this 
or  some  similar  arrangement  can  there 
be  any  hope  of  leading  the  country  out 
of  the  Impasse  which  Is  rapidly  being 
approached. 

While  decent  Russians  are  striving 
honorably  to  achieve  political  liberty 
by  civil  methods  of  arguments  and  per- 
suasion, which,  if  sure  are  necessarily 
slow,  the  extreme  parties— anarchists 
end  social  revolutionaries  on  one  hand, 
and  upholders  of  the  old  regime  and 
•geats  provocateurs  on  the  other,  and, 
above  all,  the  vast  organised  body  of 
Germans — are  using  deadly  weapons  in 
ths  streets  and  lavishly  spending 
money. 

These  Germans  are  'largely  real 
••Relchedeutscher."  who  have  laid  con- 
cealed her*  or  got  across  the  frontier 
during  the  revolution  or  through,  the 
Russian*  lines  at  the  front  during  the 
orgy  of  "brotherhood  of  nations."  which 
lasted  for  weeks  and  ha*  not  been  en- 
tirely checked.  To  these  must  be  added 
hundred*  of  Gorman  spies  who  were  tn- 
aaroerated  In  prisons  and  liberated  with 
ordinary  criminals  during  the  first 
hours  of  the  revolution,  and  unknown 
Dumber*  of  German  prisoners  of  war 
who  have  taken  advantage  of  the  new- 
ly-declared liberty  in  Russia,  and  of  the 
Mottjtka*  apathy  or  misunderstanding  of 
the  situation,  to  escape  from  Siberia 
and  elaewber*.

NEW  YORK,  May  12.— The  climax  of 
the  British  War  Commissioners'  two-day 
visit  to  this  city  cams  this  afternoon 
when  Foreign  Minister  A.  J.  Balfour  de- 
clared that  any  doubts  some  of  his  col- 
leagues may  have  ha<i  as  to  the  sin- 
cerity of  their '  weloorae  to  the  United 
States  had  been  finally  dispelled. 

.The  distinguished  British  statesman 
admitted  that  before  their  departure 
from  England,  some  of  his  associates 
may  have  felt  misgivings  as  to  their 
reception.  Speaking  with  evident  emo- 
tion at  a  private  reception  in  his  honor, 
Mr.  Balfour  declared  that  "if  any  doubts 
existed,  they  exist  no  more."  "We  never 
conceived  or  believed,"  he  added,  "that 
there  would  be  such  a  universal  out- 
pouring of  sympathy  or  goodwill  as  has 
marked  every  movement  of  bur  visit.

The 
spontaneous  exhibition  of  welcome  from 
every  class  has  moved  our  hearts  as 
nothing  ever  h*s  moved  them  before."

British  Troops  Capture  Several 
Strong  Positions  North  and 
South  of  Scarpe— Biting  Into 
Hindenburg  Line, 


WITH  THE  BRITISH  ARMIES  IN 
FRANCE,  May  11,  via  London. — (From 
a  Staff  Correspondent  of  th*  Associ- 
ated Press) — In  a  series  of  attack*  last 
night  and  today,  the  British  troops  cap- 
tured several  strong  German  positions, 
Including  on*  or  two  which  have  been 
sources  of  more  or  less  trouble  ever 
since  the  battle  of  Arras  began.  The 
famous  chemical  works,  north  of.  the 
village  of  Roeux  have  at  last  been  defi- 
nitely taken  possession  of,  as  well  as  the 
Roeu  chateau  and  cemetery.  The  ceme- 
tery had  been  a  very  bitter  spot,  the 
Germans  having  fortified  the  graves 
into  defensive  positions  and  turned  tho 
underground  vaults   Into   stronghold* 

Southeast  of  Monchy  the  British  cap- 
tured several  pits  and  detached  German 
trenches,  as  well  a*  the  Cavalry  Farm. 

South  of  th*  Cojeul  river,  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Bullecourt,  the  British 
materially  etxended  their  holdings  In  ths 
Hindenburg  line,  and  tonight  Bullecourt 
Is  all  hut  surrounded  by  the  British 
lines,    which    Include    the   Australians. 

It  Is  believed  that  the  number  ot 
prisoners  In '  these  action*  will  total 
more  than  «00.  About  400  men  were 
taken  north  of  the  chemical  works,  most 
of  them  Brandenburger*  and  Berliner* 

It  was  a  varlgated  assortment,  this 
lot,  containing  some  boy*  who  looked 
like  splendid  soldiers,  while  others  were 
little  bearded  fellows,  who  Appeared  to 
come  from  classes  heretofore  regarded 
as  unfit.

Just  a*  a  score 
ot  British  airplane*,  were  returning 
from  their  day's  work  behind  th*  Gor- 
man lines.  The  pilot*,  seeing  th*  battle 
In  progress.  Joined  in  as  they  passed 
over  aad  poured  *tr**m*  of  machine  gun 
fire  Into  th*  German  rank*  They  were 
cheered  by  the  Infantry,  and  Acknowl- 
edged the  salute  by  looping  snd  firing 
rockets.

'Mr,  Simon  Leiser  Succumbs  to 
Brief  Illness  in  Vancouver — 
Had  Career  of  Profitable 
Achievement, 


Terminating  a  career  of  great  useful- 
ness, Mr.  'Simon  Leiser.  for  the  past 
forty- four  years  a  resident  of  Victoria, 
and  recognized  as  one  of  the  Province's 
most  enterprising  and  successful  busi- 
nessmen, died  early  yesterday  morning 
at  Vancouver. 

Death  was  due  (o  hemorrhage  of  the 
brain,  and.  in  view  of  Mr.  Leiser's  ser- 
ious condition  for  the  past  two  weeks, 
was  not  altogether  unexpected,  although 
recent  reports  given  out  relative  to  his 
health  were  of  a  hopeful  character.  For 
that  reason  the  news  of  his  passing 
came  as  a  shock  to  a  host  of  friends  in 
this  city  and  other  points  who  were  not  J 
In  a  position  to  notice  the  trend  of  his 
illness  during  the  past  few  days. 

He  passed  away  at  the  residence  of  his 
daughter.  Mrs.  Milton  Oppenheimer, 
2040  Nelson  Street,  at  2:30  o'clock.  He 
was  suddenly  stricken  about  a  fortnight 
ago  shortly  after  arriving  in  Vancouver 
on  a  business  trip.  Slave  that  time  he 
was  entirely  unconscious,  and  despite 
the  attendance  of  two  trained  nurses 
and  the  best  of  medical  advice  and  as- 
sistance, he  failed  to  rally,  although  at 
one  or  two  stages  of  his  illness  he 
showed  signs  of  improvement. 
Waa  Valued  Olttioa 

A  man  of  extraordinary  business 
talent,  possessing  unbounded  optimism 
as  to  the  commercial  and  industrial 
prospects  of  this  city,  *  rich  endowment 
of  Industry  and  energy,  Mr,- Leiser  was 
looked  upon  a*  one  of  Victoria's  most 
valued  cltisens.  Not  content  with  de- 
Yelping  his  own  business  to  proportion* 
never  before  realised  by  a  similar  en- 
terprise on  Vancouver  Island,  he  took. a 
wholehearted  Interest  in  every  move- 
ment that  was  calculated  to  bring  this 
community  to  the  fore.  He  filled  many 
public  offices  during  his  long  residence 
here,  and  was  ^ver  mindful  of  the  city's 
welfare.  He  was  regarded  as  one  of 
the  real  pioneers  of  the  wholesale  gro- 
cery business   In  British   Columbia. 

The  late  Mr.  Leiser  was  born  in  Ker- 
pen,  Germany,  on  April  9,  1851,  being 
Juet  •«  years  of  age.  He  received 
practically  all  his  education  in  the  coun- 
try of  his  birth,  leaving  Europe  for  the 
Tutted  States  when  only  1C  years  of 
age.  With  him,  when  he  came  West, 
were  the  late  Mrs.  Jacob  Lens  and  her 
daughter  Carrie,  who  later  became  his 
wife;  Mrs.  Max  Leiser  and  Mr.  M  Lens. 
The  party  went  first  to  Chicago,  HI.,  and 
it  was  there  that  Mr.  Leiser  gained  hie 
<flrst  Insight  Into  practical  business, 
being  engaged  for  a  time  in  wholesale 
and  manufacturing  houses.'  He  later 
moved  to  Madison,  Wis.,  and  It  was 
characteristic  of  his  youthful  ambition 
-and  resourcefulness  that  he  should  there 
diligently  apply  himself  to  study  dur- 
ing the  night  hours  while  he  worked  the 
dsy  long  In  *  commercial  establishment. 
He  spent  about  five  or  six  years  In  the 
Lotted  States  before  moving  across  the 
border,  and  he  became  a  naturalised 
citlsen  shortly  after  reaching  this  side 
•f  th*  Atlantic. 

Anirod  Mere  la  ft 

Forty-four  years  ago — In  July.  1173, 
to  be  exact — Mr.  Leiser  first  set  foot 
In  Victoria,  arriving  here  on  the  old* 
British  steamer  Prince  Albert,  which 
was  at  that  Urn*  *  familiar  craft  along 
th*  Pacific  Coast.  He  was  then  *  young 
nan  of  22,  but  though  he  found  himself 
virtually  alone  In  *  new  country,  sur- 
rounded by  an  environment  which  was 
nothing  like  that  to  which  he  had  been 
accustomed  previously,  be  loot  no  time 
In  establishing  firm  connection*  here, 
slthoogh  they  were  later  broken  off 
when  the  gold  booms  la  th*  Interior  at- 
tracted him  there.  HI*  first  eater-prise 
In  Victoria  was  a  wholesale  coffee  snd 
spice  concern,  which  he  obtained  from 
a  Mr.  Ragasonia.  Th*  establishment 
was  then  on  the  site  new  occupied  by 
Mr-Candleid,  Bres_  Johnson  Street. 
Shortly  afterward  he  amalgamate!  with 
Mr.  H.  Oerke.  and  tor  several  month* 
operated  the  Bine  Feet  Grocery,  at  the 
center  of  Johnson  and  Douglas  Streets 

Ever  alert  to  take  advantage  of  every 


opportunity  that  presented  itself,  when 
the  wealth  of  the  Cassiar  goldflelda  be- 
gan to  lure  people  from  all  sections  of 
the  country  in  that  district,  Mr.  Leiser 
embarked  for  the  Mainland.  His  first 
work  there  was  as  a  contractor  in  build- 
ing the  Cassiar  trail,  the  contract  being 
let  by  the  late  Capt.  William  Moore. 
After  finishing,  the  undertaking,  Mr. 
Leiser  was  for  some  time  In  charge  of 
the  tolls  and  he  collected  a  charge  ot 
2c  a  pound  on  every  article  of  freight 
that  pu.ssed  up  the  road.  This  duty  was 
later  assumed  by  the  Government.  The 
trail  ran,  roughly,  from  Telegraph 
Creek  to  Dease  Lake. 

Men  lour  Stores  in  Cassiar 
Launching  for  the  first  time  into  the 
merchandise  business,  Mr.  Lelcer'g  na- 
tural business  actfmen  and  progressive 
spirit  contributed  towards  making  his 
ventage.*  anaeses  from  *h*  sijsantng. 
and  before  the  decided  t<r  rot  urn  to  Vic- 
toria he  was  in  charge  of  four  stores. 
Upon  his  reaching  this  city  again  he 
continued  out  a  merchant  and  went  into 
the  fruit  and  grocery  jobbing  business 
on  Johnson  Street.  His  enterprise  ex- 
panded and  he  was  forced  to  move  to 
more  commodious  premises  at  the  old 
Yates  Building,  corner  of  Yates  and 
Wharf  Street*  He  moved  to  the  pres- 
ent quarters  of  his  firm  on  Yates  Street 
about  twenty  years  ago.  At  the  time  of 
his  making  the  last  transfer,  the  firm 
of  Simon  Leiser  &  Company,  Limited, 
wholesale  grocers,  was  the  biggest  firm 
of  Its  kind  In  the  Province. 
,  In  1892.  Mr.  Leiser  became  a  natural- 
ized citizen  of  Canada.

Tea  Millions  Available 
WASHINGTON,  May  12.— Ten  million 
men  in  the  United  States  will  bo  sub- 
lect  to  the  selective  conscription  on 
July  1  within  the  ages  agreed  upon  In 
the  conference  report  on  tho  army  bill, 
Mr.  Rogers,  Director  of  the  Census  Bu- 
reau, announced  today.  This  number  of 
men  between  the  ages  of  21  and  30  in- 
clusive repressnts  very  nearly  ten  per 
cent  of  the  total  estimated  population

LONDON,  May  12.  —  The  British 
troops  have  established  themselves 
in  the  village  of  Bullecourt,  the  scene 
of  terrific  lighting  during  the  last  few 
daya,  according  to  the  official  report 
from  British  headquarters  in  France 
tonight.  Fighting  still  continues.  The 
statement   reads:  '. 

"Our  troops  have  established  them- 
selves in  the  village  of  Bullecourt, 
where    fighting    still    continues. 

"Astride  the  Arras-Csmbral  road  we 
have  captured  some  1,200  yards  of  a 
German  trench.  Including  a  strong 
point  known  bb  Cavalry  Farm.  North 
of  the  River  Scrape  our  troops  last 
night  stormed  Roeux  cemetery  and  the 
chemical  works  to  the  north.  Today 
they  continued  ihelr  advance,  and  car- 
ried the  enemy's  positions  In  this 
neighborhood  on  a  front  of  about  one 
and  one-half  miles. 

Over  TOO  Prisoners 

"In    these    operations    we    have  cap- 
tured over   TOO    prisoners,    including   11  ] 
officers,   and   a   nuii«*r  of  trench   mor- 
tars   and    machine   guns. 

"In  the  air  fighting  yesterday  seven 
German  airplanes  were  destroyed,  while 
five  others  were  driven  down  out  of 
control:  Four  of  our  airplanes  are 
missing." 

The  day  report  reads: 

"Successful  attacks  were  delivered 
on  the  Hindenburg  line  near  Bulle- 
court; also  astride  the  Arras-Cambral 
road  and  north  of  the  Mcarpe  last  night 
and  early  this  morning.

"We  have  not  come  here  aa  Instruc- 
tors of  tha  American  republic,  but  It 
la  important  for  me  to  proclaim  my 
unalterable  conviction  that  we  have 
reached  a  crisis  when  the  whole  ef 
civilization  must  rise  up  and  voice  ita 
appeal  for  the  preservation  of  human 
liberty. 

"What  has  brought  us  together?"  he 
asked.  "What  la  the  meaning  to  be 
found  in  the  crowding  of  your  streets 
In   welcome   to    us?   " 

"Tha  answer  Ilea  In  the  fact  that 
tha  United  states  has  felt  tha  menace 
of  tha  Oermaft  autocracy,  ,an  immin- 
ent and  overmastering  peril.  What  la 
that  peril?  I  will  tell  you.  It  Is  tha 
calculating  and  remorseless,  use  of 
every  civilised  weapon  to  carry  out  the 
ends  of  pure  barbarism.  The  Germans 
have  co-ordinated  every  meana  of 
science,  not  to  better  their  own  people, 
but   to  dominate  others;        - 

"Science  has  enormously  expanded 
tha  waya  and  means  of  destruction, 
but  always  It  has  been  believed  and 
hoped  that  this  would  be  controlled  by 
considerations  Of  humanity.  Wa  have 
been  taught,  however,  a  different  lea* 
son  by  tha  ruling  force  of  Germany. 
We  have  been  taught  that  war  has 
been   made  more  heinous  than  aver. 

"There  Is  not  a  difference  in  any 
part  of  the  world  that  Oerman  diplom- 
acy has  not  tried  to  Increase,  that 
German  money  has  not  tried  to  ag- 
gravate. 

Bcepoaalble  for  Bloodshed 

"That  la  the  danger  wa  all  have  to 
meet.  If  we  have  seen  the  world  wot 
with  blood  from  Armenia  to  tho 
■traits  of  Dover;  if  we  have  seen  hor- 
ror heaped  upon  horror,  we  oan  rightly 
attribute  it  to  that  enemy.  Shall  we, 
who  know  what  freedom  la,  be  the 
humble  and  obsequious,  servants  of 
such  a  caeler  The  free  men  of  the 
earth  can  not  do  so  and  if  any  proof 
were  necessary,  this  great  gathering 
of  the  throe  great  democracies,  unique 
In  ail  the  history  of  the  world,  weald 
give  that  answer.  Unleas  all  we  who 
love  liberty  unite  treenail  all  be  de- 
stroyed piecemeal.  This  Is  the  great 
thought  I  offer  you  tonight,  not  from 
a  foreign  country  from  aeroas  the  seas, 
but  from  a  land  of  your  friends  and 
brothers." 

M.  Viviani  drew  a  distinction  be- 
tween the  German  Ideas  of  life  and 
those     Of      democracies.

thought  Germany  had  been  thinking 
and  planning  world  domination,  ha 
said,  not  only  by  militarism,  but  by 
finance,  diplomacy  and  trade.

FRENCH  FRONT,  May  11.  via  Lon- 
don. May  IS.— (By  G.  H.  Ferrta).— Laat 
night  and  again  this  morning  the  troops 
of  the  Prussian  Crowa  Prince  were  aent 
forward  to  wrest  from  the  French  the 
ground  the  latter  had  taken  on  the  road 
to  Corbeny  from  Craoaae.  They  com- 
pletely failed,  auf faring  heavy  loos. 

It  is  Important  that  readers  ahould 
understand  the  general  character  of  the 
constant  engagements  that  fill  the*  In- 
tervals between  the  major  battles  of 
the  concerted  offensive  of  the  Allies. 
In  the  first  place.  It  la  to  be  noticed 
that  the  strategical  Initiative  is  ex- 
clusively held  fey  us.  We  deliver  care- 
fully concerted  and  prepared  attacks 
on  wide  fronts,  and  in  the  Intervals  ne- 
cessary for  now  concentrations  of  ma- 
terial conduct  detailed  operations  to 
strengthen  the  new  lines.  The  Germans 
attempt  no  large  offensive,  but  launch 
strong  local  counter-attacks  In  the  hope 
of  recovering  lost  ground.  The  defen- 
sive supported  by  local  counter-attacks 
necessarily  Is  more  costly  than  a  wide 
front  offensive  when  tho  latter  is  served 
with  greatly  superior  artillery  and  in- 
fantry, tactics  such  as  those  evolved  by 
our  generals  and  other  chiefs,  to  which 
von  Hindenburg  himself  has  given  re- 
luctant testimony.  The  desperate 
bravery  of  these  counter-attacks  is  not 
to  be  denied,  but  their  only  permanent 
relation  to  the  ceaaeless  and  frightful 
usury  is  that  they  double  the  guilt  of 

the  men  who  decree  them. 

Headeabais'a  Flea  Spoiled  ^ 

It  may  fee  asked  why  the  tactics  at- 
tributed to  Hindenburg  were  not  car- 
ried out.  That  plan — much  advertised 
in  the  German  press  and  wireless — 
promised  above  all  a  strict  economy 
of  Ufa.  its  essential  feature  waa  to  be 
a  gradual  drawing  back  of  a  highly  elas- 
tic line  of  defence  in  such  a  way  that 
we  ahould  always  have  to  pay  the 
maximum  penalty  of  the  assault  and 
naver  attain  our  end  of  breaking 
through.  It  la  not.  necessary  to  recall 
the  details,  fanciful  aa  they  turn  out 
to  be,  of  how  this  was  to  be  accom- 
plished, because  they  vanished  Into  ob- 
livion along  with  various  grand  offen- 
sive projects  attributed  to  the  same  old 
hand.  Sufficient  It  la  that  in  that  plan 
counter-attacks  had  tg)e  place  they 
properly  hold  in  tactical  science,  a  pur- 
pose by  no  means  hopeless. 

The  general  Idea  was  that  the  first 
lines  would  be  held  lightly  In  chief 
by  machine  gunners  astutely  hidden  to 
take  the  utmost  toll  of  the  assailants, 
and  that  the  latter  should  then  be  drawn 
onto  the  real  ground  of  combat,  behind 
which  they  would  fall  into  all  manner 
of  traps,  be  decimated  by  massed  ar- 
tillery and  finished  off  with  the  bay- 
onet. 

Citation  of  German  army  orders 
shows  that  the  methods  of  holding  first 
lines  lightly  had  to  be  abandoned,  and 
delicate  manoeuvres  are  Impossible  for 
a  like  reason,  namely,  that  in  general 
the  German  soldier  now  has  neither  the 
courace  for  solitary  resistance  nor  the 
intelligence  for  delicate  manoeuvres. 
Mo  Xlestic  Barest 

In  every  essential  the  plan  has  fail- 
ed. The  new  German  line  is  not  at  all 
elastic.  With  a  rapidity  that  would 
hare  made  anyone  softer  than  its  au- 
thor weep  hot  tears,  it  fell  Into  ex- 
treme rigidity.  This  is  at  once  the 
reason  of  our  Immediate  difficulties  and 
the  surety  of  ultimate  auccess. 

The  only  thing  the  Allied  armies  had 
to  fear  waa  inability  to  bring  the  en- 
emy's forces  to  a  decisive  action  in  cir- 
cumstances chosen  by  ourselves. 

For  the  moment  the  vision  of  an 
elastic  retreat,  in  which  we  should  al- 
ways chase  and  never  catch,  hung  over 
us  like  a  veritable  nightmare.  That  has 
passed.  The  Boohe  is  pinned  down  ao 
far,  and  It  does  not  look  as  If  he  would 
be  able  to  slip  out  of  the  grasp  In  which 
he  is  held.  He  is  nrobably  in  a  mortal 
funk  as  to  what  may  happen  when  he 
is  next  compelled  to  try  a  bis  bolt 
to    the    rear.

12. (By  Philip  Glbbs).— From  Kensing- 

tou  Oardens  to  the  fields  around  Arras 
Is  a  far  journey  and  a  had  one,  and  It 
gave  a  queer  kind  of  thrill  yesterday  to 
the  correspondent,  as  a  man  who  used  to 
walk  every  day  through  the  old  court 
suburb,  to  bear  how  the  Kensingtons 
had  been  fighting  in  this  kingdom  ot 
hell  fire.  The  Kenslnaton'o  did  well, 
said  their  general,  and  not  only  the 
Kensingtons,  but  a  lot  of  Londqn  men 
belonging  to  the  City  of  London  Regi- 
ment and  other  battalions  recruited  from 
the  little  houses  In  the  London  suburbs. 
In  all  the  battles  of  this  war,  the  Lon- 
don men  fought  as  well  as  any  of  our 
flghtlns  men,  from  whatever  part  of 
the  Empire  they  come. 

Always    Stand    Test 

Front  one  end  of  the  front  to  the 
other;  from  the  Yprea  oallent  to  the 
Homme,  they  have  held  lines  and  gone 
over  bags  and  struggled  forward 
through  shell-slashed  woods,  and  proved 
themselves  every  time  worthy  sons  of 
the  great  old  city  which  ia  London. 
They  were  not  built  for  war.  They 
have  no  use  for  it.  They  fight  on  thelt 
nerve,  and  imagination  makes  them 
more  sensible  to  the  foul  and  frightful 
things  of  war  than  other  men  of  more 
solid  framework.  In  their  rest  billets 
they  behave  like  college  men.  There  la 
never  any  crime  among  them  as  crime 
It;  defined  In  the  military  text  books. 
Some  of  them  are  poets,  in  their  spare 
time,  and  artists,  and  if  there  is  a  piano 
in  the  French  billet  there  Is  alwaya  a 
London  lad  who  can  make  It  merry  or 
sad. 

Now  they  have  been  "In"  again — Into 
the  old  fires  and  fury — and  ones  again 
they  have  shown  great  and  glorious 
spirit. 

On  April  9,  the  Londoners'  attack  at 
dawn  was  one  of  the  oplendld  episodes 
of  the  battle.  They  went  through  the 
German  lines  in  long  waves  and  stream- 
ed forward  like  a  living  tide  very  quick 
and  very  far,  taking  a  thousand  prison- 
ers on  their  way.  Later  in  the  day 
they  were  held  up  on  their  right  flank 
by  enfilade  fire  while  the  troops  on 
their  right  were  In  difficulties  against 
uncut  wire  and  machine  guns,  and  from 
that  time  onwards,  the  London  men  had 
perilous  hours  of  hard,  costly  fighting. 

They  were  forced  to  extend  beyond 
their  line  on  their  left  to  Join  up  a  sap 
between  themselves  and  the  troops  to 
the  north  and  to  work  down  with  bomb- 
ins  parties  on  the  right  to  gain  ground 
In  which  the  Germans  were  holding  out 
desperately  and  inflicting  many  casual- 
ties on  our  men.  In  the  centre,  the  Lon- 
don men  were  expected  to  attack  forti- 
fied villages  from  whloh  machine  gun 
bullets  swept  the  ground,  and  where  our 
assault  waa  checked  by  stout  belts  of 
wire  with  unbroken  strands.  It  was  in 
those  hours  of  April  9  and  10  that  many 
young  London  men  showed  the  highest 
qualities  of  spirit,  risking  death  and 
worse  than  death  with  a  moat  careless 
gallantry  and  steeling  their  hearts 
against  creeping  fear. 

A  young  subaltern  saw  those  wire 
traps  in  the  centre  of  the  village  and 
led  the  way  to  them  with  a  party  ot 
bombers  and  Lewis  gunners,  smashing 
them  up,  and  Jumping  on  the  machine 
guns  beyond.  It  opened  a  sate  to  all 
the  other  Londoners,  who  swept  through 
this  village  and  beyond.  Many  offlcera 
fell,  but  there  was  always  someone  to 
tnke  the  command  and  lead  the  men. 

It  was  a  boy  of  19  who  took  command 
of  one  company  when  he  was  the  only 
one'  to  lead.  He  had  never  been  under 
fire  before,  and  bad  never  seen  all  thts 
blood  and  horror.  Now  he  led  a  com- 
pany of  fighting  men  who  followed  him 
aa  a  grea^t  captain  all  through  that  day's 
battle,  and  from  one  German  line  to 
another,  and  one  village  to  another  un- 
til all  the  ground  had  been  gained  ac- 
cording to  the  first  plans. 


•M.  Viviani  and  Other  Members 
of  Mission  Acclaimed  by  Ot- 
tawa Crowds — former  Pre- 
mier's Address  in  House. 


OTTAWA,  May  11.— M-  Viviani,  for- 
mer Premier  of  France,  and  head  of  the 
French  mission  which  has  been  visiting 
the  United  States,  and  other  members  of 
ths  mission  paid  a  flying  visit  to  the 
i  capital  of  Canada  today  at  the  invita- 
tion of  the  Canadian  Government,  for 
the  purpose  of  conveying  personally  to 
the  people  of  the  Dominion  a  message 
of  friendship  from  the  great  European 
republic.  Joined  in  unshakable  bonds 
with  Canada  and  the  rest  of  the  British 
Empire  In  the  world's  greatest  war.  M. 
Viviani  waa  given  a  magnificent  recep- 
tion aa  he  and  hla  colleagues  passed 
along  the  street*  from  the  railway  sta- 
tion to  the  House  of  Parliament.  The 
buildings  and  private  houses  along  the 
route  were  decorated  with  flags  and 
bunting  in  which  the  flag  of  France  waa 
prominent,  and  hearty  cheers  greeted 
the  appearance  of  the  French  mission. 
Over  the  Parliament  Buildings,,  along- 
side tffe  Union  Jack  of  the  British  Em- 
pire, flaw  for  the  first  time  In  the  his- 
toty  of  the  Dominion  the  French  nation- 
nsisf.

Arriving  in  the  chamber,  M.  Viviani 
was  welcomed  by  Deputy  Speaker  Baln- 
vllle.  The  floor  and  salleries  were 
crowded  with  members,  senators,  their 
wives  and  friends,  and  ions  continued 
applause  greeted  the  appearanoa  of  the 
mission.  M.  Viviani  was  conducted  to 
a  seat  to  the  right  of  the  Deputy  Speak- 
er. This  was  the  first  occasion  upon 
which  a  visitor  to  the  Canadian  Parlia- 
ment had  been  accorded  a  seat  on  the 
Speaker's  dais,  and  also  the  first  occa- 
sion upon  which  any  individual  other 
than  a  member  of  the  House  had  ad- 
dressed it. 

Inspiring    Address 

II.  Viviani  inspired  his  audience  with 
the  fervor  and  vehemence  of  his  utter- 
ances. Speakins  in  French,  with  great 
rapidity,  he  said  that  the  French  mis- 
sion to  the  United  States  had  thought 
that  it  might  pay  at  least  a  short  visit 
to  Canada.  To  be  able  to  visit  this 
country  was  to  him  a  great  joy  and 
honor. 

Ha  won  his  first  torrent  of  applause 
by  referring  to  the  pride  and  pleasure 
caused  by  the  appearance  of  Canadian 
troops  in  the  streets  of  Paris.  Canada 
had  done  a  great  deal  for  the  Allies  In 
sending  troops  in  such  large  number*, 
as  well  aa  hospitals,  ambulances  and 
relief  for  the  stricken  Belgians. 

M.  Viviani  paid  a  tribute  to  the  mem- 
bars  of  the  House  of  Commons  and 
their  sons  who  had  donned  khaki  in 
the  defence  of  liberty.  They  ware  fight- 
ing for  the  overthrow  of  the  worst  form 
of  barbarism  the  world  haa  ever  seen. 

The   Canadian    troops    at   Tares    had 


saved  the  situation.  They  were  tha 
heroes  of  that  fateful  day  when  tha 
Germans  were  prevented  from  breaking 
through   to  Calais. 

M.  Viviani  said  he  would  like  very 
much  to  see  more  of  Canada. 

Ha  Impressively  declared  that  the 
war  was  a  war  for  liberty  and  not  a 
war  for  territorial  gain.  Great  Britain 
had  made  no  preparation  for  war,  but 
she  had  determined  to  fight  to  order 
to  find  out  whether  or  not  man  bad  the 
right  to  enjoy  his  freedom  and  liberty. 
France  had  an  army  of  millions,  bat  her 
organization  for  war  was  inadequate  aa 
compared  with  that  of  Germany,  and 
Prance  would  owa  her  freedom  to -the 
fact  that  Great  Britain  and  the  Oversea* 
Dominions  of  the  British  Empire  had 
come  to  bar  assistance.  In  France  all 
parties  were  united.  They  had  decided 
that  before  settling  their  differences  It 
was  necessary  first  to  make  certain  that 
tha  people  of  Prance  had  a  free  soil. 

Sir  George  Poster  then  moved  that 
the  speech  made  by  M.  Viviani  be  In- 
serted in  Hansard.

Mr.  Leiser  never  let  an  opportunity 
pass  to  develop  the  market  for  the 
goods  handled  by  his  firm  and  he  made 
frequent  trips  to  ail  sections  of  tha 
Province  to  open  up  new  fields.

Mr.  Leiser  gave  every  feature  of  his 
businsss  his  personal  attention,  but  he 
was  never  too  busy  to  turn  his  energy 
to  undertakings  of  a  public  nature  di- 
rectea  at  improving  the  city's  position 
ao  a  commercial  centre. 

As  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
he  waa  able  to  achieve  a  great*  deal, 
for  he  was  a  member  of  the  organisa- 
tion far  fifteen  yeara.  Ha  was  eleoted 
to    the    vice-presidency      In      100T,      and 

served  under  Mr.  F,  a.  Paulino,  M.P.P., 
who  was  then  ohalrman,  lb  tho  fol- 
lowing year  ho  Was  elected  to  the  presi- 
dency and  he  retained  that  office  for 
two  'years,  hla  term  or  admintatratlon 
being  marked  by  progress  along  every 
channel  of  the  board'*  activity.  H* 
served  on  the  council  many  year*.  By 
aid  of  the  late  Hon.  William  Temple- 
man,  he  sWured  a  large  appropriation 
for  the  improvement  of  Victoria  Har- 
bor, going  to  Ottawa  in  company  with 
Mr.  Joshua  Klngham  with  that,  purpose 
In  view.  His  influence  was  felt  when 
tho  C.P.R.  decided  to  build  ths  Empress 
Hotel  here,  and  the  building  was  in 
course  or  construction  while  he.  was 
Prealdent  of  the  Board  of  Trade.  He 
organised  a  banquet  tendered  to  Baron 
Shangttneeaywhen  he  trad  hare  in  con- 
nection with  the  inauguration  of  'the 
notei.  The  location  of  the  Orena  Trunk 
docks  here  was  also  largely  due  to  the 
representations  made  by  Mr.  Leiser  and 
hla  colleagues. 

t.oyel  to  Victoria 
Hi*  loyalty  to  Victoria  and  his  faith 
in  th*  community  waa  exemplified  in 
1005,  When  he  waa  given  the  chance  to 
transfer  hi*  business  to  Seattle.  A 
million-dollar  concern  and  a  new  build- 
ing wa*  offered  blm  aa  an  inducement, 
but  Mr.  Leiser  was  resolute  and  re- 
fused to  be  tempted. 

Mr.  Leiser's  organising  shinty  we* 
to  a  large  extent  responsible  for  tb* 
existenoe  of  the  Victoria  and  island 
Development  Association  during  It* 
earlier  days,  and  hla  counsel  and  ten- 
acity Of  service  on  Its  behalf  assisted 
materially  in  putting  the  institution  on 
a  permanent  basis. 

He  was  a  devoted  member  of  the 
board  of  the  Provincial  Royal  Jubilee 
Hospital  for  several  years,  and  was  at 
one  time  vice-president  Although  turn- 
ed off  the  boerd  by  the  subscribers,  the 
City  Council  recognised  his  value  and  a 
day  later  elected  him  to  fill  a  vacancy 
that  was  simultaneously  created  by  the 
resignation  of   the  clt/  representative. 

Had  it  not  been  for  Mr.  Leiser's  as. 
sociation  with  the  enterprise,  the  city 
probably  would  not  now  possess  the 
Royal  victoria  Theatre.  Ma  organised 
the  capital  for  the  erection  of  the  pala- 
tini auditorium  and  made  the  Inaugural 
address  when  the  theatre  was  opened 
on  December  20,  101S.  A  loving  cup 
was  presented  to  him  on  that  occasion 
in  appreciation  of  bis  work  and  a  bust 
was  later  installed  at  the  entrance  ef 
the  building  in  memory  of  the  part  he 
had  played   in  Ita  establishment. 

He  waa  a  member  of  Vancouver-

Guttmsn's.  Caroline  and  Florence,  and 
the  other  grandchild  la  Edith,  daughter 
of  Mf.  dnd  Mro.  Milton  Oppenheimer,  at 
whoee  residence  he  paseed  away,  the 
hrotaatt  ft*  'llcesrs.  Mag  Leiser,  of 
this  eifJ&idM  Bffvid  Leteer.  of  Brussels. 
who  was.  ruinsYl  by  the  German  Inva- 
sion, aad  AfSBaV  e<m.  Henry  Leiser.  was 
wounded-  while  serving  In  tho  Belgium 
Army.

A  correspondent  of  The  Daily  Chron- 
icle. Laniiu,  under  the  beading  ef  -The 
Helpful  Dollar.'*  says: 

With  the  United  states  definitely 
ranged  In  arms  on  the  side  of  liberty 
aad  progress,  one  of  too  moot  important 
benefits  whioh  the  cause  of  tho  All  lea 
will  thereby  gain,  clearly  lies  in  the 
financial  resources  that  America  will  be 
able  to  place  et  their  disposal. 

Finance  was  marked  out  from  the '•be- 
ginning of  tbe  war  aa  the  special  busi- 
ness of  Greet  Britain,  nmong  the  orig- 
inal components  of  tbe  partnership  that 
was  fighting  for  Justice  and  Interna- 
tional decency.  It  waa  our  teak  to  deal 
with  the  German  fleet  and  find  tbe 
money.  How  successfully  we  bave  per- 
formed th*  latter  task  by  proved  from 
the  fact  that  we  have  lent  to  our 
brothers  in  arms  nearly  l.vOO  millions 
tor  2%  year*,  a  figure  which  may  well 
bo  compared  with  the  1*0  millions  which 
wo  spent  on  the  whole  of  the  Napol- 
eonic war,  which  dragged  on  for  over 
Sd  years. 

And  thto  we  have  done  In  epite  of  the 
fact  that  a  new  and  quite  unexpected 
task  ha*  been  assigned  to  us  by  tbe  for. 
tune  of  War,  namely,  tbe  creation  and 
equipment  of  an  army  on  a  Continental 
scale.  If  It  bed  not  been  for  this  item 
in  the  programme  assigned  to  ua,  which 
was  not  included,  or  dreamed  of.  In  tho 
original  contract,  our  war  effort  would 
have  been  Immensely  simplified,  end  the 
strain  on  our  financial  resources  would 
bave  boon  much  |p«s. "  - 

Because  It  cannot  -too  often  be  ex- 
plained that  finance  -is  largely  a  ques- 
tion of  productive  power.  It  is  only  n 
nation  that  can  turn  out  goods  that  18 
In  a  position  to  supply  others  with 
the  claims  to  good*  that  are'  lent  when 
money  la  lent  If  we  had  not  bad  to 
deplete  our  industrial  army  for  tho  man- 
ning of  the  fighting  army  we  would  have 
turned  out  so  much  more  goods  either 
to  be  used  by  our  Allies  or  to  be  ex- 
changed in  America  for  geods  required 
by  them.  It  wa*  because  w*  were  colli-  " 
ad  on  to  put  a  huge  army  into  the  field 
aa  well  as  finding  money  that  the  task 
of  finding  money  became  difficult.  Every 
man  put  into  tho  army  meant  a  maa 
taken  from  Industry,  and  so  from  pro- 
viding the  means  of  finance.' 

Man-Power    Versus    Ftaaaec. 
The  only  threat  to  our  financial  stay- 
ing power  waa. tha  extent  of  the  pos- 
sible extra  demands  oh  our  nmn-pew*r.

Canada's  contribution  In  mon 
and  money,  in  bravery  and  endurance, 
in  unselfish  rasouroafulacse.  in  quick 
and  adequate  response,  ho*  been  tremen- 
dous and  magnificent.  Proportionately 
to  her  population  Canada  will  be  foun«f 
fo  have' mad*  the  largest  monetary  con^ 
trlbuttons  to  the  war*  not  only  for  th* 
formation  and  equipment  of  her  own 
vast  armies,  not  only  In.  pubscrrptions  tor 
the  ever-recurring  war  loans,  buf  also 
In  aid  to  the  multitudinous  relief  f unda 
for  Belgium,  for  France,  for  Serbia,  for 
Poland,  for  the  widows  end  orphan* 
and  dependents  of  soldiers  In  the  war, 
for  the  provision  of  luxuries  for  the, 
troops,  for  the  Kcd  Cross,  and  in  the 
stalwart  application  of  those  who  re- 
mained at  home  for  the  production  of 
food  stuffs  for  ths  warring  countries. 

The  valor  of  the  Canadians  on  tho 
field  has  called  forth .  the  unqualified 
praise  of  the  French  and  British  gen* 
erals,  for  they  have  proved  themselves 
absolutely  dauntless,  aad  aa  leaders  of 
forlorn  hopes,  turned  later  Into  a  mas. 
lng  victories,  they  have  had  no  equala. 
Counting  the  coat  to  not  th*  Canadian 
way.  Out  of  a  contingent  of  25,00o 
troops  at  the  outset  of  tho  war,  not 
2,600  live  to  tell  the  tale.  Their  casu- 
alties were  appalling,  but  the  only  cf«

The  stories  of  the  tortures  they  aufe 
fared  at  that  time,  of  the  appalling  con* 
dlflon  of  those  who  lived  through  It,  IS 
heartrending.  But  the  experience  did 
but  stiffen  their  backbone*  and  their  de- 
termination to  increase  their  aid  in  men 


at,  by  reducing  extravegant  consump- 
tion, and  concentrating  our  whole  energy 
On  war's  needs. 

As  the  need*  of  the  Army  for  more 
men  seemed  to  be  Insatiable,  and  the 
need*  of  our  Allies  for  further  financial 
assistance  seemed  to  be  likely  to  grow 
with 'at  least  equal  persistence.  It  be- 
came evident  that  at  a  point  wa  should 
be  landed  in  a  serious  dilemma  between 
J.hese  two  claims  on  our  energies. 

America's  Intervention  to  thus,  ex- 
tremely opportune,  merely  on  the  finan- 
cial side,  quite  apart  from  tbe  Immense 
moral  advantage  that- the  backing  of  the 
great  Western  Republic,  with  its  wise 
detestation  of  war  except  when  inevit- 
able, give*  to  our  fighters  and  rulers. 

With  it*  active  and  energetic  popula- 
tion of  100  millions,  with  unbounded  na- 
tural resources  to  Work  e)n,  enriched  by 
the  war  instead  of  exhausted  by  It,  Am- 
erica's ability  16  produce  tbe. stuff  thet 
la  needed  for  th*  Allied  cause  'la  as 
nearly  unlimited  aa  anything  can  be. 

.Before  she   entered  on,  the  war,  the 
question  wa*  bow  far  America  waa  pre- 
pared  to  put   this   ability    to,  practical 
use,  through  th*  machinery  of  finance, 
by  lending,  in  effect,  to  the  Allies,  the 
goods  that  were  needed  by  them.  Some 
disappointment   waa    felt   when   shortly 
before  Cbrptmes  the  United  States  Fed- 
eral Reserve  Board  uttered  ita  famous 
warning    to   American    bankers   and   in- 
vestors on  the  subjsct  of  the,  loans  of 
the  warring  powers.     Obviously  if  Am- 
erica did   not   lend,  our   power   to  buy 
from  her  waa  limited;  if  we  could  not 
buy  from   her  we  had   to  produce    our- 
selves, and  If  we  had   to  do  that   we 
could  not  go  on  increasing  our  Army. 
Bsetetoetoa*  Msmoosd. 
Considering  all   ths  new  and  strange 
financial    conditlona    in    which    America 
Waa   involved    by  the   War,  the  Reserve 
Board's  warning  waa  a  natural  precau- 
tion, and  was  so  accepted  on  this  side. 
But  since  then  German  ruthlessness  has 
Shown  America  What   the   fate  of  man- 
kind would  be  If  it  did  not  meet  with 
the  punishment  that  It  merits. 

The  Reserve  Board  has  token  back  It* 
warning  some  weeks  age.  But  ae  long 
aa  the  extent  of  America's  participation 
in  the  war  waa  doubtful,  it  was  not 
possible  to  make  financial  arrangement* 
for  the 'Allies  in  the  United  State*,  be- 
cause bankers  and  Investors  the/e  were 
waiting  to  see  what  their  Government 
would  need  from  them. 

Now,  though  things  will  not  march. 
perhaps  as  fast  as  some  people  seem  te 
think,  there  can  be  no  question  thet  our 
task  cf  financing  our  overseas  purchases 
Will  be  greatly  simplified. 

In  fact.  It  may  be  there  to  sonde  dan- 
gar  tbat   purchases  ia   America  may  be

Pte.  R.  T.  Thompson,  of  Victoria, 
calls  himself  the  luckiest  man  on  earth. 
During;  the  Canadians'  advance  at  Vlmy 
Ridge  a  shell  exploded  within  ten 
feet  of  where  he  stood  and  killed 
two  of  his  companions.  All  Thompson 
■ot  aa  a  memento  of  the  fight  was  a 
piece  of  shrapnel  In  the  left  hand.  He 
is  now  at  the  Northumberland  War 
Hospital,  N«wcastle-on-Tyne,  and  from 
there  he  wrote  the  following  account 
of  his  own  adventure  at  the  notable 
engagement,  which  won  fresh  praises 
for  the  Dominion  forces. 

Pte.  Thompson  Is  a  son  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs  Thomas  J.  Thompson,  of  Tenny- 
son Road,  Saanlch,  and  was  a  printer 
here  before  going  overseas  with  the 
103rd. 

"Another  line  to  let  you  know  how 
I  am  getting  on."  he  writes.  "I  am  In 
a  swell,  big  hospital  up  In  the  north 
of  England.  The  wound  In  my  hand

Idly.  Gee,  but  I  am  certainly  being 
treated  flne  here.  The  best  of  food 
and  attention  and  nothing  to  do  but 
rest  and  sleep.

Who  organised  the  All-Canadian  Revue  In 
London,  la  which  several  Victorians  and 
BrltUh  Columbiana  tooh  the  leading  parts. 
lire.  Hope  Is  a  daughter  of  the  Hon. 
Jtmti   Dunsmulr,   of   Hatley   Park.   Victoria 


'  Victorians  In  London  were  to  take  a 
prominent  part  in  the  revue,  "Hello 
Canada,"  which  waa  presented  at  Hia 
■Majesty*  Theatre  on  Friday  last.  Miss 
Anne  Merritt,  a  Canadian  newspaper 
writer  in  the  British  metropolis,  and 
London  correspondent  for  The  Edmon- 
ton Journal  and  The  Toronto  Sunday 
World,  baa  aent  The  Colonist  the  fol- 
lowing, telling  all  that  waa  planned  to 
happen: 

An  all-Canadian  matinee  entitled 
"Hello.  Canada!"  1*  to  be  given  in  Hto 
Majesty*  Theatre.  London,  on  May  11, 
tn  connection  with  the  big  fair  which 
la  being  held  for  four  daya  in  Albert 
Hall  in  aid  of  St.  Dunstaif  s  Hostel  for 
Blinded  Soldiers  and  Sailor*. 

It'a  a  revue— a  real  revue — I  waa  as- 
sured by  the  organiser,  Mrs.  John 
Hope,  of  Bryanatoh  Square,  a  daughter 
of  the  Hon.  James  Dunsmulr,  former 
Lieut-Governor  Of  British  Columbia; 
and  not  only  waa  the  music  written  by 
a  Ctnadlan — Mrs.  Freddy  Hammond,  of 
Toronto— but  the  principal  parts  and 
practically  the  entire  caste  are  Cana- 
dian. 

There  Is  a  small  working  committee 
composed  .Off  Mr*.  Hope,  Mrs;  Ham- 
mond, Miss  Muriel  Dunsmulr,  and  Mr. 
K.  R.  Rlcketts,  tbe  latter  being;  Blag* 
director  of  the  performance.  Mr.  Rick- 
etta  to  well  known'  not  only  In  Eastern 
Canada,  where  he  was  with  the  Bank 
Of  Montreal,  but. In  the  West,  where 
he  went  later  ae  owner  and  manager 
of  a  theatre  at  Vancouver.  Misa  Duns- 
mulr, a  alater  off  Mrs.  Hope,  arranged 
most  of  the  dances  In  the  revue. 

All  the  Canadian  ex-Governer-Gen- 
eral*'  wlvea  are  patronesses,  and  the 
Princess  of  Louise,  Duchess  of  Argyll, 
la  one  of  the  most  keenly  interested; 
while  the  honorary  committee  Includes 
Lady  Parley,  Lady  Allen,  Lady  Drum- 
mond,  Lady  Beaverbrook  and  Lady 
Mountstephen. 

Mrs.  Hammond,  the  composer  of  the 
musical  score,  to  the  widow  of  the  late 
Mr.  Hammond  (of  Messrs.  Oaler  de 
Hammond,  barristers,  Toronto),  who 
waa  lost  In  the  Lualtania  dlsaeter; 
Mrs.  Hammond  hereelf  having  been 
literally  at  Death'a  door,  and  It  waa  « 
year  or  more  before  she  recovered 
from  her  terrible  experiences.

Cpl,  Archibald  A.  Watt  Writes 
That  Situation  Is  Becoming 
Steadily    More   Serious  — 
i  Must  Strain  Dishwater. 


Carpi.  Archibald  A.  Watt,  late  of  the 
Surveyor-General's  Department,  who 
left  here  with  the  tvth  Gordon  High* 
landers  in  August,  1914.  and  who  waa 
later  severely  wounded  at  Festubert 
while  aervlng  with  the  famous  IStb  Bat- 
talion, Canadian  Scottish,  writes  under 
date  off  April  IS  of  the  conditions  off  liv- 
ing- as  they  are  bow  In  England. 

Corpl.  Watt  to  now  attached  to  the 
14th  Reserve  Battalion,  Dlbgate  Camp, 
Shorncllffe.  Kent,  which  to  situate  only 
a  few  miles  from  Folkestone,  a  fashion- 
able watering  place,  but  more  famous 
now  aa  the  scene  of  one  of  the  zeppelin 
raids.     He  wrltea: 

"I  can  assure  you  It  costs  somewhat 
now  to  have  a  decent  meal.  I  think 
the  food  question  to  becoming  very  ser- 
ious over  here,  and  fresh  restrictions 
come  out  every  few  days.  All  res* 
tauranta  and  eating  places  are  only  al- 
lowed to  serve  potatoes  on  Wednes- 
days and  Fridays.  Teu  are  only  el- 
lowed  one  knob  of  augar,  ao  that  if  you 
require  two  cups  off  tea  or  coffee,  one 
has  to  be  sugarless.  Tou  can  only  have 
one  piece  of  pie,  seven  ounces  of  meat, 
and  a  slice  and  a  half  of  very  thin 
bread  and  margarine.  As  far  as  feeding 
In  camp  goes,  we  have  pretty  much  the 
same  aa  uaual,  only  everything  to  very 
carefully  watched;  even  the  grease 
which  accumulates  on  the  top  of  ell  the 
dishwater.  In  the  dishes,  cans,  etc.,  baa 
to  be  carefully  skimmed  off  and  pre- 
served. Tou  can  see,  thereforegf  how 
very  careful  everyone  has  to  be.  I  can- 
not belp  wondering  what  it  will  be  lthe 
alx  months  hence. 

"I  don't  figure  on  the  war  being  over 
before  October  next.  If  then,  although 
the  signs  are  pretty  good  Just  at  present, 
and  if  the  powers  above  would  only  give 
ua  aome  line  weather  they  would  be  a 
great  deal  better. 

"I  waa  In  London  a  week  or  two*  ago, 
on  what  was  supposed  t'o  be  a  six-days 
leave,  but  alas  for  the  uncertainties  off 
war  time,  I  scarcely  eet  foot  in  the  big 
metropolis  when  I  found  a  telegram 
awaiting  me  with  the  cryptic  message: 
'Rejoin  unit  at  once.'  Obedience  being 
the  drat  principle  with  a  aoldier.  it  waa 
'Right  about  wheel'  and  back  to  bar- 
rack*. Some  scare  off.  tbe  coast  pre- 
sumably was  the  cause,  but  one  can  oaly 
surmise,  aa  happening*  Off  one  Mad  or 
another  are  frequent." 

Corpl.  Watt's  youngest  brother,  Rob- 
ert, also  late  off  the  Surveyor-General'* 
Department,  who  left  with  the  first  draft 
off  munition  workers  from  Victoria,  to 
with  Vickers.  Limited,  JSrlth,  near  Lon- 
don, and  another  brother,  Sergt.  Ovlng- 
ton  Watt,  left  last  year  with  the  stnd 
Battalion  (Col.  Hume's  "Huskies"),  from 
Vancouver,  now  In  England  expecting  to 
be  aent  to  the  front  anytime.

BEFORE  THIS  SESSION 


Government  Will  Explain  Fail- 
ure to  Take  Action'on  Ground 
That  Alleged  Irregularities 
Must  First  Be  Investigated. 


It  waa  stated  yesterday  on  what  can 
he  considered  good  authority  that  the 
Government  bad  decided  that  no  prohi- 
bition measure  will  he  brought  down  at 
the  present  session  off  the  Legislature. 
The  question  has  been  before  the  Lib- 
eral caucus  op  eeverai  occasions  of  late 
aad  there  developed  a  wide  difference  of 
opinion  as  to  the  advisability  or  other- 
wise at  thla  time  and  under  existing 
olroumetances  of  Interjecting  the  ques- 
tion into  the  legislative  proceedings. 

While  there  was  no  official  informa- 
tion forthcoming,  tbe  reason  off  tbe 
Government's  decision  to  stated  to  have 
been  based  upon  the  fact  that  aa  yet 
there  has  been  no  possibility  of  hold- 
ing the  Investigation  into  the  charges 
made  ~try  the  prohibition  element  con- 
cerning alleged  irregularities  In  the 
taking  off  the  vote  of  the  overaeaa' 
eeldlera.  Some  data  concerning  the 
proceedings  at  tbe  count  of  the  vote 
recently  completed  at  London  have  been 
received  but  full  proceedlnga  together 
with  the  ballots  and  other  documents 
have  not  jret  been  received  from  the 
Agent-General,   Sir  Richard  McBride. 

The  Premier,  on  the  occasion  of  re- 
cent deputations  from  the  prohibition 
and  anti-prohibition,  stated  that  the 
Government  contemplated  making  an 
Investigation  before  It  announced  Its 
action.  Last  week  when  the  deputation 
of  returned  soldier*  was  before  the 
Executive  Council  urging  that  no  action 
be  taken  until  specific  charge*  were 
made  and  investigated,  tbe  Premier  an- 
nounced that  a  dennHe  statement  of  the 
position  of  the  Government  and  whs* 
nation  it  proposed  to  take  would  be 
made  at  thla  session.  It  to  probable 
such  statement  will  be  forthcoming 
during  the  present  week. 

unfinished  Baelaese 

With  the  prohibition  question  out  of 
the  way  as  a  subject  for  legislative 
consideration  It  la  possible  that  by  hard 
work  the  session  may  be%brought  to  an 
end  by  next  Baturday,  but  it  will  re- 
quire two  sessions  a  day  throughout  tbe 
week  and  even '  then  doubts  are  ex- 
pressed that  the  end  will  be  reached 
before  the  24th.  Up-country  member* 
are  anxious  to  see  the  work  completed 
at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  but 
there  to  much  to  be  done.  The  civil 
service  bill  has  not  yet  been  committed 
and  will  undoubtedly  be  productive  of 
much  dlacussion;  tbe  Premier's  taxa- 
tion proposals  are  yet  to  be  considered 
and  will  be  the  subject  of  Mr.  W.  J. 
Bowsers  remarks  In  the  House  pro- 
bably tomorrow  afternoon  when  he  will 
speak  on  the  motion  for  .  the  second 
reading  off  the  surtax  Mil,*  the  bill  to 
amend  the  taxation  act  and  the  poll  tax 
measure.  The  bill  to  provide  for  tbe 
Judicial  commission  ~  to  investigate 
"Plugging"  at  the  Vancouver  by-election 
la  still  in  the  committee  stage,  but  may 
yet  be  the  occasion  of  spirited  debate 
should  Mr.  J.  8,  Cowper,  Junior  mem- 
ber for  Vancouver,  attempt  to  press  his 
amendment  calling  for  the  extension  off 
the  scope  of  the  measure  to  cover  the 
alleged  contributions  by  tho  P,  G.  E.  to 
Liberal  campaign  funds. 

Then,  too,  the  amendments  to  the 
Vancouver  Incorporation  Act  have  yet 
to  be  got  out  off  the  way  auu  the 
amendments  to  the  new  dentistry  not 
must  be  disposed  of.  Aa  yet  the  bill 
to  amend  the  Municipal  Act  containing 
many  important  change*  has  not  made 
As  appearance  and  the  House  has  not 
heard  tbe  end  of  the  debate  upon  the 
resolution  off  Mr.  G.  8.

A  Daughter  of  Mew  Xealaad 
Among  the  many  women  from  all 
parts  of  the  overseas  countries  who 
have  gathered '  in  London  to  work  for 
the  war  is  Miss  W.  I.  llaasey,  the 
daughter  of  the  Premier  of  New  Zea- 
land. This  charming  girl  Is  serving  her 
heroic  fellow-countrymen  in  the  New 
Zealand  War  Contingent  Association 
Canteen  in  Southampton  Row. 

Hon.  W.  F.  ICassey  has  risen  to  his 
present  high  position  as  premier  of  a 
young,  ambitious  and  prosperous  people 
by  his  own  efforts.  He  is  the  son  of 
a  nonconformist  settler,  who  left  the 
north  of  Ireland  In  1862.  He  was  born 
in  .  Llmavady,  County  Derry,  flfty-one 
years  ago,  and  has  spent  nearly  all  his 
life  in  the  country  of  which  he  Is  now 
tha  honored  leader. 

He  married  Christina,  the  daughter 
of  Walter  Paul,  of  Auckland,  and  has 
Ave  children,  three  sons  and  two  daugh- 
ters. The  family  lived  on  a  farm  near 
Auckland,  and  it  may  be  taken  for 
granted  that  the  canteen  has  no  more

nothing  is  more  honorable  than  useful- 
ness. Yet,  perhaps.  New  Zealandere.  as 
well  as  overseas  women  from  all  parts 
of. the  Empire,  must  yield  the  palm  of 
service  to  those  sisters  who  have  trod- 
den underfoot  the  'conventions  and 
habits  of  centuries  and  have  been  will- 
ing to  do  work  for  their  country  that 
they  -were  never  taught  to  do  for  them- 
selves. .Theirs  has.  been  the  greater 
sacrifice,  and  It  cannot  but  be  believed 
that  they  wUl  bring  from  their  trial  a 
nobility  of  character  far  more  to  be 
desired  than  the  insignia  of  the  highest 
rank.  In  the  canteens,  in  the, hospitals, 
on  the  farms  as  in  the  trenches  the  les- 
son is  being  learned  that  real  worth  is 
deeper  than  any  accident  of  birth  or 
wealth  or  education.  It'  la  to  this  that 
the  world  must  look  for  the  transforma- 
tion for  which  all  are  yearning. 


"I  shall  not  confine  myself  to  this  one 
study.  I  intend  to  cover  all  branches — 
education,  economics,  and  so  on.  Many 
of  our  men  have  taken  the  law  course 
here  and  are  lawyers  in  China,  but  I  do 
not  want  to  be  limited.  I  must  investi- 
gate and  master  all  the  big  problems  of 
the  day  so  as  to  be  a  help  and  guide  to 
my  people." 

This  scholar  has  already  written  a 
book  on  the  future  of  China  and  com- 
menced another  comparing  the  revolu- 
tion In  China  with  that  in  France. 

To  the  Canadian  woman,  content  with 
a  very  imperfect  knowledge  of  her  own 
language, '  the  achievements  of  this 
Chinese  girl  are  marvellous.  Still,  In 
her  early  twenties,  she  has  not  only 
broken  through  age-long  conventions, 
but  mastered  two  European  languages, 
written  a  book  on  a  difficult  subject, 
prepared  materiel  for  another,  and  won 
a  high  place  in  a  difficult  profession. 


Her  Vert 

Not  all  soldiers'  widows  will' be  con- 
tent to  rely  upon  their  pensions  for 
support.  A  short  time  ago  Mrs.  G.  A. 
Foster,  the  widow  of  Lieutenant  Gore 
Foster,  who  was  killed  in  action  some 
months  ago,  was  appointed  to  the  teach- 
ing staff  of  Dartmouth,  Nova  Scotia. 
The  board  considered  Mrs.  Foster's  ap- 
plication before  that  of  other  candi- 
dates. Mrs.  Foster  was,  of  course,  a 
qualified  teacher.  There  Is  a  great  ad- 
vantage to  any  woman  in  having  a  pro- 
fession on  which  she  can  fall  back  If 
the  need  arises  to  earn  her  own  living. 
Nothing  is  so  bad  for  man  or  woman 
as  Idleness  or  semi-idleness.  Those 
young  wives  or  widows  who  have  no 
children  are  far  happier  If,  in  the  ab- 
sence of  their  husbands,  they  are  fully 
occupied.  The  example  of  Mrs.  Fos- 
ter  will,  doubtless,  be  widely  followed 
in  all  parts  of  Canada. 


The  great  public  schools  of  England 
have  already  long  rails  of  old  pupils 
among  the  men  who  have  given  their 
lives  for  their  country  in  the  present 
war.  It  is  being  proposed  that  memor- 
ials to  those  former  pupils,  old  and 
young,  who  still  survive.  In  the  case 
of  Eton.  Lord  Bossbery  is  'fdtng  his 
great  eloquence  to  the  cause.  Mow 
worthy  are  the  alma  of  the  subscribers 
win  be  Judged  by  those  who  read  the 
following  sentences.  The  funds  will  be 
used: 

(a)  To  provide  for  a  permanent  and 
visible  record  at  Eton  of  those  who  have 
fallen. 

<b)  To  enable  the  sons  of  Etonians 
who  have  fallen  in  the  war  to  b&  edu- 
cated at  Eton. 

(c)  To  create  with  the  surplus,  after 
a  sufficient  sum  has  been  allocated  to 
these  objects,  an  endowment  fund  for 
the  purpose  of  helping  old  Etonian's  who 
could  not  otherwise  afford  it,  to  provide 
an  Eton  education  for  their  sons. 

In  the  case  of  Wellington  School.' 
Prince  Arthur  of  Connaught '  and '  Lord' 
Derby  are  leading  a  similar  movement, 
by  which  the  sons  of  officers  fallen  and 
others  who  have  email  means  will  be 
enabled  to  attend  that  school. 

No  better  memorial  to 'the  scholars' 
who  have  fallen  in  any  part  of  the  Em- 
pire could  be  made  than  the  affording 
of  better  opportunities  of  education  for 
young  people  who  desire  it  but  have 
not  the  means  to  obtain  it.  Democratic 
as  Canada's  systems  of  education  are, 
the  necessity  of  earning  a :  living  takes 
from  school  at  an  early  age  many  a  pu- 
pU  of  great  promise.  Is  it  not  possible 
to  device  some  plan  by  which  the  chil- 
dren of  fallen  soldiers  who  have  talent 
may  have  the  educational  advantages 
they  would  have  enjoyed  had  their  fa- 
thers lived?  Net  only  they,  Cut  the 
whole  country  would  benefit  by  such 
memorials   to  fallen   heroes. 

Latin  and  English 

In  one  of  the  Boston  High  Schools 
Latin  has  been  placed  on  the  commer- 
cial course,  with  the  view  to  making  the 
pupils  better  English  scholars.  Busi- 
ness men  have  found  that  a  poor  vo- 
cabulary Is  a  great  handicap  to  those 
who  enter  their  offices.  At  the  Dor- 
chester High  School,  Albert  S.  Perkins 
haa  set  himself  to  remedy  this  state  of 
affairs.  The  experiment  began  elx  years 
ago,  and,  it  is.  claimed  that  those  com- 
mercial students  who  elected  to  take 
Latin  are  far  better  English  scholars 
than. their  classmates  who  took  English 
alone. 

A  greet  deal  of  time  has  been  spent 
in  studying  the  Latin  roots  of  English 
words,  and  in  this  way  LaUn  and  Eng- 
lish authors  have  been  brought  into 
close  relation.  The  result  has  been  a 
•"■oat  growth  in  the  literary  apprecia- 
tion of  the  pupils  as  well  as  improve- 
ment in  spelling  and  in  the  uee  of  words. 
Making  all  allowance  for  the  enthusi- 
asm of  the  teacher,  the  results  claimed 
will  Justify  inquiry  into  the  plan  Inau- 
gurated by  Mr.  Perkins.  Older  people 
will  remember  that  in  the  school  books 
of  many  years  ago  there  were  tables  of 
Latin  roots  with  prefixes  and  affixes, 
and  that  the  study  of  these  was  not 
wholly  unprofitable.  Much  more  than 
this,  however,  is  meant  by  Mr.  Perkins 
in  the  teaching  of  what  is  ceiled  "vo- 
cational Latin.''

It    is    Interesting   to   learn    that    The 
Journal  of  the  American  Medical  Asso- 
ciation endorses  the  use  of  the  banana 
as  an   excellent  and  cheap   food.     The 
following  extract  from  the  article  ie  in- 
structive, and  the  warning  against  eat- 
ing    the    fruit    green    is    one    that    is 
needed. 

"It   is   well   to   bear  In   mind -in   the 
case  of  the  banana  that  its  caloric  value 
is  very  high— in  fact,  higher  than  that 
of  any  other  common   fruit  in  its,  na- 
tural state.     Furthermore,  bananas  may 
b*  readily  obtained  at  any  time  of  the 
year,  and  at  a  cost  per  calory  about  half 
that  of  other  fruits.     The  condition   in 
which   fruits  are  sold  in  many  of  our 
great  cities  is  certainly  fat  from  sani- 
tary, but  the  peel  of  the  banana  affords 
it   almost   complete   protection   in    th_i 
respect.  -  The   banana   has    been   called 
'the   poor    man's   fruit,'    and    the    facts 
mentioned  above  would  appear  to  Justi- 
fy this  appellation. 

"Our  nutritional  studies  on  the  banana 
indicate  that,  when  thoroughly  ripe,  it 
is  one  of  our  moot  valuable  fruits;    but 
there  are  many  other  reasons  why  this 
subject  commands  Interest  from  a  phy- 
sician's point  of  view.  ..... 

"Raw  fruits-  can.  be  consumed  to  ad- 
varitage  only  ,when  they  are  thoroughly 
ripe,  and  the  banana  ia  certainly  no  ex- 
ception'to  this  rule.  Perhaps  the  worst 
criticism  that  can  be  made  with  "regard 
to  bananas  is  that  they  are  frequently- 
sold  and  eaten  when  they  are  not 'thor- 
oughly ripe.  This' is  in  part  due  to  a 
popular  misconception  that  bananas 
should  not  be  eaten  after  the  appear- 
ance of  brownish  tints  on  the  pesL  The 
yellow  color  of  the  skin  is  not  in  Itself 
sufficient  evidence  of  ripeness;  tn  fact, 
under  certain  climatic  conditions  the 
fruit  may  be  entirely  yellow  and  still 
be  so  underripe  that  Ite  consumption  in 
large  amounts  would  be  followed  by  dis- 
comfort When  the  yellow  of  the  peel 
takes  oa  a  golden  hue  and  begins  to 
speckle  with  brown  shades  it  may  safe- 
ly be  considered  fully  ripe.  The  spread 
of  tha  brown  coloration  doee  not  con- 
demn the  fruit  as  overripe  so  long  as 
the  pulp  Inside  shows  no  signs  or  fer- 
mentative decomposition. 

"Whan  fully  ripe,  that  Is,  when  the 
starch  Ties  been  almost  completely 
changed  to  sugar,  the  experiments  here 
reported  show  that  the  carbohydrates 
of  the  banana  are  well  absorbed .  from 
the  Intestine.  As .  sold  la  the  market, 
however,  bananas  are  frequently  nog 
sufficiently  ripe  to  be  consumed  to  ad- 
vantage Immediately;  and  it  would  seem 
that  gastro-lntestlnal  disturbances},  when 
attributed  to  the  banana,  were  referable 
to  this  cause.

for  science,  technology,  and  modern  lan- 
guages. County  authorities  should  be 
compelled  by  law  to  undertake  the 
development  of  Secondary  achools.  And, 
with  the  help  of  the  Board  of  Agricul- 
ture, rural  schools,  based  on  country 
pursuits  should  be  established. 

A  bill  will  authorize  the  establish- 
ment of  nursery  achools  for  children 
under  five  years.  Also,  by  statute,  the 
age  of  attendance  shoud  be  raised-  to 
14  years,  the  final  two  years  being  de- 
voted to  "hand  work  for  boys,  house- 
craft for  girls,  and  literary  pursuits." 
The  multiplicity  of  entrance  examina- 
tions for  the  professions — there  are  a 
hundred! — Is  to  be  simplified,  and  "this 
Incumbus  removed."

"Education,"    Mr.    Fisher    observed   in 
concluatoo,     "must    not    come    to      an 
abrupt  close  at  the  age  of  14  years.    Our 
standard  of  physique  aa  a  nation  Is  de- 
plorably   below    the    standard    which    a 
great  people  should  set  before  Itself.    Our 
common   taste    In    amusements,    though 
greatly    improved,   is   still   in   the   main 
rude.     We  have  lost  something  of  that

Consul  W.  Si  Terry  recently  made 
inquiries  at  the  bead  office  of  the  Fund 
In  Canada  as  to  the  existing  conditions 
overseas  as  affecting  relief  work,  and 
the  following  reply,  received  yester- 
day from  the  honorary*  secretary- 
treasurer,  Mr.  A.  de  Jar  din,  of  Mon- 
treal, outllnees  the  whole  situation: 

'We  are  In  receipt  of  your  favor 
and  beg  to  Inform  you  that  we  have 
Instructed  our  advertising  agents  to 
prepare  a  cut  to  run  as  an  advertise- 
ment. Calling  attention  to  the  fact 
that  while  the  relief  ships  are  In  pos- 
session of  safe  conduct  psasee,  and 
are  guaranteed  against  submarine  at- 
tacks, should,  however,  a  ship  be 
sunk,  no  monetary  loss  is  thereby 
caused  to  the  commission,  owing  to 
the  fact  that  the  ships  and  cargoes 
are  full  Insured.  In  every  case  of  a 
Ship  being  sunk,  the  commission  has 
recovered  every   cent  *of  the  cargo. 

"As  to  the  other  points  you  raise  in 
connection  with  doubts  being  ex- 
pressed that  the  relief  does  not  reach 
the  Belgians,  we  may  also  affirm  In 
fTils  connection  that  there  la  not  the 
least  doubt  that  the  supplies  sent  ts 
ths  Belgians  reach  the  Belgians,  and 
the  Belgians  alone.  The  work  of  dis- 
tributing the  supplies  has  In  no  way 
been  interfered  with  by  the  withdrawal 
of  the  American  members  of  the  com- 
mission. They  have  been  replaced  by 
specially  selected  Dutch  and  Spanish 
representatives.  These  representatives 
have  first  been  selected  by  their  re- 
spective Governments  from  amongst 
men  of  high  standing,,  known  for  their 
Integrity  and  administrative  ability. 
These  members"  Jiave  been  Inspected  by 
the  British  Government,  and,  thirdly, 
hrtve  had  to  pass  the  acid  test  of  an 
examination  by  the  directors  of  the 
neutral  commission,  who,  as  you  will 
readily  understand,  havve  an  Interest 
in  seeing  that  the  work  which  they 
have  so  ably  conducted  for  two  and 
a  half  years  should  not  suffer  In  any 
way. 

"It  may  be  well  for  you  to  point  out 
that  the  British  and  French  Govern- 
ments have  lately  Increased  their 
subscriptions  to  the  Belgian  Relief 
Fund,  and  that  they  are  now  paying 
the  commission,  In  the  shape  of  a  loan 
to  the  Belgian1  Government,  the  huge 
eum  of  $f4,ee#,AAA  per  month.

Our  river  betpg  in  most 
places  shout  eighty  yards  wide,  as  we 
afterwards  discovered,  the  enemy  could 
herd  throw  a  casual  bridge  across  It 
Further  east,  ws  heard  of  one  day  of 
four  bull  elephant  killed  In  a  few  mm- 
utes  closs  to  Buhora  on  the  Ruaha 
where  our  main  column  waa  encamped. 
This  Was  Interesting.  But  we  wars  con- 
tent where  we  were,  separate  from  the 
madding  crowd,  snugly  dug  in  op  the 
bank  of  a  stream  in  a  place  cut 'out  of 
thorn  bush.  It  Was  good,  too,  to  enjoy 
a  comparative  rest  after  marching  all 
the  way  from  Bistnarckburg  on  Tangan- 
yika. 

What  a  place  for  gams  It  was!  And 
while  we  carried  out  what  they  called 
an  -active  patrol  policy."  elephant,  gir- 
affe, eland,  zebra,  mpala,  pig,  and  the 
rest  afforded  sport  for  Europeans  and 
food  for  police  In  quantities  they  had 
nover  known  before  Birds  too!  On 
the  marshes  near  by  were  marabout, 
egret,  and  their  fellows,  while  the  bueh 
wae  full  of  vultures  and  eagles  and  all 
manner  of  birds  of  wonderful  hues  and 
shapes,  beeldee  gulneafewl  and  part- 
ridges— a  veritable  paradise  for  the  na- 
turalist. I  pass  over  the  amaslag  va- 
riety of  creeping  things  whtoh  would 
endeavor  to  share  one's  blankets  at 
night  even  as  they  paesed  over  me.  The 
said  naturalist  might  rind  them  inter- 
esting and  attractive,  t  didn't 
natives  Wets  Trlendly 

We  soon  satisfied  ourselves  and  our 
superiors  that  ths  Hun  had  left  these 
parte,  and  one  midnight  we  departed 
and  marched  forty-two  miles  in  seven- 
teen hours  to  Buhora.  We  were  tired 
when  we  first  ■  saw  our  ftuaha  River. 
Our  main  column  had  already  left  and 
we  arrived  to  find  our  wounded  coming 
in  from  a  place  farther  east  •called  Mal- 
angali.  Where  the  Germans,  after  mak- 
ing things  uncomfortable  for  us  With  a 
4.2  howitser,  had  found  (t  necessary  to 
withdraw,  leaving  their  gun.  This  must 
have  pained  them,  as  Krupp  turned  out 
this  gun  only  last  year. 

from  Buhora  we  went  to  Afadtblra,  a 
Roman  Catholic  mission  station,  and 
'thence  to  the  Ruaha  once  more.  We 
had  news  of  a  small  German  post  at  a 
place  called  Klganga.  whleti  ws  were  to 
deal  with.  We  camped  en  reaching  a 
spot  which  front  native  information  we 
gathered  was  two  hours'  marsh  from 
our  Objective.  It  wss  disappointing  for 
tho  party  who  went  on  at  I  P.M.,  hav- 
ing already  done  a  good  day**  trek,  to 
find  the  distance  was  fifteen  miles. 
However,  we  surprised  and  captured  tne 
poet  only  one  European  and  four  askari 
ss  It  turned  out.  and  returned  with 
them  when  the  sjm  rose.  Next  day  we 
chess  a  good  site  for  a  camp  and  dug  In 
again  In  an  open  apace  In  the  thorn 
bush  on  the  bank  of  our  river.  The 
local  natlvee  were  most  friendly  and 
anxious  to  give  us  all  ths  help  they 
could  to  get  rid  of  the  Hun,  for  whom 
they  appear  to  have  quits  a  European 
dislike.  With  their  information  and 
guides  we  succeeded  In  capturing  almost 
dally  twos  and  threes  of  enemy  aekarl 
end  "rugaruga,"  as  the  ermed  hut  un- 
trained native  is  called.  These  men 
were  engaged  In  collecting  and  sending 
In  food  to  Iringa,  the  nearest  important 
German  poet  Such  waa  the  friendli- 
ness of  the  natlvee  that  Iringa  did  not 
hear  even  of  the)  capture  of  the  Euro- 
pean till  ovsr  0  fortnight  after  the 
event  We  also  intercepted  some  msil- 
baga  traveling  between  Iringa  and  Ta- 
bors.

apeech,  the  fact  hae  emerged  that  the 
prleat  in  question  ia  Major  the  Rev. 
father  Thornton,  of  Cadsow,  who  la 
at  preaent  homo  on  leave  after  hav- 
ing; been  awarded  the  D.  S.  O.  for 
devoted  attention  to  the  wounded  un- 
der shell  Are,  during  four  consecutive 
days. 

Father  Thornton  was  given  a  warm 
welcome  on  his  arrival  in  Cadrow. 
where  his  popularity  extends  to -all 
classes  and  creeds.  Probably  the  first 
detailed  account  of  this  exploit  was 
that  given,  to.  St..  Mary's.  Y.  M. .  8. 
Paisley,  by  a  neighboring  prleat,  Rev. 
Father  Qourlay,  Shieldmulr.  and  the 
deed  has  since  been  described  in 
Home  of  the  Scottish   papera. 

It  appeara  that  about  a  acore  of 
Dublin  Fusiliers  had  gone  on  a. "re- 
connoitring expedition,  accompanied 
by  their  .chaplain.  Father  Thornton. 
A  thick  fog  lay  over  the  country  and 
rendered  it  extremely  difficult  for 
them  to'  determine  their,  whereabouts. 
in  the  obscurity  the  little  party  had 
advanced  too  far,  and  they,  were  flrat 
reminded  of  the  fact  by  a  volley  of 
musket  (Ire  from  i  wood.  They  were, 
at  the  time  in  a  little  valley  and  their 
assailants  were  on  the  aide  of  one  of 
the  surrounding  hills,  so  that  -their  sit- 
uation was  extremeljr  precarious: 

They  did  not,  however,  lone  their 
courage  and  presence  of  mind.  They 
made  the  best  of  such  ahelter  aa  waa 
available,  and  throwing  themselves  on 
the  ground  they  poured  their  answer- 
ing volleys  into  the  wood  with  such 
rapidity  and  effect  that  the  Oermans 
evidently  believed  they  were  opposed 
by  a  large  force.  Three  Germans  em- 
erged from  the  wood  with  their  hands 
up  In  token  ,of  surrender.  Father 
Thornton  advanced  to  meet;  them,  and 
deputed  one  of  the  three  to  return  to 
the  wood  and  inform  their  comradea 
that  their  Uvea  would  be  spared  if  they 
surrendered.  As  he  did  not  return  in 
a  reaaonable  time  the  "Duba"  poured  in 
a  couple  more  volleys,  wjitoh  resulted 
in  the  surrender  of  five  or  six  Oer- 
mans. 

Father  Thornton  then  decided  to  per- 
sonally negotiate  the  surrender  of  the 
remainder.  He  ,  entered  the.  wood  and 
interviewed  the  officer,  with  the  result 
that  the,  whole  of  the  party— 450  in 
number— surrendered.  When  they  had 
thrown  down,  their  arms  and  emerged 
from  the  wood,  Father  Thornton,  In 
order  to  maintain  the  deception  aa  to 
the  strength  of  his  own  party,  called 
for  eighteen  men  to  take  charge  of  the 
prisoners. 

The  Germans  were  evidently  under 
the  impression  that  they  were  liable 
to  be  subjected  to  ill-treatment  at  the 
hands  of  their  captors,  and  some  of  the 
officers  made  offers  of  money  and  other 
pr*«»nt*  to  Father  Thornton,  which  he 
Indignantly  rejected,  stating  that  they 
were  "British  soldiers  and  not  thieves." 
'"  When  the  little  party  with  their  huge 
capture  got  back  to  their  own  lines, 
.  Father  Thornton  sought  the  colonel  in 
charge,  and  requested-  him  to  make  the 
necessary  arrangements  for  looking  af- 
ter the  prisoners. 

The  colonel  was  quite  Incredulous 
when  he  heard  the  story,  and  he  would 
not  believe  it  until  he'  saw  the  line  at 
prisoners  filing  past.  The  only  word* 
la  which  his  amaseraent  could  find  ex- 
pression were:  "Well,  of  all  the  im- 
pertinence I  ever  heard  of — 1" 

The  reader  does  not  require  a  very 
strong  Imagination  In  order  to  be  able 
to  complete  for  himself  a  picture  of 
the  scene,  and  to  realise  what  iron 
nerves  that  little  handful  of  Irishmen 
possessed,  and  what  coolness  and  re- 
source their  chaplain  displayed. 


Claude  Qrahame- White  and  Harry 
Harper  write  as  follows  in  a  recent  is- 
sue of  The  London  Dally  Chronicle: 

Aerial  operations  on  the  We*v»rn 
Front,  influenced  by  those  on  land,  are 
growing  rapidly  mora  important;  and 
while  one  cannot  aa  yet  mention  certain 
facts,  or  the  conclusions  to  bo  drawn 
from  thorn,  it  Is  possible  none  the  leas 
to  write  a  short  sketch  which,  while 
making  public  nothing  which  ought  to 
be  withheld,  should  at  ths  same  time 
add  to  the  knowledge  of  general  read- 
ers; and  which  should,  above  all,  pre- 
vent them  from  .falling  into  the  error 
of  Imagining,  because  tbey  read  of  the 
loss  of  an  increasing  number  of  ma- 
chines— and  without  any  knowledge  of 
the  extreme  difficulty  and  danger  of  ths 
work  our  air  service  is  ■  now  doing — 
that  the  Germans  ars  gaining  a  super- 
iority over  us. 

Merely  to.  make  comparisons  between 
the  losses  in  the  rival  air  services  tells 
us  practically  nothing.  It  may  indeed — 
if  we  asume  from  It  that  the  Oerman 
Hying  corps  is  serving  its  headquarters 
better  than  is  ours —  lead  us  to  jump 
to  a  '  completely  erroneous  conclusion. 
What  we  muat  know  before  we  can  form 
any  considered  Judgment  ia  the  number 
of  machines  engaged  at  any  given  time, 
the  tasks  the  machines  are  endeavoring 
to  accomplish,  and  their  success  or  fail- 
ure In  accomplishing  those  tasks,  as 
Judged  ,by  the  only  people  who  are  in  a 
position  to  Judge — that  Is  to  say,  by  the 
Headquarters  Staff.  But  we  cannot  as 
yet,  for  obvious  reasons,  en  pec  t  any 
such  complete  Information  from  Head- 
quarters. 

riyiag    in   mad   Weather. 

The  Germans  attempted,  prior  to  their 
withdrawal  from  the  Somme  front,  and 
by  constant  fighting,  to  prevent  an 
aerial  reconnaissance  of  their  territory. 
But,  though  they  inflicted'  losses  among 
our  scouts  and  fighting  craft,  they  were 
unable  to  establish  any  effective  screen. 
We  maintained  our  reconnaissance,  that 
la  to  say  .whenever  atmospheric  condl- 
ieV  perniiTTOfi  sn  ooflervevtion.  Mere  it 
muat  be  understood  that  we  refer  no 
longer  to  gusty  winds.  It  is  a  fact  of 
course  that  in  the  early  days  of  flying, 
high  winda  did  prevent  aeroplanes  from 
ascending.  But  it  has  now  become  pos- 
sible, owing  to  the  use  of  machlnea 
which  are  inherently  stable,  and  to  the 
employment  of  motors  of  higher  power 
— not  forgetting  the  growing  skill  and 
experience  of  aviators — to  navigate  aer- 
oplanes even  in  gales  of  wind;  to  send 
them  up,  and  to  get  them  back  aafely 
to  the  ground.  In  any  wind,  no  matter 
how  violenrr  that  the  power  of  their  en- 
gines allows  them  to  make  reasonable 
headway  against  Weather  conditions 
however,  which  still  continue  to  ham- 
per aerial  reconnaissance  are  the  pres- 
ence of  heavy,  low-lying  clouds;  the 
prevalence  of  mists  or  fogs;  or  the 
darkening  and  thickening  of  the  atmo- 
sphere When  snow  is  falling  or  about 
to  fall. 

The  Germans  made  their  preparations 
for  retirement  very  skilfully,  being  aid- 
ed during  the  hours  of  daylight  by 
heavy  mists,  which  interfered  with  our 
reconnaissance.  A  point,'  also.  Is  that 
the  actual  withdrawal  of  the  large 
masses  of  their  troops  was  made  under 
cover  of  darkness.  But  the  unfavor- 
able weather,  so  far  as  mist  was  con- 
cerned, was  only  temporary.  Our  avia- 
tors, flying  with  great  boldness,  •  and 
taking  heavy  risks  by  flying  low,  were 
soon  providing  headquartera  with  news 
of  extreme  Importance  as  to  the  chang- 
ing positions  of  the  retreating  enemy. 
In  these  scouting  flights,  yielding  news 
and  photographs  as  they  did  which  the 
Germans  desired  by  every  means  pos- 
sible to  prevent  us  from  securing,  our 
machines  were  attacked  ceaselessly, 
and  with  determination,  by  enemy  craft. 
Advantages    Of   Defensive    Action. 

The  German  air  service,  operating  de- 
fensively, has  an  important  advantage 
over  ours.  We,  who  are  acting  on  the 
offensive,  have  to  send  machines  over 
the  enemy's  lines  which,  in  order  that 
they  may  make  long  out-and-return 
flights,  must  be  loaded  heavily  with 
fuel.  And  such  a  heavy  fuel  load — in 
addition  to  the  weight  of  the  occupants

of  a  craft,  and  of  machine-guns  and 
ammunition — reduces  somewhat  the 
climbing  and  manoeuvring  power  of  a 
machine!  and  alao  to  a  certain  extant 
its  horisontal  spaed.  The  Oerman  air- 
men, on  the  other  hand,  acting  as  the 
defensive,  and  needing  to  fly  only  over 
limited  areas,  are  able  to  ascend  la 
lightly-loaded.  high-speed  machines, 
with  which  they  endeavor  to  attack 
and  bring  down  our  heavily-laden,  more 
slowly  frying  scouts.  To  protect  oar 
scouts  against  such  attacks  they  are 
escorted  whenever  possible  by  fighting 
machines,  which  intercept  and  engage 
enemy  craft,  and  prevent  them  If  poo* 
alble  from  lntereferlng  with  the  scouts. 
But  such  an  unremitting  offensive  as 
our  corps  has  adopted — the  gaining  of 
information,  that  Is  to  say,  by  means 
of  long  flights  over  enemy  territory, 
end  in  the  face  of  constant  opposition' 
— Is  bound  to  prove  coatly.  If  Head- 
quartera considers  it  essential  to  obtain 
certain  information  by  air,  then  it  la  the 
business  of  the  aviators  to  get  it,  even 
If  heavy  losses  should  be  entailed.  The 
only  question  which  arlaea  la  whether 
such  losses  are  Justified  by  the  value  of 
the  Information  gained;  and,  as  to  that, 
Headquartera  alone  can  form  a  reliable 
opinion. 

Statements  have  been  made  that  the* 
Germans  are  now  using  aeroplanes 
which,  it  is  alleged,  are  superior  to 
ours.  But  the  mistake  is  often  made 
of  comparing  a  German  fghting  ma- 
chine not  with  one  of  our  own  armed 
machlnea  of  an  equivalent  type,  but 
with  the  machines  we  use  for  recon- 
naiaance,  and  which  are  not  of  course 
the  equal  of  a  purely  fighting  craft. 
The  question  which  should  be  asked  Is 
this:  Are  the  German  fighting  ma- 
chines, either  large  or  small,  superior 
in  any  general  way  to  those  of  a  corre- 
sponding type  we  are  using?  In  ans- 
wer one  may  say  this:  While  develop- 
ments  in  design  and  Increases  in  en- 
gine horse-power  have  given  first  one 
side  and  then  the  other  some  temporary 
advantage  which  has  been  almost  inev- 
itable— having  regard  to  the  period  of 
transition  through  which  construction 
is  passing — it  is  an  undenible  fact  that 
our  fighting  machlnea  and  the  pilots 
who  handle  them,  have  been  consistent- 
ly superior  to  those  of  the  enemy;  and 
there  is  no  reaaon  for  us  to  fear  that 
such  is  not  the  case  today. 

Standardization  In  war  machines  ia 
not  yet  possible;  types  are  changing 
too  rapidly.  Therefore,  It  happens  some- 
times that  for  a  certain  time,  one  or 
other  of  the  antagonists,  has  a  fighting 
machine  which  is  a  little  better  armed, 
or  of  a  slightly  greater  speed,  than  the 
machlnea  of  a  corresponding  type  by 
which  It  la  opposed.  Such  fluctuations, 
as  we  have  said,  an  practically  unavoid- 
able. And  It  is  also  more  or  less  inevit- 
able that  In  our  air  service  at  the  front, 
and  In  the  enemy's  alao  there  siiould 
be  craft  of  a  more  or  less  obsolete  type 
which  we  should  be  glad  to  supersede 
If  we  could,  but  which  cannot  be  dis- 
carded until  machines  are  to  hand  of 
a  newer  and  better  type.  The  demand 
for  aircraft  has,  from  the  beginning  of 
the  war,  always  exceeded  the  supply — 
greatly  though  this  has  been  accelerat- 
ed; and  this  la  the  reason  why  neither 
one  side  nor  the  other  hae  been  able  to 
obtain  a  final  or  unquestioned  suprem- 
acy. We  could  win  such  a  command 
if  we  had  a  sufficient  preponderance  In 
machines  and  personnel.  And  here  Is 
where  we  must  make  a  strenuous  ef- 
fort. We  must  obtain  a  greater  numer- 
ical superiority  over  the  enemy,  both 
In  machines  and  pilots.  We  need  not 
waste  precious  time  In  seeking  to  de- 
sign or  construct  any  Ideal  type  of  aero- 
plane. What  we  must  do  Is  to  turn  out 
the  best  machines  obtainable  today  in 
such  quantities  that,  though  some  of 
them  may  be  a  mile  or  two  slower,  pos- 
sibly, than  certain  enemy  craft,  we 
shall  still  have  such  a  clear  preponder- 
ance In  numbers  that  we  shall  be  able 
to  overwhelm  the  Germans  and  defeat 
them  Anally  and  decisively. 

Oar  Superiority  In  Offence. 

Falling,  through  lark  of  numbers,  any 
such  absolute  Huprcmacy.  our  air  ser- 
vice has  none  the  less  gained  for  us, 
nnd  maintains  such  a  superiority  in 
offensive  action  that  we  operate  far 
more  extensively  over  the  enemy's  ter- 
ritory than  he  does  over  ours;  and  this 
means  that  in  reconnaissance  from  day 
to  day,  in  raids  on  enemy  communica- 
tions, and  in  the  aerial  direction  of  ar- 
tillery Are,  the  British  Flying  Corps  has 
rendered,  is  rendering,  and  should  con- 
tinue to  render  a  far  greater  service 
to  its  Headquarters  than  is  the  case 
with  that  of  the  Germans. 

It  im  from  such  a  general  viewpoint 
as  this,  and  not  from  the  point  of  view 
of  any  momentary  phase,  or  of  the 
work  of  any  particular  *  machine, 
that  we  should  judge  the  campaign  by 
air.  And  if  we  do  adopt  such  a  gen- 
eral viewpoint  we  find  that,  while  much 
more  might  have  been  done  had  we  not 
neglected  aircraft  before  the  war,  and 
while  even  greater  efforts  must  be  made 
to  accelerate  construction,  still  it  re- 
mains a  fact  that  In  the  main  theatre 
of  war  on  the  Western  front,  our  air 
service  outfights  that  of  the  enemy, 
compels  him  to  operate  largely  on  the 
defensive,  and  Invades  his  territory 
constantly  and  successfully,  either 
when  scouting  or  artillery  directing,  or 
when  delivering  raids.  The  enemy, 
however,  though  on  the  defensive.  Is 
by  no  means  inactive.  He  makes  us 
pay  a  price  for  the  news  we  gain. 
That  price  fluctuates,  acordlng  to  the 
fortunes  of  war.  But  the  point  Is  that 
we  do  gain  the  news,  and  that  the 
price  which  Is  paid,  though  regrettable, 
is  not  considered  unreasonable  by  those 
who  can  speak  with  authority.  '  Cer- 
tainly the  public  should  not  countenance 
any  fresh  outbreak  against  the  admin- 
istration of  the  Royal  Flying  Corps 
merely  because.  In  the  gaining  of  In- 
formation so  valuable  that  It  must  be 
secured  practically  at  all  costs,  there 
should  have  been  a  marked  it.  urease, 
temporarily.  In  the  number  of  our 
casualties.

No  prog- 
ress will  be  mad*  by  closing  one's  eye* 
to  the  facts  and  blindly  denying  their 
existence.  Neither  will  It  aerve  any 
uaeful  'purpoae  to  attempt  to  minimise 
what  Christian  Sctence  haa  already  ac- 
complished. The  honest  investigator 
who  desires  to  know  the  truth  about 
the  matter  will  take  the  case  aa  It 
stand*,  lie  will  waste  no  time  in  fruit- 
less bickering  over  established  facta, 
but  will  atrlve  to  understand  how  the 
healing  '  and  regeneration  are  brought 
about. 

Both  In  the  medical  profession  and 
among  the  clergy  there 'are  many  auch 
open-minded  students,  with  the  result 
that  some  eminent  physicians  are  now 
sending  to  Christian  Science  practition- 
ers those  of  their  patients  who  do  not 
recover  under  medical  treatment;  while 
many  clergymen  are  openly  declaring 
from  their  pulpits  that  the  fruits  of 
Christian  Science  are  good,  and  not  a 
few  of  them  have  left  their  pulpits  to 
become  Christian  Science  practitioners^ 
These  facts  are  worthy  of  serious  con- 
sideration. 

If  It  is-  true  that  Christian  Science  ia 
'teaching  people  how  to  rlae  above  sinful 
appetites  and  desires,  and  how  ta  be 
healthy  and  happy,  then-  surely  It  is  the 
greatest  and  moat  vital  thing  that  can 
engage  human  thought.  That  Christian 
Science  does  these  things  to  some  extent 
at  least  la  no  longer  an  open  queatlon, 
and  the  proof  of  it  is  to  be  found  in 
the  practical  benefits  that  have  coma 
to  Ita  adherents,

Another  fact  that  should  be  taken 
Into  account  by  every  earnest  Inveatlffa- 
tor  of  Christian  Science  Is  that  there 
are  many  different  klnda  of  religions 
In  existence  at  the  present  time.  It  la 
said  that  there  are  more  than  two 
hundred  different  kinda  of  the  Christian 
religion  alone,  not  to  mention  the  hun- 
dreds pf  other  forms  of  religions  that 
are  net  Christian.  It  ta  a  faat  that 
people  do  entertain  widely  differing  re- 
ligious beliefs.  In  many  instances  the 
differences  are  Irreconcilable,  and  yet 
every  one  believes  with  all  of  the  sin- 
cerity of  which  he  ia  capable  that  hla 
own ,  particular  belief  a  are  true.  ,  It 
must  be  conceded  that,  in  the  mala,  all 
people  are  equally  honeal  and  equally 
sincere  In  their  religious  beliefs.  The 
only  reason  why  they  are  grouped  to- 
gether In  different  forms  of  religions  la 
because  they  honestly  believe  that 
through  their  own  particular  form  of 
religion  they  will  find  the  good  which 
they  ao  earnestly  dealre.  i 

As  one  considers  the  subject  of  re- 
ligion from  this  broad  viewpoint  It  be- 
comes entirely  plain  that  moat-  of  the 
people  In  the  world  are  believing  as 
their  religion  many  thlnga  that  are  not 
tins. 

There  la  only  one  truth  about  any 
subject  althoughrthere  may  be  many 
erroneous  beliefs  about  It  This  la  aa 
true  of  religious  subjects  as  of  others. 
If  ana  believes  erroneously  as  to  what 
Is  the  law  be  will  not  be  a  safe  lawyer, 
nor  will  he  be  an  efficient  engineer  If 
his  beliefs  concerning  the  rulea  of 
mathematics  are  faulty.  In  each  case 
erroneous  belief  a  must  be  displaced  by 
positive  knowledge  before  correct  re- 
eutte  can  be  attained. 

■vary  one  will  recognise  not  only  the 
desirability,  but  the  necessity,  of  as* 
changing  false  and  erroneous  beliefs 
about  religious  matters  for  positive 
truth.  In  no  other  way  can  he  grow 
spiritually.  Spiritual  trath  la  the  truth 
about  spiritual  thlnga.  bat  aa  long  as 
one  believes  erroneously  about  spiritual 
things  ha  Is  on  a  falae  track  and  Ma 
erroneous  belief  a  will  deprive  him  of 
the  benefits  that  would  otherwise  coma 
to  him  through  a  correct  understanding 
of  the  truth.  Likewise,  if  one  wraps 
around  himself  the  robes  of  self-satis- 
faction, and  maintains  that  there  la  no 
spiritual  truth  outside  hla  own  beliefs, 
ho  la  not  likely  to  progress.  He  should 
remember  that  Jesua  proved  that  there 
la  enough  spiritual  truth  in  existence 
that  oaa  he  taught  to  and  understood  by 
human  beings  to  enable  them  to  heal 
the  etck  and  raise  the  dead*  and  no  oaa 
should  be  satisfied  until  he  haa  attain- 
ed to  this  understanding  aad  demon- 
stration. 

True  religion  consists  of  spiritual 
truth,  ana  not  af  erroneous  aaalsfs, 
hence  It  follows  that  one's  religion  la 
limited  ta  the  amount  of  aplrltuai  trath 

a  knows,  and  that  erroneous  religious 
lata  are  ealy  ao  many  delusions  that 
serve  ao  ether  purpose  than  to  obstruct 
spiritual  growth.

Cbrtstlan  feJaata  alma  ta  destroy  er- 
roneous religious  beliefs  by  substituting 
a  knowledge  of  truth,  la  place  thereof, 
aad  |e  dasUUjr  oat'  of  the  human  mind 
all  evil  eeelttiea  by  elan  ting  good  Qual- 
ities ta  thejr  steed.  It  wages  relentless 
warfare  against  all  wrong  mantel  dual- 
ities, It  seeks  to  substitute '  love  In 
place  of  hate,  unselfishness  In  place  of 
ssldahnesa^  honeety  In  place  of  dishon- 
esty, dad  truth  la  place  of  error.  H 
lays  tremendous  emphasis  upoe  the  ne- 
cessity for  "bringing  Into  captivity 
every  thought  to  the  obedience  of 
Christ."  (II.  Cor.  10-t)  ae  the  Bible 
commands.  It  shows  that  the  cause  of 
ell  disease  aad  sin  la  mental,  aad  act 
physical,  and  thai  both  atcaneos  and  ain 
are  destroyed  by  the  evangelisation  of 
the  human  mentality  with  truth  and 
love.  It  teaches  without  any  reserva- 
tion whatever  that  the  truth  taught  and 
practiced  by  Jesus,  when  understood 
and  applied,  la  sufficient  without  drugs 
or  any  material  meana  to  heal  the  sick 
and  regenerate  the  alnnar,  and  Chris- 
tian Scientists  everywhere  era  engaged 
dally  In  demonstrating  and  proving  thla 
to  be  true. 

Every  student  of  religion  should  be- 
gin to  give-  heed  to  whet  the  Bible 
teaches  concerning  the  importance  of 
looking  to  the  mental  rather  than  to 
the  physical  for  deliverance  from  hu- 
man discord.  We  read  In  Romans  vlil. 
I,  7,  "To  be  carnally  minded  ia  death; 
but  to  be  spiritually  minded  Is  life  and 
peace.  Because  the  carnal  mind  la  en- 
mity against  Ood;  for  it  Is  not  sub- 
ject to  the  law  of  God,  neither.  Indeed, 
can  be."  Again  ta  Phlllpplana.  H.  6 
it  Is  aald,  "Let  thla  mind  be  In  you 
which  waa  also  In  Christ  Jesua,"  and 
in  Romans  xii.  2,  "Be  ye  transformed 
by  the  renewing  of  your  mind." 

These  significant  statements  from  the 
Scriptures  leave  no  room  for  doubt  as 
to  the  cauae  of  ain,  disease,  and  death, 
or  their  cute  The  carnal  mind  is  aeth- 
Ing  more  or  lesa  than  the  unregenera- 
ated  human  mind.  It  la  the  human 
mind  In  Ita  natural  state,  when  filled 
with  hatred,  selfishness,  deceit,  dishon- 
esty, and  other  evil  qualltiea,  and  with 
superstition  and  falae  beliefs.  These 
evil  and  erroneous  mental  qualltiea  re- 
sult in  ain,  disease,  and  death,  and  In 
at!    human    discord. 

The  command  la  to  get  rid  of  erro- 
neous mental  qualltiea,  and  to  have  in 
ua  "the  mind  which  waa  also  in  Christ 
Jesus,"  for  In  his  mind  there  was  not 
a  single  sinful  quality,  nor  any  super- 
stition or  falae  religious  belief.  Thus 
the  human  mind  ia  renewed  by  the  de- 
struction cf  erroneous  and  sinful  men- 
tal qualltiea,  and  the  substitution  In 
their  place  of  qualities  that  Inhere  in 
the  mind  of  the  Maater. 
'  As  this  renewing  process  goes  on, 
alckneas,  suffering,  and  discordant  con- 
ditions begin  to  dlaappear,  and  when  it 
la  finished,  and  every  mortal  thought 
haa  been  brought  into  subjection  to 
Christ,  then  man  will  be  transformed 
from  a  sinning,  suffering  mortal  into  a 
atate  of  peace  and  harmony.  The  car- 
nal mind  with  Its  sin  and  superstition 
producea  the  conditions  that  lead  to 
death,  while  to  be  spiritually  minded, 
that  ia  to  have  the  mind  that  waa  in 
Christ  Jeaua,  "la  life  and  peace."  Chris- 
tian Science  teachea  that  thla  la  the 
precise  process  by  whloh  human  beings 
are  aaved  from  sickneaa  and  ain. 

It  wilt  thus  be  aeen  that  Christian 
Science  healing  in  every  caae  la  aplrlt- 
uai, and  results  from  the  operation  of 
Truth  or  divine  Principle  In  human  con- 
sciousness, and  not.  from  the  action  of 
"one  human '  mind  upon  -mother,  nor 
from  human  will,  nor  from  hypnotism, 
nor  from  mental  suggestion. 

To  summarise  the  mat'er  In  n  alngle 
sentence,  it  can  be  aald  that  Christum 
Science  healing  ia  accomplished  thro- 1  Kb 
the  activity  of  right  thinking  and  right 
living,  and  In  no  other  way  can  one 
demonstrate  the  Principle  that  heals. 


Although  the  healing  of  physical  and 
mental  diseases  by  spiritual  meana  wai 
widely  practiced,  both  in  Old  Testa- 
ment and  New  Testament  times,  and 
was  expreealy  commanded  by  Jeaua, 
and,  although  Christian  Science  during 
the  laat  60  years  has  actually  healed  in 
thla  way  large  numbers  of  people  from 
all  kinds  of  physical  and  mental  dis- 
eases, there  are  still  a  •  great  many 
people  who  honeatly  find  It  difficult  to 
understand  how  it  ta  possible  for  the 
sick  to  be  healed  without  drags,  nod 
entirely  by  aplrltuai  meana.  Even  among 
those  who  profess,  to  believe  In  the 
Bible,  .and  In  the  omnipotence  of  Ood, 
there  are  many  who  have  honest  doubts 
that  the  power  of  Ood  la  sufficient  or 
available  to  deliver  from  alekieev,  snd 
theae  doubts  often  prevent  the  effort  to 
gain  an  understanding  of  the  way  by 
which  aplrltuai  healing  la  accom- 
plished. 

To  all  such  it  can  be  aald  that  Jeaus 
healed  the  sick  without  drug*,  and, 
what  ta  more  Important  to  ua,  he  taught 
other  people  how  to  do  so,  tl.ua  prov- 
ing that  his  method  of  healing  physical 
dlseaae  by  spiritual  meana  could  be 
taught  to  othera,  and  understiod  and 
practiced  by  them. 

As  the  disciples  walked  up  and  down 
the  country  with  Jeaua.  listening  to  his 
explanations  of  spiritual  truth,  nnd 
watching  him  apply  this  truth  to  hu- 
man needa,  aa  he  healed  the  leper,  the 
lame,  the  deaf,  the  blind,  whom  he  met 
by  the  wayside,  they  began  to  under- 
stand for  the  first  time  that  divine  Love 
la  adequate  to  me.-t  every  human  need, 
and  that  Jeaua  haa  come  to  teach  the 
way  whereby  every  one  might  team 
bow  to  prove  it. 

Some  of  the  disciples  seem  »d  to  aiaap 
this  truth  and  the  manner  of  Its  demon- 
stration very  slowly,  but  to  them  all 
there  finally. came  a  time  when  Jesus 
considered  that  they  had  made  suffi- 
cient progress  to  prove  It  '  for  them- 
selves. He  then  sent  them  forth  with 
the  command  that  they  heal  the  >vk. 
cleanse  the  lepers,  and  raise  the  dead. 
end  the  Bible  records  that  they  were 
able   to  do  so. 

Later  these  same  diaetplea  taught  'ha 
Principal  of,  spiritual  healing  which 
they  bad-  Warned  from  Jesua  to  their 
own  dlaelplea.  and  history  shows  that 
ea  down  through  a  period  of  about  ten 
generalises  the  healing  of  the  sick  by 
aplrltuai  means  oeatlnned  to  b*  a  part 
of  the  regular  ministry  of  the  Chrir- 
tian  church,  and  that  the  dead  were 
reined  during  the  drat  and  second  cen- 
turies. Moses  and  the  prophets  also 
healed  the  sick  and  raised  the  dead  and 
did  many  other  wonderful  works  ta 
demonstration  of  the  power  of  spirit  to 
meat  human  needa.  and  the  Old  Testa- 
meat  la  fated  with  sueb  teataacee. 

It  will  thus  he  aeee  that  taa  knowl- 
edge of  setrttnal  trath.  aad  the  method 
ef  Ha  appMcattoa  to  deliver  people  from 
alckneas,  ain  and  every  kind  of  evil 
human  condition  haa  reappeared  upon 
the  earth  at  sseay  times,  aad  It  Is 
claimed  far  Christian  Science  that  It  la 
the  reappearance  In  ear  awn  generation 
of  the  uaetorataadtag  of  the  same  spir- 
itual law  that  was  known  aad  uader- 
by  Meees  sad  the 
m  perfectly  ui 
«esf  by  Jeaaa. 
by  him  taagbt  te  his  d 
ae  myatary  abssjt  It.  and  the 
by  Chrbsti 
Ma  whteh  base  a 
most  neceeaertly  follow,  from  the  ep- 
pnhiaatea  aad  damaastrattaa  of  spirit- 
ual trath.  Christian  Ictoece  le  aotblng 
snare  ear  lesa  than  a  return  ta  prim- 
itive Chriettaalty.  and  every  oaa  waa 
ta  It  fairly  aad  hiaiotly  win 


Mra.  Kddy  la  acknowledged  to  be 
Discoverer  and  rounder  of  Christian 
setose  a.  and  ssaay  people  ask  what  tt 
la  that  aba  baa  discovered.  Ia  reply 
tt  can  be  aald  that  she  baa  dissevered 
the  Law  of  Spirit  which  la  Spiritual 
Trath. 

Ia  the  material  realm  many  material 
lawa  have  been  discovered.  8ir  Isaac 
Newton,  for  instance,  observed  the 
movements  ef  material  bodies,  aad  con- 
ceived the  Idea  that  auch  movements 
by  a  law  whloh  he  after- 
ad  aad  *mmed  the.  law  ef 
This  law  cannot  be  aeen 
with  the  physical  eyes,  but  its  exist- 
ence can  be  proved  In  other  ways.  Like- 
wise, Marconi  gained  the  idea  that  an- 
other law  existed,  and  he  aald  that  If 
he  could  discover  It  ha  would  be 'able  ta 
transmit  messages  by  Ita  agency  from 
one  part  of  the  earth  to  another  with- 
out aay  material  wires.  That  law  haa 
always  existed  and  haa  always  operat- 
ed, but  it  was  aot  until  It  was  "discov- 
ered that  It  became  available  for  hu- 
man use.  It  cannot  be  aeen  by  the  hu- 
man aye,  but  anyone  may  now  learn  hew 
to  utilize  it. 

In  much  the  aame  way  there  waa  born 
In  the  conaclouaneaa  of  Mra.  Kddy  the 
Idea  that  there  exists  a  law  of  spirit 
She  had  observed  that  sometimes  great 
suffering  and  dlstresa  were  produced  by 
material  lawa,  and  that  even  whole 
communities  were  devaatated  and  de- 
stroyed by  their  operation,  hence  ahe 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  a  Ood  who 
possesses  infinite  wisdom  and  goodness 
could  not  operate  through  lawa  that 
produce  both  good  and  evil.  She;  there- 
fore, came  to  the  conclusion  that  Ood  la 
governing  His  children  and  Hla  uni- 
verse through  spiritual  laws  and  not 
through  material  lawa. 

Mrs.  Eddy  also  studied  the  miracles 
in  the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  and 
came  to  the  Inevitable  concluaion  that 
all  of  those  transactions  were  correlated 
by  meana  of  an  underlying  aplrltuai  law 
that  had  been  known  and  understood  .by 
the  men  who  wrought  them,  and  ahe 
aald  that  if  ahe  could  discover  the  law 
It  would  be  found  to  operate.  In  the 
same  manner  n6w  aa  In  Bible  timea: 
that  it  would  be  a  healing  lew,  and 
would  now  heal  people  of  sickness  and 
ain.  and  every  evil  human  condition  the 
aame  aa  then. 

This  Idea  grew  and  expanded  in  her 
consciousness  until  It  became  the  Im- 
pelling motive  of  her  entire  life.  In  the 
year  1866  she  discovered  the  law  of 
spirit,  and  named  It  Christian  Science. 
After  waiting  nine  yeara.  during  which 
time  she  subjected  the  Principle  that 
ahe  had  discovered  to  the  broadest  prac- 
tical teata  In  healing  sickness  and  other 
forms  of  human  discord,  ahe  published 
a  statement  of  Christian  Science  in  a 
book  which  ahe  entitled  "Science  and 
Health  with  Key  to  the  Scriptures." 
This  book,  la  now  everywhere  recognised 
as  the  only  text-book  of  Christian  Sci- 
ence. A  great  religious  movement  has 
formed  around  ita  teachings,  which  in 
one  generation  haa  girdled  the  earth 
with  Its  churchea.  The  spread  of  Chris- 
tian Science  haa  been  phenomenal,  and 
in  every  case  Ita  growth  haa  resulted 
from  the  healing  of  the  sick.  Every 
adherent  of  Christian  Science  has  ac- 
tually been  healed  of  some  alckneas. 
dlseaae  or  sinful  appetite, -and  most  of 
them  have  been  healed  of  many  auch 
conditions.  These  facta  are  easily  veri- 
fied, and  are  worthy  of  very  serious 
consideration.

Mrs.  Eddy  discovered  the  law  of 
Spirit  as  truly  as  Sir  Isaac  Newton  dis- 
covered the  law  of  gravitation,  and 
this  fact  ebould  be  thoroughly  under- 
stood. Just  aa  Newton  discovered  that 
the  movements  of  material  bodies  were 
regulated  and  governed  by  thla  mater- 
ial law,  so  Mra.  Eddy  discovered  the 
Principle  that  governs  the  entire  unl- 
.. verse,  including  every  detail.  In  the 
lives  of  men.  That  supreme,  creative, 
governing,  omnipresent  Mind  or  Prin- 
ciple, ia  Ood,  the  only  Cauae.  the  only 
Creator,  the  only  Ruler  of  man  and  the 
unlverae. 

"When  we  watch  water  flowing  over 
the  land  we  aee  that  without  hesitation 
or  delay  it  always  selects  the  low 
placea.  All  fresh  water  Is  continually 
striving  to  reach  the  aee,  where  It  will 
he  at  rest.  In  choosing  its  course  it 
measurea  the  toposri-nphy  »«f  lh<*  ^r-nind 
more  accurately  and  more  quickly  than 
the  engineer  could  do  with  hla  Instru- 
ments. No  embodied  mind  la  present  to 
tell  It  where  to  go,  but  there  Is  an  un- 
erring, invisible  law  everywhere  pres- 
ent directing  Ita  movement,  and  al- 
ways guiding  it  in  the  true  course. 

If  auch  perfect  law  exlsta  to  guide 
the  water  In  Ua  movement  toward  the 
sea,  how  much  more  certain  it  ia  that 
equally  perfect  spiritual  law  exists  to 
guide  the  footatepa  of  tired  and  dis- 
couraged human  beings  out  of  the  wild- 
erness of  aickneaa,  failure  and  sin  Into 
the  kingdom   of  peace. 

The  Bible  telle  ua  that  such  a  law  ex- 
ists and  ia  operating  for  our  benefit.  In 
Psalm  xxxvli.  2S  we  read,  "The  ateps 
of  a  good  man  are  ordered  by  the  Lord." 
Again,  in  Romans  vlli.  28,  "All  things 
work  together  for  good  to  them  that 
love  Ood,"  and  In  Romans,  vlil.  2.  "For 
the  law  of  the  spirit  of  life  In  Chrlat 
Jesua  hath  made  me  free  from  the  law 
of  sin  and  death." 

What  a  aenae  of  security  comes  to 
one  when  he  realises  that  there  Is  real- 
ly a  law  of  good  operating  that  will 
guide  hla  footatepa  aa  truly  as  the  law 
of  gravitation  guides  the  water.  And 
what  a  sense  of  peace  cornea  from  the 
aasurance  that  there  la  an  Infinite  over- 
ruling Mind  that  governs  everything  In 
the  unlverae  from  the  least  to  the 
greatest,  and  causes  "all  things  to  work 
together  for  good." 

In  each  caae.  however,  a  condition  is 
attached*.  One  must  desire  to  be  a  good 
man,  and  must  love  Ood,  otherwise  the 
law  of  good  does  not  operate  for  him. 
To  attain  goodnesa,  one  must  think  and 
live  as  nearly  aa  be  can  In  accordance 
with  aplrltuai  truth;  one's  motives  and 
alms  must  he  honest,  and  hla  desires 
unselfish.  In.  thla  way  the  connection  Is 
established  between  hla  consciousness 
and  the  law,  and  then  the  law  operates 
through  him  and  In  his  behalf.  If  he  la 
an  evil  man,  that  Is,  If  be  thlnka  and 
Uvea  erroneously,  auch  wrong  thinking 
and  living  separate  hla  consclousneas 
from  the  law  of  good,  ao  that  the  law 
cannot  then  guide  his  footsteps  or  make 
everything  work  together  for  good  for 
him.  ...

•  Outside  ef  Christian  Science  very  few 
peeple  have  ever  reasoned  oat  the  ques- 
tion to  their  own  satisfaction  as  to 
where  good  and  evil  come  from,  and  still 
fewer  here  even  a  satisfactory  theory 
as  to  how  good  may  be  secured  or  evil 
^avoided  la  actual  human  experience. 

All  through  the  centuries  there  haa 
been  a  widespread  belief  that  good  aad 
evil  come  from  the  resort  of  luck  or 
chance,  bat  thla  belief  le  aiceasarily 
Incorrect. 

Among  a*  polythelats,  or  thoe*  who 
batter*  la  many  gods,  there  la.  the  belief 
that  mom*  of  the  geea  send  good  aad 
that  othera  aead  evil.  aaJM  they  seek  ta 
propitiate  the  setter  by  earn  lease  aad 
rltee.  believing  that  la  thla  way  a  I  aae 
they  oaa  escape  from  ertt. 

Among  monotbatota,  or  these  who  be- 
lieve there  la  but  one  Ood,  there  Is  the 
belief  that   the  asm    Oed

Without  solas  further  Into  the  mat- 
ter than  merely  to  state  the  caae.  It 
win  thus  be  aeen  that  there  to  much 
confusion  ef  'belief  among  Christians 
and  ether  meaethctato  concerning  the 
nature  end  origin  ef  both  good  aad  evil 
ead  es  to  what  esassa  their  activity 
la  human  experience,  end  aatll  thla  Is 
corrected  by  positive  knowledge  It  will 
be  impossible  to  deal  with  the  subject 
Intelligently,  or  to  think  about  It  ac- 
curately. 

Christian  Science  shows  that  all  good 
comas  to  man  from  Ood  through  the 
operation  of  Hla  ■  lawa,  aad  that  evil 
originates  In  the  human  carnal  mind, 
whloh  la  "enmity  against  Ood."  Evil  la 
aot  an  entity.  It  has  no  kingdom  and 
no  king.  It  baa  no  mind,  no  presence, 
and  no  lawa.  The  only  power  It  can 
ever  exercise  la  what  It  derives  from 
human  belief  In  it.  aad  human  accept* 
ance  of  it. 

Since  Ood  la  infinite  good  He  has 
knowledge  of  good  and  of  nothing  else. 
He  could  not  possibly  have  knowledge 
of  evil,  for  evil  does  not  exist  In  the 
aplrltuai  universe,  and  only  exists  la  the 
carnal  mind.  It  has  been  well  said  that 
if  everyone  would  quit  sinning  there 
would  be  no  more  ain.  Aa  human  con- 
sciousness ia  evangelised  by  truth  and 
love,  sin   disappears. 

There  ta  no  auch  thing  aa  an  angry 
God  waiting  to  smite  ■  you  for  sin,  for 
Ood  haa  no  knowledge  of  ain  in  any 
form.  Hence  It  followa  that  people  are 
not  punished  for  ain — they  are  punished 
by  ain,  and  when  the  ain  la  destroyed 
and  put  ewey  out  of  the  human  mind, 
the  puniahment  stops,  but  aa  long  as 
the  ain  remains  It  will  whip  end  pun- 
lah  the  ainner. 

Thus  the  forgtveneaa  of  ain  consists 
In  the  destruction  of  ain,  and  the  ain 
exlata  nowhere  but  in  the  carnal  human 
mind.  The  belief  that  Ood  pardons  ain 
merely  because  you  aak  Him  to  do  ao, 
without  turning  from  the  sin  yourself 
and  putting  It  away  from  you,  ia  fool- 
ish self -deception.

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not  even  know  that  It  exlata.  The  an- 
swer la  plain.  He  destroys  It  Juat  aa 
the  aun  destroys  the  darkness  which 
It  never  aeee.  When  the  light  appears 
the  darkness  disappears.  Good  and  evil 
cannot  mingle  anjt  more  than  light  and 
darkness  can  mingle.  One  vanishes  be- 
fore the  other.

Any  consideration^  of  the  subject  of 
ain  necessarily  InvolPea  an  Investigation 
of  the  whole  subject  of  the  atonement. 
In  order  to  find  out  how  the  atonement 
operates  to  deliver  the  individual  from 
the  consequences   of  sin. 

All  along  down  through  the  centuries 
people  have  been  taught  the  doctrine  of 
the  fall  of  man.  It  waa  asserted  that, 
after  the  creation,  Clod's  children  had 
wandered  off  into  ain.  and  had  gone 
astray.  Because  of  their  transgression 
it  was  declared  that  Ood  punished  them 
In  thla  world  with  all  aorta  of  afflic- 
tions, and  that  after  they  died  they 
went  to  hell,  where  they  muat  suffer 
indescribable  torment  through  the  end- 
less ages  of  eternity. 

In  order  to  rescue  humanity  from  thla 
awful  condition  It  was  pointed  out  that 
aome  extraordinary  thing  muat  be  done. 
In  thla  behalf  it  waa  declared  that  Ood 
had  one  Son  who  had  never  trans- 
gressed, or  committed  any  wrong,  and 
that  the  only  thing  that  would  propi- 
tiate God  would  be  for  this  one  perfect 
Son  to  be  subjected  to'  every  humilia- 
tion, every  Buffering,  and  finally  to  he 
put  to  death,  and  that  after  he  had 
thus  Buffered  and  llled,  God  would  be 
satisfied,  and  that  thereafter  Hla  atti- 
tude towarda  Hla  erring  children  would 
change. 

Therefore,  humanity  has  been  taught 
for  many  centuries  that  It  waa  the 
function  of  the  atonement  to  reconcile 
Ood  to  man. 

Christian  Science  finds  it '  Impossible 
to  take  thla  view  of  the  atonement  The 
Bible  declares  that  Ood  la  unchanging. 
In  Malachl  ill.  «,  we  read,  "I  am  the 
Lord  I  change  not."  The  atonement, 
therefore,  could  not  change  the  atti- 
tude of  God  towarda  His  children.  That 
infinite  love  which  He  had  for  them  in 
■  the  beginning  haa  remained  alwaya  the 
aame.  He  waa  not  incenaed  or  on  ended 
at  them  In  the  beginning,  and  since  He 
haa  never  changed,  it  followa  that  He 
haa  never  been  Incenaed  or  offended  at 
them.  '  / 

Christian  Science  shows  that  it  could 
not  possibly  be  the  function  of  the 
atonement  to  reconcile  Ood  to  man,  for 
God  doea  not  need  to  be  reconciled,  and 
cannot  be  changed,  but  that  It  ia  the 
true  function  of  the  atonement  to  recon- 
cile man  to  God. 

If  one  will  approach  the  atudy  of  the 
atonement  from  this  viewpoint  It  will 
unfold  In  his  conaclouaneaa  sa  a  practi- 
cal and  helpful  thing.  Ood  cannot 
change,  but  man  needa  to  change.  He 
needa  to  learn  how  to  get  out  of  the 
wildernesa  of  aickneaa,  failure  and  ain, 
and  how  to  find  hla  way  to  God.  Jeaua 
came  as  the  great  way-shower,  to  teach 
human  beings  how  to  do  thla.  There 
waa  nothing  myattcal  about  hla  minis- 
try or  Ita  purpoae.  It  waa  entirely 
practical.  He  came  to  teach  people  how 
to  get  rid  of  ain.  dlseaae  and  death,  and 
how  to  find  God.  He  did  not  come  to 
help  Ood  to  find  man,  nor  to  ahow  God 
how  to  be  kind  and  loving. 

It,  therefore,  followa  that  since  Jesua 
came  aa  the  way-shower,  there  la  some- 
thing for  ua  to  do  in  order  to  make  the 
atonement  operative  in  our  behalf.  It  is 
not  alone  sufficient  for  us  to  aay  that 
we  believe  that  Jeans  waa  the  Son  of 
God,  and  that  he  suffered  and  died  on 
the  cross.  Something  more  than  thla  ia 
necessary.  ~  We  muat  follow  the  way 
that  he  haa  shown:  we  muat.  learn  the 
truth  that  he  taught,  and  muat  demon- 
strate it  to  meet  our  human  needa,  aa 
he  demonstrated  It  and  commanded  hla 
followers  to  do;  we  muat  Incorporate 
hla  life  in  ours,  by  exemplifying  the 
love  that  he  manifested.  In  thla  way 
alone  can  the  atonement  become  opera- 
tive for  .as  Through  our  continuing 
efforts  to,  follow  In  hla  way  needed 
changes'  take  place  In  ua  We  get  rid 
of  superstition  and  ain,  our  conscious- 
ness Is  evangelised  by  truth  and  leve, 
end  we  are  thus  brought  Into  at-one- 
meqt  with  God  who  all  the  while  re- 
mains unchanging  good. 

The  belief  that  the  atonement  changes 
God  and  makes  it  possible  for  Him  to 
aave  man  loses  sight  Of  the  changes 
that  man  must  make  ta  himself  before 
he  la  fit  to  be  aaved.  It  la  not  the  ma- 
terial blood  of  Jeaua  ahed  en  the  cross 
that  saves  us  from  the  consequences  of 
sin,  but  living  the  life  that  be  lived,  and 
demonstrating  the  truth  that  he  taught, 
deea  aaag  us,  not  only  from  sin.  but  also 
from  sickneaa  and  from  every  kind  ef 
human  discord. 


In  Christian  Seieace  we  ere  taught  to 
differentiate  between  Jesus  and  Chrlat 
Jeesa  waa  the  human  man,  bora  ef 
Mary:  Christ  area  the  Divine  Man,  the 
Bon  of  Ood.  It  ia  only  aa  thla  difference 
baaaaaas  clear  to  aa  that  we  cam  begin 
to  understand  the  life  and  works  of  the 
maa.  Jeaaa  In  John  vtlL  »•-••  we  may 
reed  what  throws  much  light  en  thla 
subject.  Jsaaa  aald.  Tour  father  Abra- 
ham rejoiced  to  sea  amy  day;    ha  saw  It

could  aot  have  bees  true,  for  that  ma- 
terial body  wen  actually  less  than  fifty 
yeara  eld.  Hie  ate  lament  waa  a  enlama 
declaration  ef  the  divinity  and  eternal - 
tty  of  the  Chrlat — the  real  man — who  ta 
aad  muat  be  the  Boa  of  Ood.  The  Jeers 
did  aot  uaderatand  Him.  Because 
ef  their  materiality  they  had  no  com- 
pranenelon  of  the  aplrltuai  man  made  m 
the  image  ead  likeness  ef  Ood.  The 
only  kind  of  man  they  could  compre- 
hend wea  taa  metotiel  man — the  Adam- 
man— who  to  not  end  never  can  be  the 
San  ef  Ood. 

la  Christian  Science  we  learn  that 
Jeaus  waa  human,  but  Chrlat  waa  di- 
vine. We  worship  the  Invisible,  aplrlt- 
uai Chrlat  aa  the  Son  of  Ood.  aad  we 
love  aad  reverence  Jeaaa  aa  the  man 
who  taught  the  Chrlat  Truth,  and  who 
revealed  the  aplrltuai  man  by  hla  life 
and  his  love. 

The  following  quotation  from  "Sci- 
ence and  Health  with  Key  to  the  Scrip- 
tures" will  be  moat  helpful:  "Jeaua  waa 
the  highest  human  concept  of  the  per- 
fect man,"  page  412.  line  1*.

Chrlat  la  the  true 
Idea  voicing  good,  the  divine  message 
from  Ood  to  man  speaking  to  human 
consciousness."  page  222,  lines  •  to  11. 
"Jeaua  demonstrated  Chrlat;  ha  proved 
that  Chrlat  la  the  divine  Idea  of  Ood — 
the  Holy  Ohoet,  or  Comforter,  revealing 
the  Divine  Principle,  Love,  end  leading 
into  ell  truth."  page  232.  lines  12  to  22. 

Christian  Scientists,  therefore,  are  not 
looking  for  the  second  coming  of  the 
man,  Jeaua:  His  work  waa  finished  when 
he  ascended  so  high  into  the  realm  of 
Spirit  that  the  people  could  no  longer 
aee  him  es  a  material  roan.  The  Chrlat 
Truth,  however,  la  here  now  and  always, 
continually  knocking  at  the  door  of 
every  human  conaclouaneaa,  seeking  to 
comfort  thoae  who  are  In  distress,  to 
aupply  the  needa  of  thoae  who  are  In 
want,  to  heal  thoae  who  are  sick,  to  lift 
the  burdens  from  thoae  who  are  heavy 
laden,  and  thua  to  perform  the  office,  of 
mediator  by  bringing  mankind  into  re- 
lationship with  Ood.  Thla  Evangel  la 
the  Chrlat,  the  eternal,  ever  present 
Comforter. 

John  aald,  "In  the  beginning  waa  the 
Word,  and  the  Word  waa  with  God,  and 
the  Word  waa  God.  The  aame  waa  in 
the  beginning  with  God."  (John  L  1.  2.) 
The  Word  la  the  eternal  Chrlat  Truth, 
and  not  a  material  personality. 

All  who  believe  that  flesh  and  blood 
are  divine,  should  read  what  the  Bible 
says,  "Now  this  I  say.  brethren,  flesh 
and  blood  cannot  Inherit  the  kingdom  of 
OoOT     (I.  Cor.  xv.  set) 


Sooner  or  later  every  one  must  learn 
the  truth  about  man.  When  one  aaka 
himaelf,  who  la  man?  ehimt  la  he?  where 
does  he  come  from?  is  he  spiritual,  oi- 
ls he  material?  many  channels  for 
thought  are  opened.  Upon  the  correct 
answer  to  theae  questions  will  depend 
the  solution  of  every  human  problem. 

Every  one  has  read  the  two  differing 
accounts  of  the  creation  in  the  Bible. 
In  the  first  chapter  of  Genesis  we  are 
told  that  Ood  created  man  in  His  own 
image,  and  after  Hla  own  likeness,  and 
that  He  made  him  good.  In  the  second 
chapter  of  Genesis,  however,  we  find  the 
allegorical  account  of  how  God  came  to 
thla  earth  and  made  man  out  of  the  dust 
of  the  ground.  Then  followa  the  atory 
of  Adam  and  Eve,  and  the  garden  of 
Eden.  We  alao  read  that  a  deep  sleep, 
fell  upon  Adam,  and  then  that  ain  ap' 
peared  and  brother  murdered  brother, 
and  ao,  from  that  time  until  now,  the 
man  made  of  dust  has  been  a  sinner 
and  has  been  at  enmity  against  Ood. 

In  view  of  all  of  this  It  becomes  vital- 
ly Important  that  we  find  out  the  truth 
about  man.  Waa  man  made  In  the 
Image  and  likeneas  of  God,  and  hence 
created  a  spiritual  being,  or  was  he 
made  out  of  the  duat  of  the  ground  as 
a  material   being?    ' 

Christian  Science  accepts  the  first  ac- 
count of  the  creation .  aa  true,  and  In- 
sists that  man  la  spiritual,  and  not  ma- 
terial. This  makes  It  necessary  for 
Christian  Science  to  explain  the  matter, 
and  to  make  plain  how  it  la  possible 
for  man  to  be  wholly  spiritual  when  we 
aeem  to  see  him  aa  flesh  and  blood  with 
our  actual  physical  eyes.  Christian 
Science  does  this,  and  makes  the  matter 
perfectly  clear  by  showing  that  the  ma- 
terial man  is  t  nothing  more  or  less  than 
the  carnal  mind's  falae  concept  of  man. 

The  carnal  human  mind  is  entirely 
material,  hence,  It  "ia  enmity  against 
God,"  because  God  Is  Spirit,  and  Spirit 
and  matter  are  opposite.  The  carnal 
mind  ia  composed  of  the  aggregated  be- 
liefs founded  upon  the  testimony  of  the 
five  physical  senses,  which  aenses  are 
wholly  material,  hence,  the  carnal  mind 
being  material  cannot  comprehend  nor 
cognise  the   things  of  Spirit. 

It  is  theae  material  elementa  com- 
posing the  human  mind  that  cause  :t 
to  see  everything  as  material.  B<:lng 
material  It  thlnka  In  terms  of  matter, 
and  la  Incapable  of  thinking  in  terms  of 
Spirit.  By  an  inevitable  reversal  it  re- 
duces everything  to  the  -  dead  level  of 
matter  In  order  to  comprehend  It 

It  la  due  to  thla  materiality  that  the 
human  mind  Is  incapable  of  thinking  of 
God  wholly  as  Spirit,  and,  therefore/in 
Its  material  belief,  it  reverses  the  na- 
ture and  character  of  Ood,  end  converts 
Him  Into  e  material  man,  aeated  upon 
a  materiel  throne  up  in  the  aky.  Like- 
wise, because  of  thla  aeme  material  ele- 
ment, the  human  mind  ia  Incapable  of 
thinking  of  the  kingdpm  of  Ood  ae  a 
spiritual  atate  of  conaclouaneaa,  which 
Jeaus  declared  "la  within  you,"  and 
transforms  It  In  belief  Into  a  material 
place  somewhere  In  the  sky,  with  trap- 
pings of  material  splendor  auch  aa  one 
would  expect  to  find  In  the  palacea  of 
men. 

Since  the  human  mind  la  prevented 
by  Ita  own  materiality  from  even  com- 
prehending God  aa  Spirit  and  the  king- 
dom of  Heaven  aa  a  aplrltuai  atate  of 
consclousnesa,  it  Is  equally  incapable  of 
thinking  of  man  aa  a  spiritual  being. 
By  reason  of  the  seme  Inevitable  rever- 
aal  It  thlnka  of  man  as  material,  and 
hence  aeea  him  aa  such. 

But  no  matter  how  sincerely  people 
may  believe  that  God  la  a  magnified 
man,  aeated  upon  a  material  throne,  and 
having  a  material  habitation  in  a  ma- 
terial place  called  Heaven,  auch  belief 
doea  not  make  it  true.  God  la  Spirit, 
and  Hla  universe  la  wholly  aplrltuai. 
There  is  not  one  material  element  la 
Him  nor  In  anything  that  He  created. 
He  did  not  create  matter  :n  any  form, 
nor  did  He  create  a  material  man.  God 
created  everything  spiritually  and  not 
materially,  and  the  only  kind  of  man 
created  by  Him  waa  the  perfect  aplrlt- 
uai man,  made  In  Hla  own  Image  and 
likeness,  precisely  aa  described  ta  the 
first  chapter  of  Genesis. 

The  Adam-man  Is  not  the  Image  of 
God,  end  It  la  nowhere  stated  ta  the 
second  account  of  the  creation  in  the 
second  chapter  of  Genesis  that  the 
Adam-man  wee  made  la  God's  I  magi 
and  likeness,  or  that  he  waa  made  per- 
fect. Thoae  statements  ere  to  be  found 
In  the  first  chapter,  and  are  aaed  la  re- 
lation to  the  real  men.  But  In  aplte  ef 
thla,  people  Have  gene  on  believing  that 
the  Bible  taught  that  Adam  waa  made 
In  God's  Image. 

Christian  Science  la  the  only  system 
of  teaching  that  I  know  anything  about 
that  evea  makes  ea  attempt  to  explain 
the  difference  between  man  ead  the 
Adam-mas,  aad  It  does  explain  It  sad 
makes  It  perfectly  plain,  by  pointing 
oat,  sa  haa  already  been  said,  that  the 
Adam  maa  to  merely  the  falae.  material 
af  man.

false  belief,  so  that  nothing  re- 
mained ta  hla  rinnaal misuses  except  the 
spiritualised  thought,  ha  would  not  then 
aee  hla  fellow  man  as  material,  bet 
would  aee  him  for  what  he  really  la, 
namely,  the  perfect  aaarftnal  child  ef 
Ood.

If  theae  statements 
concerning  matter  be  true  It  will  be 
aeen  at  a  glance  that  they  will  explain 
many  phenomena  la  human  experience 
which  hitherto  have  been  unesplalnable. 
That  they  are  true  la  now  nettled  abao- 
-eutely  and  conclusively,  as  will  be  seen. 

Whan  Mra.  Kddy  first  made  the  dis- 
covery that  matter  in  every  form  has 
no  Intelligence,  life,  sensation,  or  sub- 
stance, but  la  merely  the  falsa  mental 
concept  of  the  material  or  carnal  mind, 
her  statements  were  net  accepted  aa 
true  by  physical  scientists.  They  de- 
clared that  matter  was  real  substance. 
They  asserted  that  every  object,  whe- 
ther it  be  skater,  a  flower,  a  reck  or  the 
human  body,  wea  composed  of  atoma 
brought  together  and  held  together  un- 
der varying  conditions.,  and  that  the 
atom  waa  material.  Hence,  they  aald, 
that  alnce  the  starting  point  of  matter 
waa  the  materiel  atom,  matter  must  of 
necessity  be  substance. 

Mrs.  Eddy  took  no  pains  to  defend 
her  statements  upon  the  subject.  She 
had  seen  the  truth  about  it.  and,  know- 
ing that  It  waa  the  truth,  she  waa  quite 
content  to  let  the  statement  of  her  dis- 
covery go  into  consclousnesa,  well  know- 
ing that  in  the  end  the  truth  would/ 
prevail.  It  la  moat  Interesting,  there- 
fore, to  observe  whet  haa  taken  place 
since  then..  Within. recant  years  a  phy- 
sical scientist  discovered  that  the  atom 
Is  not  the  starting  point  of  matter,  and 
that  the  atom  ia  Itself  composed  of  elec- 
trons. When  asked  to  state  the  nature 
and  character  of  the  electron,  he  said 
that  it  waa  energy,  whloh  Is  not  mate- 
rial substance.  8lnce  then  the  physicists 
have  come  out  frankly  and  fairly,  and  now 
aay  that  any  Inquiry  concerning  the  na- 
ture and  character  of  the  electron  should 
be  referred  to  the  metaphysician,  and 
that  the  whole  subject  belongs  to  the 
domeln  of  metaphysics  end  not  physics. 

The  far-reaching  effect  of  thla  la  at 
once  apparent,  for  it  frankly  admits 
that  the  starting  point  of  matter  is -not 
material,  hut  mental.  It  is  asserted 
that  every-  object  In  the  material  world 
starts  with  the  electron,  ead  they 
frankly  admit  that  the  electron  belongs 
to  the  metaphysical  and  not  to  the  phy- 
sical realm.  In  commenting  upon  thla 
matter  The  New  York  Times  haa  called 
attention,  In  e  leading  editorial,  to  .the 
fact  that  the  physical  scientists  have 
now  confirmed  the  statements  of  Chris- 
tian Science  concerning  matter,  and  It  ta 
true  that  physical  scientists  no  longer 
attack  Christian  Science  on  thla  point.

The  Importance  of  thla  cannot  be 
overestimated.  AH  sin,  di  ansae  and 
death  come  from  the  belief  of  life,  in- 
telligence, aensatton  and  substance  In 
matter.  If  It  be  true,  and '  It  now  seems 
to  be  settled,  that  there  la  no  life  In 
matter,  that  It  haa  no  sensation  or  In- 
telligence, and  is  not  substance,  then  It 
followa  that  all  material  theories  con- 
cerning dlaeaae,  and  the  method  of  solv- 
ing all  human  problems,  will  have  to 
be  changed  from.  a. material  to  a  spir- 
itual basis.  If  matter  Is  Itself  .merely 
a  thing  of  thought  objectified,  It  fol- 
lows that  disease  in  whatever  form,  is 
also  merely  the  objectlflcatlon  of  dis- 
eased beliefs  upon  the  human  body,  and 
that  such  beliefs  originate  In  the  carnal 
mind,  and  not  In  the  body,  but  are  mani- 
fested on  the  body  only  after  they  are 
formulated  In  the  material  or  carnal 
mind.  If  thla  be  true,  end  It  Is  true  be- 
yond ell  possible  queatlon.  It  then  fol- 
lowa that  the  correct  way  to  treat  dis- 
ease is  not  through  matter,  nor  by  giv- 
ing material  remedies  snd  drugs  to  the 
body,  but  by  destroying  the  Images  uf 
dlseaae  out  of  the  human  mind. 

Every  one  muat  aee  at  a  glance  that 
dlseaae  ia  not  Itself  an  entity.  It  has 
no  mind,  Intelligence,  volition  nor  pres- 
ence. Dlaeaae  la  neither  self-created  nor 
waa  It  created  by  Ood.  It  originates  In 
the  first  instance  in  the  carnal  human 
mind  in  the  form  pf  diseased  thought, 
and  Is  then  objectified  on  the  body  by 
the  material  beliefs  of  that  aeme  carnal 
mind.  Ths  true  wsy  to  cure  it,  there- 
fore, is  to  give  to  ths  human  mind 
something  that  will  neutralize  and  de- 
stroy the  dlaeaae  producing  qualltiea 
and  beliefs.  The  thing  that  does  thla  la 
the  Christ  Truth  which  Christian  Sci- 
ence brlnga  to  ths  human  mind,  and  in 
this  wsy  Christian  Science  haa  healed 
very  many  people  from  all  klnda  of  dis- 
eases.

Jeaua  knew  that  there  waa  no  sub- 
stance in  matter,  and  he  knew  it  eo 
perfectly  thet  he  walked  through  solid 
doors  and  walla.  He  knew  what  was 
true  about  matter,  namely,  that  It  Is 
only  the  manifested  belief  of  the  ma- 
terial, carnal  mind,  and  alnce  he  did  not 
have  that  material  mind,  matter  did  not 
appear  to  him  ae  substance.

terial throne,  and  that  Heaven  ta  a  ma- 
terial place.  All  of  the  works  of  Jeaua 
were  done  ta  opposition  to  material 
lawa  He  proved  that  the  law  of  Spirit 
ta  supreme  and  haa  power  to  ennui 
every  material  lew,  end  it  was  this 
knowledge  that  gave  him  power  to  walk 
on  the  water,  to  heal  the  atck  and  ralee. 
the  deed,  contrary  to  material  lawa. 

Christian  Science  eaka  thoss  who  be- 
lieve In  the  reality  and  power  of  ma- 
terial laws,  from  what  source  does  mat- 
ter derive  Ita  power  to  make  lawa? 
Since  matter  haa  neither  life,  intelli- 
gence nor  volition  how  can  It  make 
lawa?  Haa  Ood  abdicated  from  His' 
high  position  as  the  governor  of  the 
universe,  and  turned  over  to  insensible 
matter  ths  power  to  make  lawa  thet 
ahall  govern  and  deatroy  Hla  own  chil- 
dren? Manifestly  not.  This  theory  Is 
neither  rational.,  nor  probable.  Yet  the 
human  carnal  mind  la  ao  materiel  that 
people  go  right  on  blindly  believing  that 
materiel  lews  have  more  power  to  de- 
atroy them  than  God  haa  to  save  them. 
In  spite  of  wide  difference  of  belief  aa 
to  what  are  material  lawa,  when  once 
a  person  believes  something  to  be  a  ma- 
terial law  It  becomes  ao  important  in 
hlr  estimation  vM«t0. cause,  him  to  think 
that  Ood  Himaelf  muat  act  In  obedience 
to  it. 

What,  then,  la  the  truth  about  these 
so-called  material ' laws T  Christian  Sci- 
ence shows  that  God's  universe  1a  gov- 
erned- entirely  by  spiritual,  law,  and 
that  there  are  no  other  laws  in  reality. 
Material  lawa  are  nothing  more  nor  leaa 
then  material  beliefs  emanating  from 
the  material  or  carnal  mind,  which  ta 
opposed  to  Ood  and  Is  "enmity  agalnat 
God."  They  are  not  laws  at  all,  for 
when  they  are  examined  under  the  light 
of  Science,  they  are  found  to  be  only 
Jaws  of  material  belief,'  and  when  the 
belief  le  corrected  by  aplrltuai  tpath. 
that  which  appeared  to  be  material  tow 
disappears.  Whenever  a  person  believes 
e  thing  to  be  a  material  law  It  will  bind 
him  aa  long  aa  hie  belief  lasts.  Just  ths 
same  mm  If  It  were  a  real  law,  while 
others  who  do  not  believe  or  feer  tt  are 
not  governed  by  It.  The  only  power 
possessed  by  material  lews  Is  the  power 
that  cornea  from  erring  human  belief 
In  them.  If  every  person  in  the  world 
should  cease  believing  In  the  power  of 
material  lawa,  through  the  understand- 
ing of  their  falsity  end  of  the  suprema- 
cy of  the  laws  of  spirit,  as  Jesus  un- 
derstood, ell  material  lawa  would  dla- 
appear, and  hunjanlty  would  Instantly 
be  emancipated  from  the  suffering  ead 
death  which '  they  produce.  Sooner  or 
later  thla  understanding  must  come  to 
every  one.  Christian  Science  to  teach- 
ing and  helping  people  to  rise  above 
their  feere  aad  material  beliefs  by  giv- 
ing to  them  an  understanding  of  ths  om- 
nipotence of  Spirit;  ead,  sis  they  learn, , 
their   human   conditions   improve. 

The  belief  that  man  to  now  material, 
but  that  his  immortality  .  will  appear 
after  the  death  of  his  physical  body,  le 
rapidly  giving  place  to  a  better  under- 
standing. It  ta  beginning  to  become  tol- 
erably clear  to  many  people  that  death 
la  not  the  doorway  through  which  hu* 
man  •beings-  pess  from  a  material  state 
of  existence  Into  the  kingdom  ef 
Heaven. 

St.  Paul  taught  and  declared  that 
death  Is  an  enemy  that  can  and  will  be 
destroyed.  Enoch  got  rid  of  hla  physi- 
cal body  without  dying.  Elijah  did  tha 
aame.  Obviously  they  destroyed  end 
got  rid  of  every  material  aad  erroneous 
mental  quality.  This  evangelisation 
want  on  until  there  was  nothing  left  to 
their  consclousneas  bat  the  spiritualised 
thought.  They  brought  every  material 
thought  tote  obedience  to  Chrlat.  and 
when  the  lent  mortal  thought  had  thua 
been  conquered  aad  destroyed  there  waa 
nothing  of  the  carnal  mind  toft  In  their 
conaclouaneaa  to  throw  a  material  con- 
cept ever  them.  People  were  then  no 
longer  able  to  aee  them  aa  material  men.

Jesos  submitted  to  the  death  of  Hta 
body  on  the  cross  in  order  thet  he  might 
be  the  Way-shower.  He  had  already 
raised  from  the  deed,  Laaarus,  end  tha 
daughter  of  Jairus,  end  the  son  of  the 
widow  of  Naia,  bat  he  wanted  to  go 
further  and  prove  for  the  benefit  of 
mankind  that  death  la  not  a  divine 
necessity,  aad  that  tt  la  possible  for  oaa 
to  conquer  It  for  himself  through  hla 
own  understanding  of  the  law  of  Life. 
He  wanted  to  prove  that*  maa  to  now 
Immortal  and  that  hie  immortality  Is 
brought  to  light  not  by  the  death  of  the 
physical  body,  but  by  demonstrating  the 
power  of  Spirit.  He,  therefore,  resusci- 
tated hla  own  body,  after  tt  bad  been  to 
the  tomb  until  the  third  day.  Ha 
brought  It  beck  aad  exhibited  tt  to  hun- 
dreds of  people,  so  thet  there  might  not 
be  aay  question  or  dispute  about  It. 
Thereafter  he  get  rid  of  bto  body  pre- 
cisely aa  Enoch  aad  Elijah  had  done. 
He  thus  proved  the  omnipotence  of 
Spirit  and  Its  availability  to  meet  the 
last  sad  final  human  need.  He  proved 
that  Ood  la  Life,  end  that  man  Is  new 
immortal  and  oaa  never  die,  and  that 
even  the  belief  la  death,  that  exists  no- 
where except  to*  the  carnal  mind,  cgn 
be  destroyed  by  the  Christ  Truth  which 
he  taught. 


Do  you  think  It  la  arrogating  toe 
much  for  us  te  claim  that  we  are  now 
tha  children  ef  Ood?

House  instructs  its  Conferees 
to  Agree  to  Senate  Amend- 
ment—Now in  Hands  of, 
President  Wilson. 


WASHINGTON  May  12.— By  g>  vote 
of  219  to  17S  the  House  today,  after  a 
stormy  debate,  voted  to  Instruct  ita 
conferees  on  the  army  blU  to  reatore 
the  Senate  amendment  to  permit  Col. 
Roosevelt  to  lent  a  dlvlalon  to  Franc*. 

The  House  vote  had  a  double  sig- 
nificance, indicating:  that  the  hard- 
fought  amendment  will  stay  In  tho 
hill,  because  the  House  directed  tho 
conferees  to  accept  the  provision  ex- 
actly as  voted  In  by  tho  Senate.  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  It  carried  by  a 
heavy  majority  in  the  Senate,  includ- 
ing; Democrats,  there  seemed  no  doubt 
«bat  It  would  become  part  of  the  new 
law. 

It  Is  by  no  means  certain,  however, 
that  Col.  Roosevelt  will  lead  hie  divi- 
sion to  France  under  Ita  terme,  be- 
'  cause  the  amendment  doeg  not  direct 
the  President  to  accept  the  tlvUlon, 
merely  authorizing  Mm  to  do  eo.  All 
the  weight  of  the  Presidents  expert 
advloa  te  against  it.

There  la  Monro,  thick-set.  stout- 
hearted, amaalngly.  Indomitably  cheer. 
Xttl  In  ail  circumstances;  Plumer,  tena- 
cious no  a  bull-dog,  With  a  fine  aenae  oi 
humor  flashing  at  you  out  ot  his  eye*; 
Rawllnson,  tall,  debonair,  slightly  lack- 
adaisical. JrlfSly  Intuitive;  dough, 
bright-eyed,  vivacious,  keen  as  a  Toledo 
blade;  Cavan,  stocky  In  build.  indefa- 
tlgaWy  energetic;  his  personal  cour- 
age equalled  only  by  hia  unfailing  op- 
timism—the  mind  passes  them  over  in 
review  until  it  rests  on  the  figure  Ot 
"The  Chief,"  tne  keystone  of  the  Whole 
fabric  ot  our  armies  In  France  and  Bel* 
glum,  in  whom  may  be  amid  to  he  united 
gil  the  different  characteristics  of  oar 
generals,  in  that  ha  hag  had  the  dis- 
crimination to  recognize  the  varying 
qualities  which  at  each  for  hie  appointee 
-taw. 

In  •  few  sentences  Lord  Northcllffe. 
In  bis  book  ''At  the  War,"  hah  penned  a 
lightning  sketch  ot  Sir  Douglas  Hairs 
pergonal  appearance.  "Ltthound  alert," 
He  writes,  "Blr  Douglas  la  known  for 
his  distinguished  bearing  and  good 
looks.  He  has  blue  eyes  and  an  un- 
usual facial  angle,  delicately  chiselled 
features,  dnd  a  chin  to  be  reckoned  with. 
There  is  *  characteristic  movement  Ot 
the  hands  When  explaining  things." 

"The  unusual  facial  angle"  la  proba- 
bly due  to  the  broadness  ot  the  Field. 
Marshal's  face  and  the  forward  thrust 
of  his  finely  proportioned  head.  Mas- 
sively built,  four-square  to  ail  the  Winds 
that  blow,  the  galea  Of  adversity  end 
the  fair  brasses  ot  success  alike,  sir 
Douglas  Half  carries  his  head  erect 
With  a  suggestion  of  aggressiveness  In 
its'  forward  thrust,  rather  like  a  boxer 
when  he  squares  up  in  the  ring.  Below 
an  unusually  broad,  intelligent  fore- 
bead,  a  well-chiselled  nose  stands  out, 
Whllb  the  suggestion  of  aggressiveness 
is  further*  seen  in  the  Arm.  well-defined 
ohln— the  chin  of  a  fighter. 

I  have  left  the  eyes  to  the  Inst  be- 
cause there  is  more  to  be  said  about 
them  than  about  any  feature  of  the 
Field  Marshals  face.  Large  and  lu- 
minous, one  feels  that  they  are  some- 
how In  contradiction  to  his  other  fea- 
tures. For  they  are  the  eyes  of  a 
thinker— -one  might  almost  any  of  an 
idealist.  Casements  ot  the  sOul,  as  wa 
ore  told  the  eyes  are,  the  eyea  of  thla 
fighting  Briton  give  even  the  most  su- 
perficial visitor  n  glimpse  Into  the 
depths  of  character  underlying  the  Arm, 
direct  and  virile  exterior.

Half  Is  a  real  professional  soldier.  All 
his  life  he  had  made  his  profession  his 
principal  care  from  those  early  days 
yhen  ho  was  a  subaltern  In  the  Seventh 
Hussars,  when  life  in  a  crack  cavalry 
regiment  wee  one  long  doles  far  nlente. 
It  la  characteristic  ot  the  man  that,  on 
obtaining  six  months'  furlough  after  a 
Jong  term  of  aervlce  in  India,  in  HIS,  he 
spent  hla  leave  In  Germany  acquiring 
all  the  Information  he  could  about  the 
German  army.

Sir  Douglas  Haig  waa  ana  of  the  few 
men  id  this  country  who  recognised  the 
Imminence  of  the  German  peril.  In 
command  at  Aldershot,  he  waa  com- 
pelled to  be  a  despairing  wltnens  while 
our  amateur  strategists  aestfuliy"hbeese- 
pared  at  the  army  estimates,  multiply- 
ing a  hundredfold,  lh  consequence,  the 
work  that  had  id  be  done  When  the  blow 
fell  lh  August.  1914. 

The  Field  Marshal  went  out  with  "the 
ohl  oontempUbloo"  in  command  of  the 
First  Army  Corps,  and  Was  called  upon 
almost  immediately  to  live  proof  of  his 
skill  in  extricating  troops  from  Mons  at 
the  outset  of  the  retreat  From  that 
time  on  the  Very  heaviest  fighting  of 
the  war  Was  to  be  his  lot;  the  retreat 
from  Mons,  the  adyanee  from  the  Marne. 
the  battle  of  the  Alsne,  the  great  swing 
round  to  the  north  which  culminated  In 
the  first  battle  ot  Tpres,  and  the  Win- 
ter fighting  between  Armenfterod  and 
La  Bassee,  when  the.  Indian  troops  were 
so  sorely  tried,  when,  with  the  ex- 
pansion of  oar  army,  the  First  and  Sec- 
ond Armies  wore  -formed,  Sir  Douglas 
Haig  was  given  command  of  the  First 
Army,  and  was  In  charge  of  the  opera- 
tions against  Neuve  Chapelle,  and  Inter 
against  the  Fromollee  Ridge,  In  which 
we  wore  robbed  of  success  by  the  short- 
age ot  shells. 

It  Is  ante  to  aay  that  Blr  Douglas 
Half  learnt  the  secret  of  his  subsequent 
groat  triumphs  on  tbo  Somme  In  those 
gallant  but  fruitless  attacks  between 
March  and  June*  1915.  I  When,  in  De- 
cember, 1»16,  Sir  John  French  Was  given 
commend  of  the  forces  at  home,  and 
his  loyal  comrade-in-arms  and  friend 
succeeded  him  in  the  supreme  com- 
mand Of  our  troops  in  France,  Sir  Doug- 
las Haig,  profiting  by  the  lessons  of  the 
past  resolutely  held  his  hand,  despite 
pressure  from  home,  until  he  felt  that 
he  bad  the  supplies  of  shells  needful  to 
smash  the  enemy  On  the  Somme,  When 
the  hour  struck,  in  the  dawn  of-  that 
glorious  July  1,  the  character  of  the 
man  showed  Itself.  In  the  opening 
stages  of  the  battle  there  were  losses 
In  parts  hf  the  attacking  line  Which, 
with  no  concrete  gains  to  show,  were 
heavy  enough  to  daunt  the  etoutest 
heart.  But  the  "Fife*"  held  on,  confi- 
dent in  himself  and  even  more  confident 
in  the  men  whom  he  Waa  adamantly  re- 
solved to  lead  to  victory. 

Four  Bnttlo  wUsansos 

Here  are  four  little  glimpses  of  Haig 
at  work.  The  first  glimpse  shows  us 
the  Menln  road,  running  out  of  Ypres 
past  the  pretty  little  Bummer  chateau 
of  Hooge,  all  rent  and  riven  with  shells. 
The  hour  la  two  o'clock  on  the  after- 
noon of  October  fl,  lilt:  the  Germans 
have  captured  Oheluvelt  and  punched  a 
hole  in  the  lino  ot  the  First  Division; 
every  man  available,  down  to  the  very 
ceoka  and  servants,  haa  boon  flung  into 
the  line  to  avert  irretrievable  disaster. 
Suddenly  along  the  Menln  road  Sir 
Douglas  Halt  comes  riding,  superbly 
mounted  as  ho  always  Is,  beautifully 
spruce  with  brilliantly  burnished  field 
boots,  behind  him  his  escort  of  the 
Death  or  Olory  boys.  To  the  men. 
pushed  to  the  breaking  point  of  their 
strength,  the  apparition  of  that  calm, 
debonair  figure,  firm  and  resolute,  was 
n  gift  of  fresh  confidence  to  hold  out 

Now  we  are  close  up  behind  the  lines 
during  tne  battle  of  Loose.  The  air 
shakes  to  the  roar  of  the  guns,  and 
down  the  road  come  marching  in  their 
fours    the    remnants    Of   0   battalion   of 

Cameron  Highlanders  fresh  out  of  ac- 
tion. In  the  gateway  ot  an  old  French 
chateau  Sir  Douglas  Half  Is  standlfc» 
in  the  sunshine  talking  to  Sir  John 
French,  who  la  mounted.  They  are 
alone,  save  for  n  trooper  a  doaen  yarda 
away  bearing  on  his  lanoe  tha  Union 
Jack  pennant  ot  the  Oomkaander-ln- 
Chlef.  The  fight  had  reached  a  critical 
stage,  but  Haig,  like  hln  eblof,  la  cool 
and  smiling  no  over. 

Host  wo  ore  on  the  Somme  battlefield* 
on  a  Summer  evening,  outside  n  village 
lying  on  the  high  road  into  the  battle. 
Oh  n  sweep  of  open  hillside  betwoe.. 
vast  horse  lines  stretching  a  Way  to  the 
horleen.  a  sturdy  figure  gallops  eh  a 
splendid  horse,  a  slim  A.D.C.  at  hla  aide, 
a  trooper  with  the  Union  Jack  pennant 
cantering  behind.  "  'Duggte'  bavin*  a 
look  round!"  says  n  groom  watering''  a 
horse  at  a  canvas  trough.  "Ay.  he's  a 
rare  ona  on  n  homer  soya  his  abshrdda, 
looking  after  the  galloping  figure.  For. 
cavalryman  aa  no  la,  the  Field  Marshal 
alwayn  uses  a  horse  in  prefer  shot  te 
a  car.  and  oooa  that  It  to  a  good  hd/se 
too. 

Lastly,  let  me  quota  Lord  Northcllffe 
again: 

"Whan  history  retatea  the  story  of 
the  great  battles  9t  aha  Sesame  H  wiji 
tall  Sow  Sir  Douglas  Haig  and  hln  abaft 
hnd  their  headquarters  la  n  modest 
dwelling,  port  of  which  was  still  occu- 
pied by  the  family  who  owned  it.  Thus  It 
is  that  the  v  sloot  of  a  festal  an  rwomdng 
up  ami  down  the  ssrHSors  mingle  wftt 
the  eieseless  murmur  off  the  guns  and 
tka  work  off  tbo  surocot  mtie  timpani 
Off  Ston  whose  labors  are  never  out  of 
the  thought*  of  their  oouatrymen 
throughout  the  Kmplro."

Few  men  knew  as  much  of  occur- 
rences of  ore  deposits  and  localities  ot 
mineral  claims  in  the  Coast  districts  ot 
British  Columbia  as  Mr.  W.  M.  Brewer, 
Of  Victoria,  Who  during  several  succes- 
sive field  seasons  haa  been  employed 
by  the  Provincial  Department  ot  Mines 
to  investigate  and  report  Oh  mining 
conditions  and  progress  in  various  parts 
ot  the  Province.  Last  season  ho  gave 
most  of  hife  time  and  attention  to 
occurrences  of  iron  ore  In  the  Coast 
district,  dhd,  ds  briefly  mentioned  la 
The  Colonist  about  two  Weeks  ago,  he 
recently  completed  n  report,  since  pub- 
lished ay  the  department  under  the 
title  off  * 

Xroa-Ors   Deposits   off   Vancouver   and 
TOxada    Zalaads. 

The  following  eteerptg  from  Mr. 
Brewer's  report  give  n  general  review 
Of  his  subject.  In  his  Introductory  ob- 
servations, which  are  followed  by  in- 
formation under  various  subheads,  aa  In 
the  report  from  which  thess  are  re- 
printed, Mr.  Brewer  says: 

The  examinations  made  by  the  writer 
during  the  past  season  wore  undertaken 
principally  tor  the  purpose  Of  bringing 
the  Information  regarding  the  iron  ores 
already  in  the  possession  off  the  Bureau 
of  Mines  up  to- date.  During  the  past 
Summer  the  writer  was  heavily  handi- 
capped, owing  to  the  fact  that  because 
there  has  been  no  movement  to  create 
a  demand  for  either  Iron-ore  mines  or 
the  ore,  the  prospectors  andmther  own- 
ers of  deposits  that  hnd  been  staked 
several  years  ago,  had  suspended  de- 
velopment work  after  having  acquired 
Crown  grants  for  their  claims.  Owing 
to  this  fast  the  trails  to  the  workings 
and  outcropplngs  hare  been  neglected ; 
the  underbrueh,  devlia-club,  huckle- 
berry salmon-b&rry.  and>  salal  bushes 
have  reached  such  grsat  growth  that 
the  old  tratla  were  moatly  found  to  be 
impassable,  dumps  of  ore,  aa  well  as 
outcropplngs,  wsre  covered  up,  and  the 
entrances  to  tunnels  were  only  found 
with  great  difficulty;  consequently,  con- 
siderably more  time  waa  occupied  In 
making  the  examinations  than  otherwise 
would  have  been  the  case.  In  addition 
to  such  difficulties,  the  absence  of  the 
owners  from  most  off  the  properties  ex- 
amined often  presented  eueh  an  ob- 
stacle aa  to  seriously  impede  the  work 
of  examination.

At  that  time  the  Sdrt  Francisco  firm 
owned,  In  addition  to  the  mines  and 
blast-furnace,  a  fleet  of  steamsrs  that 
piled  between  Puget  Sound  ports  and  j 
San  Francisco,  also  ths  manufacturing 
plant  in  San  Francisco  now  owned  by 
ths  Union  iron  Works  Company.  Some 
years  later  all  ot  these  interests  except 
the  iron-ore  mines  were  sold,  but  the 
last-named  property  wag,  and  still  la. 
retained  by  the  original  purchasers. 

Until  about  1117  considerable  pros- 
pecting and  some  development  work 
Waa  done  In  Various  portions  ot  Van- 
couver Island  and  at  a  few  points  oh 
the  mainland  of  British  Columbia  by 
various  prospectors  and  companies  In 
searching  for  othsr  deposits  of  iron  ore, 
but  since  then  the  interest  has  waned 
until  the  present  time. 
'  The  most  serious  efforts  to  develop 
the  iron  Industry  on  this  portion  of  the 
Coast  and  utilise  British  Columbia  ors 
were  made  by  ths  lata  Homer  Swaney, 
who  Was  unfortunately  drowned  about 
1904  In  the  wreck  of  the  a  team  ship 
Clallam,  when  he  had  practically  car- 
ried his  negotlatfona  to  the  point  where 
he  was  promised  the  necessary  financial 
assistance  to  attempt  to  plane  the  In- 
dustry ot  iron  and  steel  making  on  a 
commercial  basis. 

After  the  death  of  Mr.  SWaney  other 
attempts  were  made  to  establish  ths 
Industry  by  using  iron  ore  from  Vancou- 
ver Island  and  smelting  It  lh  the  Stats 
of  Washington;  the  most  notable  by 
the  Irondale  Iron  and  Steel  Company, 
which  resulted  In  failure  principally 
owing  to  commercial  reasons. 

No  blast-furnace  haa  yet  been  built 
la  British  Columbia,  although  the  ad- 
visability ot  doing  so  haa  been  very 
freely  discussed. 


Considered  geographically  the  oc- 
currence ot  deposits  of  Iron  ore  are 
found  to  occupy  positions,  so  far  as 
the  west  coast  of  Vancouver  Island  is 
concerned,  either  immediately  along  the 
coast-line    or    a    short    distance     back. 

usually  net  exceeding  about  ten  miles. 
The  deposits  already  known  are  found 
along  an  almost  straight  line  in  a 
north-west  direction,  cenfiftrmlng  very 
closely  with  the  general  dine  Of  con- 
tact of  the  sedimentary  deposits  on  the 
weat  with  tha  general  igneous  batho- 
nth  of  the  Interior  of  the  island.  The 
moot  southerly  deposit  ,1s  situated  al- 
most directly  on  the  coast-line  south 
of  the  entrance  to  Sooke  harbor,  about 
thirty  miles  by  nute-road  wast  from 
the  city  of  Victoria.

The  next  occurrence  of  iron  ore  le 
near  the  head  of  Kennedy  Lake,  and* 
only  about  twelve  miles  in  an  air-une 
north-west  from  the  head  of  Henderson 
Lake.  To  reach  Kennedy  Lake  It  is 
necessary,  with  ths  present  facilities,  to 
trove!  by  steamer  te  Cleyoouot  Sound, 
about  twenty-five  miles  north-west 
from  Berkley  Sound:  thence  by  launch 
up  Torino  Inlet  an  arm  of  the  Bound, 
to  the  mouth  of  Kennedy  River,  and 
up  that  river  Into  the  lake,  which  is 
about  twelve  miles  in  length,  te  a  point 
near  the  head,  from  which  a  trail  has 
been  built  about  three  miles  in  length 
to  the  iron-ore  deposits  Id  the  vicinity 
ot  Mount  Maltland. 

The  next  deposits  of  magnetite  oc- 
cur near  the  eastern  and  western  shores 
of  HesQUlat  Lake,  at  the  head  of  Hee- 
quiat  Harbor,  situated  about  forty-eight 
miles  In  an  air-line  and  north-westerly 
direction  from  Kennedy  Lake.  Hes- 
qutat  Harbor  Is  reached  by  mall  steamer 
from  Victoria  twice  each  month  under 
the  present  schedule. 

From  the  last-mentioned  '  location  to 
the  next  known  deposits  of  iron  ore  is 
a  distance  in  a  north-west  direction,  in 
an  air-line,  of  about  twenty-tour  miles, 
as  they  are  located  at  the  head  of  Head 
Bay,  on  the  Tlupaaa  arm  Of  Nohtka 
Sound.  To  reach  that  point  it  is  neces- 
sary to  travel  by  steamer  to  the  Indian 
village  of  Nootka,  on  Friendly  Cove, 
and  take  launch  from  there  to  the  head 
of  Head  Bay,  a  distance  of  about  twen- 
ty miles,  from  which  point  there  la  a 
trail  to  the  deposits,  about  one  mile 
and  *  half  in  length. 

The  last  mentioned  Is  ths  most  nor- 
therly deposit  of  magnetite  on  Vancou- 
ver Island,  so  far  aa  at  present  known. 
There  are  deposits  of  bog-ore  near  the 
shore  on  the  West  arm  ot  Quatalno 
Sound.  i 

There  are  two  routes  to  Quatalno 
Sound;  one  being  by  steamer  from  Vic- 
toria to  Quatalno  Landing,  and  by 
launch  to  the  WsSt  arm,  n  distance  of 
about  ten  miles:  the  other  route  being 
by  steamer  from  Vancouver  dp  the 
east  coast  of  Vancouver  Island  to  Hardy 
Bay,  thence  by  trail  across  ths  Island, 
a  distance  of  about,  ten  miles,  to  Coal 
Harbor,  on  the  West  arm  of  the>ound. 
distant  about  two  miles  from  the  iron- 
ore  deposits.  On  the  east  side  of 
Vancouver  Island  deposits  of  Iron  ore 
so  far  have  only  been  found  in  two 
localities:  ons  on  the  Upper  Qulnsam 
Lake,  the  other  on  the  Klaauch.  River. 

Upper  Qulnsam  Lake  Is  situated  about 
eighteen  miles,  in  an  nlr-llne,  from 
the  village  known  aa  Campbell-River, 
in  n  iouth-westerly  direction,  but  by 
trail  the  distance  la  about  twenty-flve 
miles.  The  lake  la  the  source  of  the 
Qulnsam  River,  which  le  a  tributary  ot 
the  Campbell  River,  that  flows  Into  ths 
Strait  Of  Oeorgla,  nearly  opposite  to 
Capo  Madge,  the  south  end  off  Quadra 
Island,  distant  about  1ft  miles  in  a 
north-westerly  direction  from  the  city 
of  Vancouver.  The  occurrences  of  Iron 
ore  ore  reached  by  etoamer  from  Van- 
couver to  Campbell  River  Landing; 
thence  by  auto  or  wagon  along  the' 
Strathcona  Park  highway  seventeen 
miles  to-  Gooseneck  Lake,  where  the 
main  highway  la  left  and  a  pack-trail 
followed  for  n  distance  of  about  five 
miles  in  a  south-westerly  direction  to 
the  north  end  of  the  Upper  Qwtnsam 
Lake:  hero  n  canoe  Is  used  to  the  south 
end  off  the  lake,  from  which  point  a 
trail  has  boon  built  for  n  distance  off 
about  half  a  mile  to  the  mining  camp.

Wat  both  the 
sou  thorn  and  northern  ends  are  sub- 
Orerged.  th*  suhnrerged  northern  end 
forma  tha  sound  region  gaafithWit  Van- 
couver lalnnd  and-  th*  Queen  Charlotte 
Islands  from  ta*  mainland,  th*  down- 
fold  lo  flanked  on  either  dido  by  groat 
mountain  ranges.  Those  oh  the  east 
side  are  the  Sierra  Nevada  ot  California. 
the  Cascade  Rahgo  off  Oregon  and  Wash- 
ington, and 'the  Coast  Range  ot  Brltiah 
Columbia;  those  Wa  th*  west  are  ths 
Const  Range  of  California,  the  Klam- 
ath Mountains  of  Oregon,  the  Olympic 
Mountains  off  Wnahlngton,  the  Van- 
couver Rang*  and  the  low  range  ot 
Queen  Charlotte  Islands.  The  mat  two 
ranges  have  boon  grouped  by  Dawson 
and  designated  the  Vancouver  system. 
The  Vancouver  Range  constituted  vir- 
tually the  entire  Island,  which  Is  190 
miles  long  and  fifty  to'  eighty  miles 
wide,  the  total  area  being  about  10,000 
square  miles. 

"The  Tertiary  erosion  surface,  ths 
general  outlines  ot  Which  ure  now  pre- 
served on  the  upland  bf  Vancouver  is- 
land, hnd  reached  before  uplift  a  stage 
varying  from  late  maturity  to  old  age. 
It  waa  peneplanod  In  the  southern  part 
where  a  few  rounded,  monadnock-llko 
hills  remained  a  few  hundred  feet  above 
the  general  level.  In  the  central  re-

The  elevation  of  the  Tertiary 
peneplane  la  at  present  leee  than  1,600 
feet  near  the  Southern  coast,  but  in- 
creases rapidly  to  t.ooo  feet,  and  then 
Increased  more  slowly  until  the  gone- 
plane  merges  into  th*  More  rolling  and 
mountainous  country  which,  no  men* 
Honed  above,  la  characteristic  off  the 
central  part  off  the  Island." 

Ths  topography  of  the  northern  por- 
tion off  Vancouver  Island  la  a  continu- 
ation of  the  rolling  and  mountainous 
country  described  by  Clapp  as  character- 
'tic  of  the  central  portion,  but  towards 
the  extreme  north  end  the  elevations 
of  the  mountain  ranges  decrease,  the 
valleys  become  more  extensive,  and  the 
peneplanod  surface  gradually  loses  ele- 
vation, until  It  la  aubmerged  Into  the 
Sound  region  mentioned  by  Clapp  ad 
separating  Vancouver  Island  from  the 
Queen   Charlotte  lalands.  a 

Ths  deposits  of  iron  ors  usually  occupy 
positions  in  the  mountain  ranges  at 
elevations  varying  from  searlevel,  aa  la 
the  case  In  the  south  end  ot  the  Island, 
to  nearly  0,000  foot  above  sea-level  tn 
the  central  aad  northern  portions,  ex- 
cept at  Quatalno  Sound,  where  the  bog- 
ore  deposits  occur  near  sea-level. 

The  topography  off  the  north-western 
portion  of  Texada  island,  where  the 
Iron-ore  deposits  occur,  le  characterised 
by  round-topped,  often  cliff-bordered 
hills  end  ridges,  not  exceeding  1.000 
feet  In  elevation,  and  separated  by  low- 
lying  areas.  The  slopes  of  the  hills  ore 
quite  steep  and  the  shore-lines  bold  and 
rocky,  so  that  nemo  difficulty  lo  found 
In  locating  a  desirable  wharf -site;  Gil- 
lies Bay  te  the  only  shelter  on  ths  west 
coast  of  the  island,  and  no  that  la  lo- 
cated about  throe  miles  south  from  the 
Iron-mines,  It  has  never  boon  considered 
a  convenient  or  desirable  location  for  * 
shipping  point  « 


The  geological  conditions  that  aur- 
round  the  occurrences  ot  Iron  or*  aa 
Vancouver  and  Texada  Islands  are  very 
similar.  In  both  districts  the  magne- 
tite deposits  occur  at  or  near  the  con- 
tacts between  igneous  rocks  and  crys- 
talline limestone.  These  rocks  or*  rb* 
ferred  to  by  the  late  Dr.  O.  M.  Dawson 
as  ths  Vancouver  series  of  Triagst  age 
and  include  not  only  the  entire  mesh  ot 
volcanic  materials  which  unconform- 
ably  underlie  the  Cretaceous,  but  also 
the  Interbedded  limestones  nag  flaggy 
argilllteo  and  qusrtxltes. 

By  Chas.  H.  Clapp  the  same  roofed  are 
referred  to  as  tha  Vancouver  group, 
which  ho  ha*  mapped  and  subdivided  ae 
follows:

R.  O.  MoConnell,  la  Memoir  No.  II,

Today  I  have  covered   by  motor  car 
or  on  foot  a  wide  range  of  countndtln 
the  Bapaume  area,  through  one  continu- 
ous    wilderness     of     utter     desolation. 
Among    other    things    we    climbed    the 
Butte   do    Warlencourt    and    looked    out 
on  a  landscape  which  surety  can  have 
no  parallel  in  the  world.     The  Butte  It- 
self, as  we  use*  to  see  it  through  glasses 
last   Summer,   was  then  a  symmetrical 
tumulus     of    green,     smooth-elded     and 
tempting    to    the   eye     As    the    battle 
wore  on,  we  saw   the  green 'change  to 
brown  aa  our  guns  broke  through   the 
turf;     and   then    whit*   spots   began    to 
appear    la    the    brown    itself,    showing 
wliero  we  had  shattered  the  outererust 
so    that    the    Inner    limestone    peered 
through.     Now  it  Is  all  white.    Nor  is  it 
any  longer  symmetrical  "and  smooth  and 
tempting;    but  It  Is  beaten  and  battered 
out  of  shape  till  It  looks  like  acme  huge 
lump  of  dough  kneaded  by  clumsy  fin- 
gers.    Tho  whole  surface  1*  so  ploughed 
and  sift*  that  nowdhere  la  there  a  yard 
of  stable  footing,  hut  It'  is  all  crumpled 
up,  like  a  plum  pudding  mixture  before 
It    Is    boiled,   and    your,  feet  slid*    and 
slither  la  It  as  you  climb.  ■ 

Qkt  the  top  of  the  dreadful  pile  stands 
now  a  monument  to  the  officers,  non- 
commissioned officers  and  men  of  th*

memorials  to  all  the  other  troop*  who 
took  part  In  th*  desperate  fighting  her*. 
Standing  beside  the  cross,  on*  has  a 
vlsw  over  a  wide  range  of  country  and 
can  see  only  too  clearly  how  complete-

Bapaume  Itself  is  a  heart-breaking 
■ight,  and  one  to  fill  one  with  new  rage 
at  the  German  brutality.  I  spent,  per- 
haps, an  hour  conscientiously  search- 
ing the  town  for  one  house  which  was 
undestroyed;  and  did  not  find  it.  There 
is  not  one.  And  It  must  be  remem- 
bered that  this  was  no  general  con- 
flagration, but  the  wilful,  deliberate, 
and  systematic  burning  of  each  indivi- 
dual structure.  Wo  know  how  It  was 
done;  because  the  refugees  from  various 
villages  have  told  us;  and  In  Septem- 
ber, 1914,  I  was  In  Termonde  a  few 
days  after  Its  first  burning  and  before 
the  second  outrage  which  completed  the 
destruction  of  tho  place.     Tho  methods 


treet  all  the  poor  utensils  and  furnish- 
ings   of    the   home    which    thoy    knew, 
while  the  women  folk  wept,  and   then 
L  they,  had.  to- put    the    building -to— the 
torch. 

The  aamo  things  one  hears  from 
many  places,  and  the  tame  truths  ap- 
pear in  tnany  lights.  But  never  does 
ono  hoar  good  words  of  tbo  German 
officers.  It  was  the  individual  German 
officers,  apart  from  official  orders,  who 
did  the  looting  of  all  things  of  real 
value  from  the  better  houses;  and  It 
was  the  officers  who  took  away  the 
girle  as  "servants."  Many  of  these 
girls  were  m  their  early  teens,  and 
some  were  of  gentle  families,  the 
daughters  of  persons  of  the 
middle '  class,  and  of  means. 

Soaks  of  villages 
No    less    terrible    than    Bapaume    are 
the  lesser     places,     such     as  Blhucourt. 
Achlet-le-Grand  and     le-Petit,     Le  Sars. 
and    Miraumont.      Each   one   is    but   the 
husk  of  a  village,  the  site  where  a  vll- 
lage    whs.      Carlylo    somewhere    speaks 
of    the    absurdity    of   a    grain    of    corn 
which    had   already     been     ground   and 
bolted  trying  to  Individualize  Itself  by 
a  special  narrative.     So  with  these  vil- 
lagea     There  is  nothing  to  be  said  of 
one  which  does  not  apply  to  all.     Some, 
of  course,  were  already  beaten  to  noth. 
lngness  as  a  mere  accident  of  the  war, 
by  shell  fire  during  the  struggle  which 
went  on  for  their  possession;    but   the 
saddest    sight    Is    of    those    where    the 
blackened  walls  still  stand  of  the  cot- 
tages which  were  Intact  until  they  were 


man  sepulchres  with  new  names  carved 
on  them.  In  the  middle  is  a  massive 
and  pompous  memorial  to  120  German 
soldiers  who  fell  bore  in  1914.  UnT 
doubtedly  old  graves  must  have  been  re- 
moved to  make  way  for  It. 

The  latest  grave  in  the  place  is  Eng- 
lish, neatly  made  and  well  traded,  the 
grave  of  Major  Francis  A.  Lupton.  of 
the  West  Torks,  who  died  on  February 
19,  1917.  That  was,  of  course,  before 
we  were  In  possession  of  Miraumont: 
but  from  the  lines  before  It.  Major 
Lupton,  on  the  night  In  Question,  went 
out  on  a  reconnaissance  and -never  re- 
turned, it  was  not  until  the  village 
fell  into  our  hands  that  the  body  was 
found  and  given  reverent  burial.

Capt.  J.  w.  Whltelsy  has  Just  f- 
Isivsd  Um  following  account  ef  torn 
torpedoing  of  the  Harrison  lla«r 
Huntsman  off  the  coaat  of  Portugal 
Da  Hunday,  February  ST.  It  will  bo 
read  with  ■  great  deal  of  Interest,  as 
it  woo  written  by  Wm.  Rowberry.  the 
second  oflleer,  to  his  mother.  Mrs.  Row- 
berry,  the  Frbome,  Mordlrord.  former- 
ly of  Hereford,  who  has  two  other  son* 
serving  with  the  Canadians,  one  hav- 
ing just  hOea  promoted  lieutenant  oo 
the  field. 

The  Huntsmen  has  boon  on  this 
Coaat  many  times,  and  all  uf  the  onV 
j  com  aro  very  'well  known  herf.  Mr. 
Ilalllday,  son  of  the  In41aa  agent  at 
Alert  Bay,  and  now  fourth  officer  on 
tho  C.P.O.S.  liner  Kmpress  of  Hussla, 
■  Waa  serving  on  tho  vessel  shortly*  be- 
fore aha  waa  sunk." 

"Wo  had  a  very  narrow  escape," 
writes  Mr.  Rowberry.  "The  tweedo 
t  hit  tho  ship  at  4:45  a.m.  on  Sunday, 
February  27.  It  was  pitch  dark  at 
the  tlmo,  and  wo  were  134  miles  from 
tho  nearest  land.'  Tho  explosion  waft 
terrific.  .  It  blaw  the  fore  end  of  the 
Ship's  bottom  clean  off.  There  wet)  a 
panic  among  the  Lascars,  who  rushed 
tho  boats.  I  managed  to  got  my  boat 
joaaaly  into  the  water  and  out  adrift. 
Then  the  third  officer's  boat  swamped 
Sn  tho  aaa  and  I  managed  to  got  thorn 

(II  Into  my 'boat.  Only  two  Lascars 
ere  drowned.  I  had  now  44  Lascars 
end  five  Europeans  in  tho  boat,  and 
the  ship  was  rapidly  sinking  and 
drawing  tnr  "With  her.  dlow  wo 
reeded  in  pulling  clear  Ood  only 
knows.  Tho  Lascars  lay  in  tba  hot* 
torn  of  tho  boat  helpless.  Tho  third 
mate,  second  engineer  and  mycclf  fot 
two  oars  out  and  pulled  for  our  lives. 
(Wo  oyon  drifted  over  tho  sinking  foro 
part  of-  the  ship,  but  eventually  pulled 
clear  In  time  to  sea  tho  good  old  ship 
go  down  on  end,  it  waa  a  sight  Z 
shall  never  forget.  Then  I  found  we 
worg  in  a  terrible  plight.  ..Forty-nine 
In  a  boat  certified  to  carry  only  II, 
and  a  big  swell  rolling  along.  We  had 
two  buckets  aboard,  so  wo  pushod  tho 
coolies  out  of  the  way  and  baled  for 
our  lives  to  hoop  tho  boat  afloat.  When 
day  dawned  I  nearly  lost  bops.  The 
pea  was  increasing,  and  we  were  bo* 
finning  to  got  exhausted,  and  tho  Las- 
cars refused  to  assist  in  any  way,  and 
lay  In  a  heap  praying  to  Allah. 

"Jfst  after  dawn  I  saw  a  steamer, 
and  after  watohing  hsr  for  a  hit  I 
found  sho  was  coming  towards  us.  so 
I  called  the  others'  attention  to  her. 
We  therefore  redoubled  our  efforts  to 
keep  afloat  and  managed  to  hoist  an 
oar  with  a  shirt  on  ft  to  attract  their 
attention.  They  saw  the  chief  mate's 
boat  first.  His  beat  was  under  con- 
trol, ao  bo  burned  red  lights  and 
pulled  towards  them.  It  seemed  an 
eternity  to  us  while  the  sMp'men- 
oeuvred  to  pick  them  up.  Then  they 
steamed  on  to  pick  us  up.  It  wag  the 
R.M.H.  Anselm.  of  the  Booth  line. 
When  they  saw  our  plight  they  man- 
oeuvred to  windward  and  drifted  down 
to  us.  and  between  the  three  of  us  wo 
managed  to  pull  the  boat  into  her  lee, 
and  dot  alongside;  after  a  terrible 
struggle  wo  got  oil  the  men  out  of  our 
boat,  than  got  up  ourselves,  absolutely 
exhausted. 

•.But  we  hed  fallen  aVnong  good 
friend*  who  did  ell  in  their  power  for 
us.  Dr.  Armstrong,  the  ship's  doctor, 
and  Nurse  Armstrong  could  not  do 
enough  for  us.  I  had  a  had  attack  of 
neuralgia  snd  waa  .nearly  mod  with 
pain,  but  the  nurse  cured  It  for  me 
with  hot  poultices.  Oapt.  Kempthorne, 
Of  the  Anselm,  hod  us  put  up  In  -the 
***  first  class,  and*  gave  orders  that  we 
were  to  have  the  best  of  everything, 
and  from  him  and  every  one  of  tho 
passengers  we  received  the  utmost 
kindness.  . 

"About  an  hour  aftar  I  got  aboard 
they  picked  up  the  last  boat  with  the 
captain  and  II  men.  and  when  we  mus- 
tered up  we-  were  only  two  coolies 
missing  nut  of  a  total  of  14—4*  saved! 

Seven  minutes  after  tho  explosion 
th*  fore  part  of  the  ship  Was  under 
water,  and  II  minutes  later  aha  dis- 
appeared altogether.  We  all  think  we 
wore  very  lucky  to  gat  clear  with  such 
a  small  loss.  It  was  nothing  short  of 
a  miracle  we  were  saved,  as  I  don't 
thlnh  our  boat  would  have  laotod  an- 
other half  "hour.  We  arrived  at  Lexl- 
ooa  (Portugal)  on  March  2nd  and  came 
»  on  to  Lisbon  In  tho  same  ehlp,  reach- 
ing there  on  March  4th.  Next  day  we 
ware  transferred  to  the  R.M.8.P.  "Dejm- 
esare,"  and  sailed  for  England.  Hope 
to  gpt  through  all  right  this  time.  I 
don't  want  smother  experience  like 
that  Just  yst>  I  have  met  everything 
I  had  except  the  clothes  I  stand  up  In, 
and  my  watch  and  chain.''  v

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The  Angle-American  Oil  Company's 
tanker  Ashtabula,  has  boon  awarded 
£38,550  for  salvage  services  to  the  San 
Onofre  belonging  to  the  Eagle  Oil 
Transport  Co..  Limited.  Whsn  the  cir- 
cumstances are  examined,  they  show 
that  the  amount  Is  not  out  of  proportion 
to  the  property  at  stake  nor  to  the  ex- 
tent of  tho  services  rendered.  The  Ash- 
tabula  Is  a  steamer  of  7,021  tone  gross 
gad  her  vslue  waa  put  at  1300.000.  The 
San  Onofre  has  €  gross  tonnage  of 
1,71  T  tons,  and  her  value  has  been  ap- 
praised at  nearly  £870,ooo.  cm  Febru- 
ary SO,  i8i«,  when  both  vessels  wore  In 
the  North  Atlantic,  a  wireless  message 
was  rscelved  by  the  Ashtabula  rearrest- 
ing .her  to  proceed  to  the  San  Onofre. 
which  was,  owing  to  a  mishap  to  her 
heating  colls.  In  a  state  of  disable- 
ment soma  S00  miles  away.  The  weather 
was  bad.  and  tho  Ashtabula  tried  to 
take  the  San  Onofre  In  tow.  Tho  cables 
broke  several  times,  but  the. Ashtabula 
persisted*  On  March  l  assistance  waa 
received  from  the  San  Oregorlo.  The 
Ban  Onofre.  with  this  assistance,  was 
brought  into  Halifax  March  It,  after  a 
vary  troublesome  voyage.  It  wes  esti- 
mated that  the  Ashtabula  had  lost  30 
days.  Her  owners  received  £12,000  out 
of  the  award,  but  considerable  services 
'over  a  prolonged  period  were  rendered 
In  order  to  earn  it. 

CAPT. « IRVING 
REUS  TO  THE  SEA 

One 'of  Best  Known  Navigators 
on  the  Pacific  Coast  Signs 
on  for  Voyage  Overseas— 
Has  Interesting  Career. 


Capt.  John  Irving,  one  of  the  best 
known  navigators  on  the  Pacific  Coast, 
haa  signed  on  as  An  officer  on  a  ahip 
whteh  Is  leaving  shortly  for  England 
for  active  service  in  naval  operations. 
"Capt.  John."  as  he  Is  best  known,  Is  a 
born  Savigater  and  has  been  one  of  tho 
most  daring  in  those  waters.  His  ex- 
ploits in  respect  of  handling  ships 
would  make  a  book.  In  line,  foggy  or 
tempestuous  weather  he  never  hesitated 
to  take  the  wheel  and  never  met  with  a 
serious  accident.  Perhaps  the  most  dar- 
ing of  bis  exploits  waa  when  ha  ran  a 
steamer  from  SCamloops  to  Tale,  some- 
thing never  attempted  before  or  since. 
But  that  Is  only  one  of  many  of  his 
feats,  and,  if  bo  lives  to  come  back,  his 
reminiscences  will  form  a  moot  engross. 
ing  narrative.  Ha  haa  been  Interested 
IS  many  large  enterprises  and  still  has 
a  number  of  Important  lovosuaenta 
Before  the  Old  C.  1*.  N.  Co.  sold  out  to 
the  C.  P.  K.  he  was  commodore  of  the 
Soot  which  included  the  ill-fated 
Islander,  the  ft.  P.  Rltbet.  the  Tose- 
mlto.  and  the  old  Premier  whose  name 
was  afterwards  changed  to  the  Charmer 
for  reasons  of  safaty.  and  with  him 
ward  associated  la  that  company  It  P. 
ftlthet  Thee.  Sarin  and  J.  H.  Turner, 
lete^  Presaier  and  afterwards  Agent- 
General  of  B.  C.  In  London,  and  other 
prominent  Victorians.  He  waa  one  of 
the  original  charter  owners  of  tho  Capl- 
laao  waterworks,  which  waa  sold  to 
Vancouver  City,  and  some  day  Tho  Col- 
onist may  ho  permitted  to  teU  the  story 
of  the  battle  at  Vancouver  when  ho 
attempted  to  land  passengers  during  the 
smallpox  scare,  when  tho  Vancouver  fire 
engines  wore  takan  to  the  wharf  ta 
combat  the  threatened  use  of  the  hose 
of  the  Islander.

The  vessel  la  a  valu- 
able addition  to  the  fleet  of  tho  com- 
pany and  aha  will  otrike  tho  benka  when 
tho  sea  food  la  the  most  plentiful.

It  le  nearly  four  years  ago  that  the 
Canada  and  tba  Imbricarta,  two  fishing 
boats,  were  purchased  by  the  New  Eng- 
land Fish  Company  from  the  B.  C.  Fish- 
eries, Limited,  when  that  concern  waa 
winding  up  its  affairs.  The  two  beats 
have  been  moored  at  the  wharf  ever 
since.

The  play  In  thla  problem  is  highly  In- 
genious. In  the  main  variation,  Black 
must  block  the  diagonal  between  White 
Queen  and  Rook  so  as  to  permit  of  K  x 
R  after  .  White  delivers  cheek  with 
Bishop  at  Knightn  seventh.  The 
manoeuvres,  particularly  of  tho  Knights, 
whereby  White  immediately  forces  tha 
diagonal  to  be  unblocked,  or  renders  tho 
block  Inocuous,  Is  very  fine.  So  far  as 
we  have  been  able  to  observe,  the  com- 
position satisfies  nearly  every  canon  of 
construction.  Particular  note  Is  to  be 
made  of  the  fact  that  tha  preponder- 
ance of  material  Is  against  White,  and 
that,  at  the  aame  time,  none  of  the 
Black  pieces  are  mere  Idle  spectators  of 
play — a  feature  of  construction  ruth- 
lessly Ignored  by  many  composers.  The 
only  fault  we  can  find  Is  the  somewhat 
unnatural  position  of  the  White  King, 
but  that  is  more  than  counter-balanced 
by  the  merit  of  the  play,  and  Is  almost 
too  trivial  to  be  mentioned.  The  prob- 
lem is  one  of  tho  beet  three-ers  wo 
have  published.  \ 

Mr.  Malcolm  Sim,  the  principal  com- 
poser, Is  one  of  Canada's  prominent 
chess  players.  He  won  the  Toronto  City 
championship  in  1915,  and,  in  simulta- 
neous play,  has  drawn  against  F.  J. 
Marshall,  tho  United  States  champion. 
In  problem  work  he  devoted  much  time 
to*  composition  In  Bnglant  before  com- 
ing to  Canada,  and,  since  taking  up  his 
residence  in  Canada,  he  haa  collabor- 
ated witrTMr.  Alain  C.  White,  of  New 
York,  tha  eminent  American  problem- 
ist. Tho  literary  side  of  tho  gamp  also 
recelvea  bis  attention:  for  Sva  years 
ba  conducted  tba  chess  column  la  The 
Toronto  Globe,  and  bo  now  occupies  the 
editorial  chair  in  that  capacity  on  the 
staff  of  The  Canadian  Courier. 

Mr.  D.  J.  Densmore,  of  Brooklyn,  N.T.. 
was  at  one  time  a  prominent  player  of 
that  city,  holding  the  championship  of 
the  Brooklyn  Chess  Club  for  three 
years  in  succession.  Of  lata  years  ha 
baa  devoted  his  attention  mainly  to 
problama,  of  which  lie  produces  a  goodly 
quantity.

The  home  of  Mr.  O.  J.  Lokken,  Bella 
Cools,  has  been  destroyed  by  fire,  which 
spread  ao  rapidly  that  only  some  bed- 
ding end  a  little  furniture  could  be 
saved. 

The  local  correspondent  of  The  Prince 
Rupert  Weekly  Empire  says  tbat  moat 
of  the  logging  camps  near  Bella  Coola 
are  running  short-handed.  Forty  men 
are  employed  at  Camp  11,  on  the  Booth 
Bentlnet,  and  a  similar  number  are 
busy  at  Camp  13,  near  Kwatna. 

The  Courier  says:  "Bella  Coola,  evi- 
dently one  of  tho  best  collecting  points 
on  the  Pacific  Coast,  and  looked  upon 
fifty  years  ago  by  the  Hudson's  Bay 
Company  as  ths  foremost  collecting 
station  on  the  Mainland  of  British  Col- 
umbia, has  not  had  the  usual  amount 
of  furs  this  year,  Perhsps  the  fur- bear- 
ing animals  sre  becoming  fewer,  but  In 
this  particular  section  there  may  be 
other   causes."

PETAIN  TO  HAVE 

ABSOLUTE  POWER 

(Trim    Toronto    Mall    and    Empire) 


It  la  probable  tbat  Important  .mili- 
tary operations  will  follow  the  appoint- 
ment of  General  Petsin  as  chief  of  staff 
of  the  French  army.  Already  it  is  sug- 
gested thst  he  will  become  genlrslUsl- 
irfo,  or  commander-in-chief  of  all  tha  Al- 
lied armies,  a  post  that  haa  been  vacant 
since  tho  elevation  of  Joffre  and  hla  re- 
tirement from  the  front.  General  Nl- 
velle  *baa  not  been  genereJisslmo;  he 
haa  been  commander  of  the  French  ar-» 
miea  on  an  equality  with  General  Haig 
In  command  of  the  Brltlah  forces  Joffre, 
however,  waa  superior  in  rank  to  Gen- 
eral French,  and  was  while  he  remained 
generalissimo   as    much    responsible   for 

Srltish  strategy  as  for  ths  strategy  of 
e  French  armies  under  him.  Since 
General  Nlvelle  has  been  in  command  of 
the  French  armies  he  haa  been  subject 
as  Joffre  was  to  the  Wsr  Council  tn 
France  and  to  Parliamentary  Influences, 
although  these  he  knew  well  ho**r  to 
deal  with,  and  they  did  not  seriously  in- 
terfere with  him. 

All  or  Nothing 

When  Joffre,  having  organized  the 
army  for  victory  and  having  forever 
shattered  German  dreams  of  conquest, 
retired  to  give  his  advice  to  the  War 
Council  In  Paris,  there  were  two.  men 
mentioned  above  all  others  as  hla~lasv- 
itable  successor.  One  was  Nivelle;  the 
other  was  Petain.  They  had  equal  rec- 
ords. Both  shared  In  the  glory  of  Ver- 
dun, and  It  was  the  Verdun  action  that 
the  mind  of  all  France  was  turned  to 
when  the  shift  in  the  high  command  was 
made.  It  was  understood  at  that  time 
that,  while  Nivelle  was  willing  to  .take 
command  of  the  French  army  on  the 
same  terms  that  Joffre  had  accepted, 
namely  that  he  should  be  subject  to 
the  War  Council,  a  sort  of  executive  of 
thia  advisory  committee,  Petain  was  not 
willing.  He  would  accept  the  command, 
it  was  aaid,  only  If  he  were  given  full 
authority  over  all  the  armies  of  the 
Allies.  He  asked  to  be  judged  by  Just 
one  thing — the  success  of  his  plans — .  If 
he  failed — well,  France  could  hang  him.

However,  the  French  government  was 
not  willing,  it  appears  to  give  Petain 
what  he  wanted,  particularly  when 
there  was  at  hand  a  general  of  equal 
attainments  who  was  satisfied  to  accept 
the  task  on  easier  terms.  So  Nivelle 
was  appointed,  and  Petain  remained  in 
command  of  the  armiea  of  the  centre — 
on  the  Champagne-Argonne  front,  be- 
tween Solssons  and  Verdun.  Here  hs 
has  stood  almoat  Inactive  for  merry 
months.  It  ia  said  that  last  November 
he  placed  before  the  War  Council  a 
plan  whereby  the  German;  armies  in 
France  would  be  destroyed,  Instead  of 
being  driven  back  as  Nivelle  is  driving 
them  back,  and  his  appointment  may 
mean  that  the  War  Council,  after  the 
most  profound  consideration,  has  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  these  plana  are 
feasible,  and  that  in  order  to  put  them 
into  execution  General  Petain  shall  have 
a  free  hand. 

A  Discovery  Of  Joffre's 

Genersl  Henri  Philippe  retain  Is  a 
discovery  Of  Joffre's,  aa  are  practically 
all  of  the  prominent  French  generals  to- 
day. In  the  first  few  weeks  of  the  war 
most  of  (he  generals  who  hsd  estab- 
lished reputations  were  '"scrapped"  by 
Joffre,  and  men  before  then  obscure  were 
promoted  to  the  important  commands. 
Petain  was  on  the  retired  list  when  the 
wsr  broke  out — he  is  sixty-one  years  old 
— and  waB  known,  in  a  comparatively 
narrow  circle,  as  a  man  of  tremendous 
force  of  character  and  great  technical 
knowledge.  Joffre  ordered  him  into 
harness  and  made  him  a  brigadier-gen- 
eral. He  took  part  in  the  terrible  re- 
treat from  Charlerol  In  the  carl}-  weeks 
of  the  war,  and  owing  to  the  remark- 
able soldierly  qualities  ha  there  dis- 
played, he  waa  rapidly  advanced  until 
he  became  an  army  commander.  In  thla 
position  he  took  part  In  the  Allied  of- 
fensive In  Artols  tn  the  Spring  of  1915, 
and  In  the  Fall  waa  one  of  the  leaders 
In  the  Champagne  attach. 

They  anell  Mot  Pass" 

He  was  second  to  Caatelnau  In  tho 
Verdun  district  when  the  plans  of  the 
Germans  for  an  attack  wore  first  dis- 
covered, and  It  is  said  thst  it  wss  Pe- 
tsin who  prepsred  the  reception  for 
them,  the  most  brilliant  piece  of  defen- 
sive warfare  in  history.  Castelnnu  hsd 
discretionary  powers,  but  it  hsd  been 
suggested  to  him  that  he  should  aban- 
don the  right  bank  of  the  Meuae.  He 
and  Petain  agreed  that  it  should  be 
held,  snd  ths  task  of  holding  it  was 
given  to  Petain.  So  brilliantly  did  he 
succeed  that  be  waa  given  chargs  of  the 
entire  Verdun  defence,  snd  it  wss  he 
who  gave  to  France  and  to  the  world 
that  msgicst  messags,  "They  shall  tot 
pass!'  which  will  live  with  Nelson's 
Trafalgar  signal.  Petain  Is  a  strict  dis- 
ciplinarian. Hs  does  not  mingle  jovial- 
ly with  hla  soldiers.  He  talks  to  his 
officers  only.  Some  hsve  compared  him 
with  Kitchener.  Ilia  armies  believe  In 
him.  So  do  Joffre,  Haig  and  Nivelle,  or 
i<|  would  never  hsve  been  called  to  the 
post  he  now  occupies. 

Tbo  historic  precedent  for  the  Im- 
pression which  misled  a  meeting  of 
Russian  workmen,  thst  snnexstlon  was 
the  name  of  a  distant  region  coveted  by 
Jingo  capitalists.  Is  the  case  of  the 
Russian  soldiers  in  1925,  when  Nicholas 
and  Gpnstsntlne  were  mutually  pro- 
claiming  each  other  Tssr.  The  soldiers 
sre  said  to  have  shouted  for  the  Con- 
stitution in  the  belief  tbat  this  was  tho 
name  of  Constantino's  wife.— -London 
Chronicle.

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be  considered  apart.  They  were  com- 
plementary in  their  relations  to  each 
other.  The  Maritime  Provinces  were  se- 
questered from  Canada,  with  which  they 
had  not  even  a  nodding  acquaintance. 
Before  Confederation  railways  in  New 
Brunawlck  occupied  the  attention  of  ita 
people.  Ten  years  after  the  first  rail- 
way was  in  operation  in  England  an 
agitation  waa  started  In  that  province 
for  railways  there,  and  it  Is  stated,  by 
the  way,  that  New  Brunswick  'today  has 
more  railways  In  proportion  to  Its 
population  than  any  other  country  in  the 
world,  except  British  Columbia,  some- 
thing over  2.000  miles.  A  meeting  waa 
held  In  St.  Andrew's  In  1868  to  discuss 
a  railway  to  Quebec,  .the  line  of  which 
was  surveyed  the .  following  year.  It 
was  not  until  1859  that  it  waa  com- 
pleted aa  far  as  Canterbury  and  until 
1868    as    far    as    Woodstock. 

The  first  sod  of  a  railway  from  St. 
John  to  Shediac  on  the  Straits  of 
Northumberland,  was  turned  In  1853, 
and  It  was  on  this  occasion  that  the 
conception  of  Confederation  had  Its 
first* definite  and  specific  expression  In 
that  province.  In  the  address  present- 
ed to  Sir  Edmund  Head,  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  this  appeared:  "Our  sister 
colonies  and  ourselves,  though  under  the 
ssme  flag  and  enjoying  the  same  free 
Institutions,  are  comparatively  stran- 
gers to  each  other,  our  interests  dis- 
united, our  feelings  estranged,  our  ob- 
jects divided.  From  this  work,  from 
this  time,  a  more  Intimate  union,  a  more 
lasting  intercourse  must  arise  and  the 
Britlah  provinces  become  a  powerful  and 
united  portion  of  the  British  Empire." 
It  would  be  hardly  possible  to  frame 
a  better  description  of  the  situation,  or 
one  that  could  have  proved  more  pro- 
phetic. His  Excellency  In  replying  cor- 
dially endorsed  the  sentiment  and  ex- 
pressed the  hope  that  the  people  of 
Canada  (Ontario  and  Quebec  of  today, 
then  called  Upper  and  Lower  Canada), 
Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick  and  Prince 
Edward  Island  would  speedily  realise 
that  their  Interests  were  identical  and 
be  inspired  with  a  unity  of  purpose  and 
of  action  such  as  had  not  yet  existed, 
and  he  added:  "If  these  sentiments  pre- 
thiii.  I  have  no  fear  for  the  future 
-greatness  of  British  North  America." 
Unfortunately,  when  the  sentiment  waa 
put  to  test  after  the  conference  of  1894, 
the  only  opposition,  and  In  Nova  Scotia 
it  was  very  bitter,  csme  from  the  Marl- 
time  Provinces,  where  the  Idea  of  Con- 
federation was  practically  first  con- 
ceived. 

The  new  railway  was  called  the  Euro- 
pean A  North  American  Railway  and 
wss  part  of  a  plan  to  connect  the  great 
cities  of  the  United  States  with  an 
eastern  port  in  the  Atlantic  provinces, 
in  order  to  shorten  the  voyage  to  Eu- 
rope: It  was  not  until  1871  that,  with 
great  eclat,  the  President  of  the  United 
States .  honoring  the  occasion  with  hla 
presence,  was  the  last  spike  driven  to 
complete  the  connection  with  the  Unit- 
ed States.  Conditions  governing  rail- 
way and  ocean  transportation  since  that 
time  have  greatly  changed.  Tbe  Cana- 
dian Pacific  Railway  built  a  short  Una 
through  Mplne  and  the  slow,  paesage 
scross  the  Atlantic  Is  now  a  thing  of 
tho  psst.  Tbe  conditions  which  prompt- 
ed tbe  building  of  the  European  and 
American  Railway  no  longer  exist.  The 
intercolonial  Railwsy,  however,  from 
Halifax  to  Quebec  first  gars  tbe  con- 
nection desired  and  anticipated,  sad  as 
a  railway'  of  notional  importance  It 
was  essentially  a  part  of  the  Confedera- 
tion scheme  so  far  as  tbo  Maritime 
Provinces  Were  concerned,  just  ss  ths 
*'..  P.  R.  was  part  of  <  on  federation  so 
far  ss  British  Columbia  waa  concerned. 
A  delegation  of  influential  men  went 
te  England  In  1861.  which  Included  rep- 
resents 1 1 v"  from  Canada^  to  press  upon 
the  authorities  there  tbo  Importance  of 
aiding  In  the  construction  of •  the  Inter- 
colonial Railway.  Curiously  enough. 
Juet  at  that  time  the  Trent  affair  oc- 
curred, and  with  the  Intense  excitement 
which  followed  war  waa  aU  but  de- 
clared between  Great  Britain  aad  tho 
United  States.  Troops  were  hurriedly 
sent  to  Canada,  and  as  Winter  waa  at 
band  they  had  to  be  sent  to  Quebec 
through  New  Brunswick.  The  difficulty 
and  delay  attending  transportation  by 
sleds,  ad  a  writer  puts  it,  served  as  aa 
object  lesson  to  statesman  on  both  sides 
of  the  Atlantic,  and  led  tho  Hottte  Gov- 
ernment' to  more  seriously  consider  the 
construction  of  a  railway  for  military 
parposos.  ss  thay  did  later  on  consider 
too  C  P.  R-,  without  In  the  and  any 
financial  results.  The  building  of  too 
intercolonial  was  tho  prise  paid  for  too 
entrance  of  tho  Maritime  Provinces  lata 
Confederation,  carried  oat  as  a  Oor- 
erameert  enterprise,  snd  frees  too  first 
was  regarded,  as  It  was,  a  pal  It  loaf 
rather  than  a  cammsrcisl  undertaUfsf. 
Ths  present,  what  was  known  as  too 
"noittw  rowte,"  waa  selected  out  of 
/afar mi  to  tho  judgment  of  tho  Im- 
perial aotooiWsn  gar  military 
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voys  and  construction.  Aa  a  pOttticell 
factor  it  paid  Canada,  but  as  a  commer- 
cial venture  it  has  been  a  loss.  BatK 
ways,  therefore,  have  cemeatod  tha  po- 
litical structure  of  Canada  In  a  manner, 
which  otherwise  would  not  have  been 
possible.  Ths  Intercolonial  brought  In 
the  Maritime  Provinces,  the  C  P.  It.! 
made  ths  Went;  the  Grand  Trunk,  the 
Croat  Western  and  the  Northern  ener- 
gised, and  along  with  the  canals,  de- 
veloped tho  trade  of  Quebec  and  On- 
tario, and  essentially  the,  basis  of  Con* 
federation,  and  its  chief  incentive/ 
was  interprovlnclal  trade.  '  Sentiment 
was  the  least  Important  factor,  al- 
though It  fed  the  imagination  of  the 
-earliest   promoters. 

Confederation   began   with   toe  deslrai 
of  the  Maritime  Provinces  for  a  Mari- 
time union,  aad  the  movement  was  fol- 
lowed   closely    by   Canadian    statesmen. 
The  British  Government  took  very  lit- 
tle   interest    In   ths   Initiation.        There) 
waa    a    section    of      British    polltioian«{ 
and   economists,   whose   mouthpiece  for' 
tho  time  being  was  Tho  London  Times,  i 
who  regarded   the  "colonies"  as  an  in-* 
tubus   rather   than  as  a  benefit;  but  at 
no  time  I  think  did  this  sttitudo  rsp- 
resent  tbe  feelings  of  tho  bulk  of  thai 
people  of  Great  Britain;  but  having  in 
mind  the  events  In  America  which  fol- 
lowed on  after  the  Boston  "tea  party'* 
f  they    refrained    from    bringing      pres- 
aure    to    bear    upon    the    colonies,    and 
this    was    wlss    aa    the      sequence      ofl 
events    in    Canada   and    in    the    Kmplro 
has  shown. 

In  1994.  the  Maritime  Provinces  heldj 
a  convention  for  the  purpose  of  nego- 
tiating a  union  among  themselves.  It' 
so  happened  that  at  about  that  very 
time  a  memorable  meeting  was  being 
held  In  the  St.  Louis  Hotel.  Quebec, 
where  Sir  John  Mscdonald,  Sir  Alex- 
ander Gait  and  tbe  Hon.  George  Brown 
met  to  endeavor  to  compose  the 
ences  between  Upper  and  Lower  Can-' 
ada,  which  had  resulted  In  a  deadlock] 
in  which  no  political  progress  seemed 
to  be  possible.  Brown,  perhapa,  morel 
than  any  other  peraon  was  responsible 
for  this  condition  of  affairs  and  havmg| 
his  eyes  opened  to  the  consequences  of 
such  a  situation  held  out  the  olivej 
leaf  to  Sir  John,  and  together  they, 
agreed  at  this  meeting  that  tha  Gov- 
ernment should  negotiate  for  a  Con- 
federation of  all  the  Provinces.  .  If 
this  failed,  as  Sir  Joseph  Pope  puts  it, 
they  should  then  Introduce  the  federal 
principle  in  Canada  alone,  while  pro**1 
vlding  for  the  future  Incorporation  ofl 
the  Maritime  Provinces  and  tho  West. 
On  this  understanding,  saya  Pope.j 
Oliver  Mowat,  Brown  and  William  Mc- 
Dougall  entered  the  Cabinet.  William,! 
McDougall  was  afterwards  more  fa- 
miliarly known  as  "Wandering  Wtl-j 
He"  from  his  proclivity  to  shift  party; 
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allegiance.  Aa  already  atated,  step* 
were  being  taken  for  a  maritime  union 
and  a  conference  had  bean  called  to  be 
held  Ih  Cbarlottetown.  The  Canadian 
Government  at  once  appointed  a  deir. 
gation  of  twelve  to  seek  admiaalon  to 
tha  conference  to  dlaeuss  ths  question 
of  all  ths  British  Provlnoas  tn  North; 
America.  The  whole  history  of  event* 
in  Canada  was  changed  by  '  tho  mo* 
mentous  decision  to  admit  them,  snd) 
ths  masterful  mind  of  Sir  John  Msc- 
donald dominated  the  proceedings,  if 
bo  did  not  initiate  the  movement,  or 
take  the  first  step,  his  genius  far  or« 
gonlzatlon  of  men  snd  practical  mean* 
urea  caueed  him  to  emerge  aa  tha 
greatest  of  ths  Fathers  of  Confedera- 
tion in  solving  Its  problems.

In  tha  afternoon  hla  mood  changed 
to  an  extreme  of  gaiety,  and  his  wife 
remarked  uneasily:  "I  have  aeon  yoa. 
thus  only  ones  before,  and  that  waa  just 
before  our  Willie  died."— London  Chron- 
icle.
